My  Companions: 

In  submitting  for  your  consideration  and  approval  this  my 
final  report  as  your  Grand  First  Principal,  may  I  express  once 
again,  our  great  pleasure  in  having  present  with  us  this  morning, 
not  only  our  Grand  Master,  Most  Worshipful  Brother  and  Com- 
panion Justice  R.  W.  Treleaven,  our  Highly  Esteemed  Grand 
Secretary,  Rt.  Worshipful  Brother  and  Companion  Ewart  Dixon, 
M.C.,  Q.C.,  but  so  many  distinguished  Grand  First  Principals  and 
representatives  of  other  Masonic  Bodies,  whose  fraternal  relation- 
ship we  have  prized  for  so  many  years,  and  whose  constant  at- 
tendance and  support  has  meant  so  very  much  to  our  Grand 
Chapter. 

Once  more,  it  is  our  pleasure  to  meet  in  this  fair  City  of 
Toronto,  the  Capital  of  Ontario,  and  to  be  the  recipients,  not  only 
of  their  friendly  hospitality,  the  great  comfort  and  convenience 
their  hotels  afford,  but  acknowledge  with  sincere  appreciation 
the  cordial  invitation  extended  to  our  Grand  Chapter  by  the 
Principals'  Association  of  Toronto  Districts  8  and  8A.  We  would 
at  this  time,  be  most  negligent  in  our  responsibility,  if  we  did  not 
record  our  sincere  appreciation  to  the  Principals'  Association  in 
particular,  and  the  Companions  in  general,  for  their  constant  help 
and  support,  which  contributes  in  a  great  measure  to  the  success 
of  our  Annual  Convocation. 

It  is  a  pleasure,  as  your  Grand  First  Principal  to  record  at  this 
time,  the  high  esteem  our  Grand  Chapter  is  held  in,  by  the  other 
great  bodies  of  the  Masonic  Family.  This  fraternal  affection  is 
most  evident  on  every  occasion  your  Grand  First  Principal  travels 
into  a  foreign  jurisdiction  or  makes  a  fraternal  visit. 

While  the  term  of  a  Grand  First  Principal  covers  a  period  of 
two  years,  which  may  at  the  offset  appear  a  reasonable  length 
of  time  to  hold  office,  I  am  sure  my  worthy  predecessors  will 
agree  with  me  when  I  express  the  opinion  that,  to  do  justice  to 
this  high  honor  and  accomplish  all  that  one  would  like  to  do,  the 
time  at  his  disposal  is  all  too  short. 

You  will  recall  when  I  assumed  this  important  office  just  two 
years  ago,  I  presented  a  programme  which  had  the  approval  of 
your  Grand  Council  and  of  which  I  made  an  interim  report  just 
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one  year  ago.    May  I  now  respectfully  submit  for  your  approval 
the  present  status  of  our  original  programme. 

With  reference  to  the  records  in  the  office  of  Grand  Chapter 
versus  the  records  of  the  respective  Chapters,  I  am  pleased  to 
advise  that  all  Chapters  who  had  raised  a  question  relative  to 
the  correctness  of  the  records  in  Grand  Chapter  office  versus  their 
own,  have  all  been  studied  and  are  now  all  in  accord.  In  addi- 
tion, a  great  many  Chapters  whose  records  were  found  not  in 
accord  were,  by  mutual  co-operation,  corrected.  With  this  heavy 
task  now  behind  us,  it  is  pleasing  to  report,  we  can  now  submit 
through  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Membership  Chairman 
statistical  reports  on  our  Membership  which  are  authentic. 

Rt.  Ex.  Companion  Stanley  Portch,  Chairman  of  the  Member- 
ship Committee  will  cover  in  his  report  a  detailed  breakdown  of 
the  Chapters  which  were  reviewed  during  1962  and  the  adjust- 
ments found  necessary. 

EQUIPMENT  (Grand  Chapter  Office) 

It  has  become  quite  evident  to  the  Members  of  the  Grand 
Council  during  the  past  two  years,  while  working  very  closely 
with  the  office  of  Grand  Chapter,  that  steps  must  be  taken  to 
institute  a  more  modern  method  of  officer  procedure  and  replace 
the  antiquated  procedure  which  has  proven  not  only  cumber- 
some, but,  to  say  the  least  far  from  efficient  in  making  available 
pertinent  information  when  requested  by  the  various  Chapters 
from  time  to  time,  without  delay.  I  would,  therefore,  respectfully 
recommend  to  the  incoming  Grand  First  Principal,  that  a  Com- 
mittee be  appointed  to  work  with  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  study 
the  problem  in  question  and  report  their  findings  to  the  Grand 
First  Principal. 

MASONIC  INSTRUCTION 

Your  Grand  Council,  having  appraised  the  great  responsi- 
bility our  Grand  Chapter  holds  not  only  in  maintaining,  but  con- 
veying the  great  teachings  of  the  Principals  of  Capitulary  Masonry 
to  Master  Masons,  dedicated  themselves  to  an  immediate  respon- 
sibility of  bringing  to  all  the  Companions  of  our  great  jurisdiction 
and  in  particular  to  the  Officers,  a  new  awareness  of  their  re- 
sponsibilities, and  in  doing  so,  have  set  a  policy  where  an  im- 
provement in  the  work,  a  greater  efficiency  in  the  administration 
of  a  Chapter  could  be  accomplished.  To  emphasize  the  impor- 
tance of  these  two  factors,  we  have  forcibly  reminded  our  Chap- 
ters that  while  numerical  strength  may  have  its  advantages,  for 
the  present  we  were  more  concerned  in  strengthening  the  loyalty 
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of  our  present  Members  and  in  the  exaltation  of  new  members 
concern  ourselves  with  the  important  task  of  making  true  ROYAL 
ARCH  MASONS. 

Just  one  year  ago  your  Grand  First  Principal,  on  behalf  of  the 
Grand  Council,  officially  launched  the  Masonic  Instruction  Com- 
mittee which  we  pledged  two  years  ago  to  establish.  During  the 
past  year  this  committee  under  the  dynamic  leadership  of  Rt. 
Ex.  Companion  Andrew  F.  Tannahill,  General  Chairman,  in  co- 
operation with  his  two  assistants  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  J.  Johnston, 
Vice-Chairman,  and  Wm.  Gardner,  The  Grand  Lecturer,  have 
given  unstintingly  of  their  time  and  talents  to  implement  a  pro- 
gramme of  Instruction.  The  obvious  success  of  this  work  is  most 
evident  in  the  great  number  of  questions  that  continually  flow  in 
to  this  Committee  from  the  district  Chairman,  which  by  an  ana- 
lysis, reflect  without  question  a  new  awareness  and  enthusiasm 
which  has  been  generated  throughout  the  districts  by  dynamic 
leadership  of  the  Instruction  Committee. 

Having  a  very  personal  interest  in  this  work  and  an  aware- 
ness of  the  magnitude  of  the  task,  I  feel  quite  inadequate  in  ex- 
pressing to  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Tannahill,  not  only  my  personal  thanks 
and  appreciation  for  the  tremendous  task  he  has  done  and  is  con- 
tinuing to  do,  but  the  thanks  and  appreciation  of  our  Grand 
Chapter.  To  the  Chairman  and  all  Members  of  this  committee,  I 
express  our  sincere  appreciation. 

It  is  only  fair  to  report,  that  in  the  opinion  of  your  Grand 
Council  the  attendance,  enthusiasm  and  class  of  work  now 
reflected  throughout  our  respective  districts  is  at  the  highest  peak 
we  have  enjoyed  for  a  number  of  years  and  every  indicaion 
points  to  a  strong  and  healthy  immediate  future. 

NECROLOGY 

Once  again  our  thoughts  turn  back  to  the  great  loss  we  must 
bear  year  after  year  in  the  passing  of  those  near  and  dear  to  us. 
Our  Grand  Chapter,  indeed  our  very  existence  depends  so  very 
much  on  the  friends  we  have.  And  their  loss  should  forcibly 
remind  us  of  the  heritage  we  have  inherited  and  the  ever  press- 
ing challenge  of  maintaining  the  high  ideals  they  established  for 
us. 

It  is  with  a  great  sense  of  loss  that  I  must  report  at  this  time 
the  recent  passing  of  a  great  Mason  and  a  wonderful  friend  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  in  the  person  of  Most  Ex.  Comp.  Arthur  Miller, 
Past  Grand  High  Priest  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  our  Grand  Representative.

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Companion  A.  D.  Hodgins  was  exalted  in  St.  Georges  Chap- 
ter No.  5,  London,  Ontario,  in  1892.  His  continuous  interest  and 
outstanding  contribution  to  Capitulary  Masonry  must  be  a  chal- 
lenge to  all. 

On  behalf  of  our  Grand  Chapter,  I  extend  our  congratulations 
and  best  wishes  to  Companion  Hodgins  and  trust  he  will  continue 
to  be  blessed  with  God's  richest  blessings,  that  health  and  hap- 
piness be  his  in  bounteous  measure,  and  we  in  turn  may  be  the 
recipients  of  his  wisdom  and  friendship.

May  I,  at  this  time, 
record  the  appreciation  of  our  Grand  Chapter  to  Rt.  Ex.  Companion 
Lewis  for  accepting  this  important  responsibility. 

FINANCES 

Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  C.  Ackert,  Chairman  of  this  important  com- 
mittee will  present  in  detail  his  Annual  Report  and  the  proposed 
budget  for  1963.  I  would  respectfully  request  the  attention  of 
all  the  Companions  present  to  this  most  important  presentation. 

PAST  RANK 

A  request  has  been  received  from  Elliott  Chapter  No.  129  to 
confer  on  Ex.  Comp.  H.  A.  Carter  the  rank  of  a  Past  Principal 
posthumously.  The  Late  Ex.  Comp.  Carter  served  through  all  the 
respective  offices  with  dignity  and  dedication.  He  was  installed 
as  First  Principal  in  January,  1961,  and  passed  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  above  June  19,  1961.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  Past 
Rank  be  conferred. 

In  September  of  1962  a  request  to  confer  the  rank  of  a  Past 
Principal  on  Ex.  Comp.  A.  Keith  MacLean,  of  St.  Paul's  Chapter 
No.  65  G.R.C.,  was  received.  Due  to  severe  illness  Ex.  Comp.  Mac- 
Lean  was  unable  to  complete  his  term  of  office.  Ex.  Comp.  Mac- 
Lean  passed  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  on  January  26,  1963,  and 
I  recommend  that  the  rank  of  a  Past  Principal  be  conferred  post- 
humously. 

On  February  1st,  1963,  a  request  was  received  to  confer  on 
Ex.  Comp.  E.  Wood  the  rank  of  a  Past  Principal  posthumously. 
The  Late  Ex.  Comp.  Wood  served  the  respective  offices  of  Cobourg 
Chapter  with  Sincerity  and  Honour.  The  Late  Ex.  Comp.  Wood 
passed  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above  suddenly  during  his  term  of 
office  in  1962  as  First  Principal  of  his  Chapter.  I,  therefore,  recom- 
mend the  Past  rank  be  conferred. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

A  request  was  made  to  your  Grand  First  Principal  during 
the  past  year  by  several  Chapters  in  the  Toronto  Districts  of  8 
and  8A  for  permission  to  transfer  their  place  of  meeting  to  a 
hall  which  is  occupied  on  certain  nights  of  the  month  by  Asso- 
ciations and  Fraternities  other  than  Masonic  Bodies. 

The  main  reason  for  making  this  request,  in  every  instance, 
was,  the  present  rate  of  rent  required  of  the  respective  Chapters 
by  their  present  landlord,  was  proven  too  much  of  a  hardship 
and  two  Chapters  in  particular  submitted  evidence  to  your  Grand 
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First  Principal,  that  unless  steps  were  taken  to  alleviate  this  con- 
dition, they  felt  they  had  no  recourse,  other  than  surrender  their 
Charter. 

In  investigating  the  new  accommodations  in  question,  it  was 
found  first,  that  the  rents  were  most  favourable  and  would  prove 
most  beneficial  to  the  financial  problems  of  a  Chapter.  Secondly, 
the  accommodation  was  in  very  good  repair  and  lent  itself  with 
some  minor  changes  to  the  requirements  of  a  Chapter. 

This  critical  problem  is  predominantly  applicable  to  the 
Toronto  area  where  the  rents  for  accommodation  during  the  past 
few  years  have  soared  proportionately  out  of  reach  of  the  average 
Chapter. 

Your  Grand  Council  are  very  aware  of  this  serious  condition 
and  fully  realize  that  steps  expect  to  be  taken  shortly  to  build 
new  and  larger  Masonic  accommodation  in  the  Metropolitan  area 
of  Toronto.  While  this  action  is  urgently  required,  we  feel  that 
in  many  cases  it  will  not  relieve  the  financial  burden  of  certain 
Chapters. 

I  therefore,  recommend  to  the  incoming  Grand  First  Principal 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  immediately  following  this  Grand 
Chapter  to  study  the  request  made  by  the  various  Chapters  re- 
garding new  accommodation  and  report  thereon  to  the  Grand 
First  Principal  for  his  decision. 

RULINGS 

During  the  past  year  your  Grand  First  Principal  has  received 
two  requests  from  subordinate  Chapters  seeking  permission  to 
furnish  their  Companions  with  a  crest  or  emblem  using  R.A.M. 
or  similar  Chapter  inscriptions. 

This  matter  was  dealt  with  very  thoroughly  by  the  Advisory 
Committee  of  Grand  Chapter  and  I  therefore  make  the  following 
ruling: 

It  is  improper  for  a  Chapter  to  supply  or  permit  its  Members 
to  use  a  crest  or  emblem  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  or  identi- 
fying their  particular  Chapter. 

It  has  come  to  the  attention  of  your  Grand  First  Principal 
that  during  the  past  year  Chapters  have  been  desirous  of  pur- 
chasing Life  Memberships  for  certain  of  its  Members  by  a  Notice 
of  Motion  and  the  transferring  of  Chapter  funds  from  one  account 
to  another.  This  policy  is  contrary  to  the  meaning  of  the  Consti- 
tution of  Grand  Chapter,  Section  246,  and  I  therefore  make  the 
following  ruling: 

It  is  improper  for  a  Chapter  to  purchase  a  Life  Membership 
for  a  Companion  or  Companions  by  transferring  monies  within 
a  Chapter  from  one  account  to  another. 
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APPRECIATION 

I  would  be  most  negligent  in  my  appreciation,  if  I  did  not 
record  at  this  time,  my  sincere  appreciation  to  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Dr. 
Fraser  Hay,  my  Grand  Second  Principal,  and  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  James 
Girven,  My  Grand  Third  Principal,  for  their  wholehearted  support 
and  encouragement  during  the  past  two  years.  They  have  been 
most  diligent  in  the  discharge  of  their  respective  duties  and  Grand 
Chapter  is  assured  of  utmost  loyalty  and  leadership  during  the 
forthcoming  four  years.  To  these  distinguished  Masons  I  pledge 
my  loyalty  and  support. 

To  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  R.  J.  Hamilton,  our  Grand  Scribe  E.  and 
the  personnel  of  the  Office  of  Grand  Chapter,  I  express  my  sincere 
appreciation  for  the  dedicated  manner  in  which  they  have  as- 
sumed the  heavy  responsibility  of  their  office  and  particularly 
mention,  with  appreciation,  the  extra  work  that  has  gone  into 
bringing  up  the  work  of  the  office  to  a  current  position. 

To  all  the  elected  and  appointed  Members  of  Grand  Chapter, 
the  Chairmen  of  the  various  committees,  and  in  particular  the 
wonderful  contribution  the  new  committee  on  Masonic  Instruction 
has  made  during  the  past  year,  I  extend  my  thanks  and  deep 
appreciation. 

I  would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  wholehearted 
co-operation  shown  by  my  Grand  Superintendents  and  to  com- 
pliment them  on  the  diligent  manner  in  which  they  discharged 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

To  my  Past  Grand  First  Principals  for  their  utmost  co-opera- 
tion during  my  term  of  office,  I  am  deeply  grateful.  Their  wise 
counsel  and  words  of  encouragement  have  contributed  so  very 
much  to  the  success  of  the  past  two  years.  To  this  dedicated 
group  of  distinguished  Masons  I  will  be  ever  grateful. 

May  I  say,  at  this  time,  how  delighted  we  are  to  have  Most 
Ex.  Comp.  Fred  Dean,  our  treasurer  with  us  today  and  to  rejoice 
in  his  recovery  from  the  very  serious  sickness  he  experienced  last 
summer. 

Our  thoughts  today  turn  to  one  who  is  confined  to  hospital 
with  a  critical  illness,  in  the  person  of  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Robert  N. 
McElhinney,  an  Honorary  Member  of  our  Grand  Executive.  Rt. 
Ex.  Comp.  McElhinney,  affectionately  known  to  all  as  Bob,  has 
been  a  constant  worker  for  over  50  years.  His  pleasing  per- 
sonality and  pleasant  smile  are  missed  today  by  so  many  who 
are  privileged  to  know  him.  We  pray  the  Great  Architect  of 
the  Universe  will  continue  to  bless  him  in  these  critical  days. 

CONCLUSION 

My  Companions,  in  concluding  this  my  final  report  to  you 
as  your  Grand  First  Principal,  may  I  say  once  again  how  very 
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much  I  appreciate  the  honor  you  bestowed  upon  me  two  years 
ago  in  elevating  me  to  the  office  of  Grand  First  Principal. 

I  will  be  forever  indebted  to  the  Companions  of  this  great 
jurisdiction  for  this  great  honor  and  in  particular  for  all  the  many 
acts  of  kindness  shown  me  on  every  occasion.

The  harmony,  dignity,  etiquette,  dress  and  the  standard  of  the 
monthly  summons  and  writing  material  is  all  very  good. 

The  attendance  at  Chapters  is  poor  and  this  was  very  marked  in  the 
Chapters  which  have  large  memberships.  This  would  indicate  that  the 
larger  the  membership  the  less  chance  each  Companion  has  of  becoming 
an  officer  or  of  being  any  integral  part  of  that  Chapter,  and  some  thought 
should  be  given  to  the  encouragement  of  starting  new  Chapters  in  these 
cases. 

Too  many  members  are  being  suspended.  This  problem  possibly  stems 
from  the  fact  that  an  applicant  may  join  a  Blue  Lodge  and  then  become 
a  member  in  the  Chapter  by  payment  of  an  initiation  fee  and  paying 
yearly  dues,  while  higher  Masonic  bodies  require  that  life  membership 
be  paid  at  initiation.  We  then  have  a  Companion  who  has  acquired  the 
necessary  degrees  and  a  life  membership  card  and  he  feels  that  it  is  un- 
necessary to  continue  to  pay  dues  to  those  bodies  below,  as  the  Chapter. 

Considering  the  large  number  of  Blue  Lodge  Masons  in  the  district 
only  a  small  percentage  continue  further  than  the  Third  Degree.  Here  we 
have  the  master  of  the  lodge  and  Grand  Lodge  officers  who  are  Third 
Degree  Masons  telling  the  brethren  that  there  are  no  further  degrees  in 
Masonry  or  there  is  nothing  further  to  be  learned. 

Although  the  second  and  third  Principals  in  the  Chapters  manage  to 
do  their  work  in  the  degrees,  for  officers  which  hold  such  an  important 
position  in  their  respective  Chapters  they  know  little  of  their  Chapter 
and  its  administration. 

The  surplus  funds  are  much  too  low  as  a  result  of  the  spiral  of  in- 
creased costs  and  all  Chapters  in  the  District  have  had  to  finally  increase 
their  dues  this  year. 

While  the  degree  work  is  being  done  well,  few  really  understand  the 
lessons  of  the  degrees  and  this  is  often  misinterpreted,  giving  a  biased 
meaning,  especially  in  regard  to  religious  denominations  and  nationality. 

The  District  Educational  and  Instruction  Committee  is  organized 
and  some  years  ago  degree  teams  formed  for  the  purpose  of  instruction 
has  worked  out  quite  well  with  the  exception  of  one  degree,  but  the 
educational  part  of  this  committee  is  not  yet  in  operation. 

I  feel  that  the  problems  I  have  mentioned  can  be  successfuly  solved 
by  the  Educational  and  Instruction  Committee  launched  this  year  by  the 
Grand  First  Principal  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Charles  W.  Emmett  and  placed 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Andrew  F.  Tannahill.  My  sug- 
gestion is  that  educational  material  on  these  Chapter  matters  should  be 
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made  available  to  the  Blue  Lodges,  the   Second  and  Third   Principals, 
other  bodies  in  Masonry  where  applicable  and,  of  course,  to  ourselves. 

Finally,  I  wish  to  thank  my  Secretary,  Ex.  Comp.  Maxwell  A.  Doupe, 
who  accompanied  me  on  every  occasion  and  without  whose  diligent  help  I 
would  not  have  been  able  to  carry  out  the  many  duties  of  this  office. 
Also  I  wish  to  thank  the  many  other  Companions  in  London  District  who 
in  any  way  made  my  visits  so  enjoyable. 

WILSON   DISTRICT   No.   3

With  this  report  on  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Wilson  District  No.  3  I 
would  include  an  expression  of  my  appreciation  to  my  Companions  in  the 
District  for  their  action  in  electing  me  to  the  office  of  Grand  Superinten- 
dent, and  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  Chas.  W.  Emmett  for  confirmation  of  their 
action. 

It  was  my  very  pleasant  duty  and  privilege  to  appoint  Ex.  Comp. 
William  C.  McNeilly  as  my  secretary.  He  has  performed  his  duties  with 
efficiency  and  dignity  and  I  owe  him  my  sincere  thanks  for  his  assistance.

A  meeting  of  the  principal  officers  of  the  District  Chapters  was  held 
in  Port  Dover  on  May  17,  1962.  At  this  meeting  the  visitation  of  the  Dis- 
trict by  the  Grand  Superintendent  was  arranged  as  follows:

At  this  time  arrangements  were  made  for  the  District  divine  service 
to  be  held  in  Port  Dover.

The  new  Masonic  Instruction  Committee  is  functioning  well  in  our 
District  and  they  have  been  cordially  received  in  the  Chapters  they  have 
visited. 

Several  more  visits  by  this  committee  have  been  arranged.  The  Com- 
panions of  the  various  Chapters  are  anxious  for  guidance  and  assistance 
and  this  augurs  well  for  the  continued  success  of  Capitular  Masonry  in 
this  part  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction.

In  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  constitution  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  I 
have  the  privilege  to  submit  my  report  on  the  condition  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  in  District  8. 

May  I  first  express  my  gratitude  to  those  Principals  of  the  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  St.  Andrew  and  St.  John  who  nominated  me  for  the 
office  of  Grand  Superintendent  and  who  encouraged  and  supported  me 
during  the  year,  to  the  Principals  of  the  District  for  their  good  will  and 
confidence  in  electing  me  and  to  M.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  W.  Emmett  for  con- 
firming that  election. 

My  first  move  in  appointing  Ex.  Comp.  Alex  Lawrence  as  my  secre- 
tary proved  to  be  a  wise  and  happy  one. 

The  Masonic  year  now  drawing  to  a  close  in  District  8  has  not  been 
uneventful.  Two  of  the  three  especial  Grand  Chapter  Convocations  have 
been  in  the  District  and  Scarboro  Chapter  No.  263  received  its  warrant 
at  the  last  Grand  Chapter  Convocation.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  W.  Emmett  on 
June  7  presided  at  the  consecration  of  Scarboro  Chapter.  He  was  accom- 
panied by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  W.  Dean  and  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Fraser  Hay.  The 
Grand  First  Principal  presided  at  the  dedication  of  the  Chapter  room  in 
the  new  Masonic  Temple  in  Uxbridge  on  September  17.  M.  Ex.  Comp.  J. 
M.  Burden,  Senior  Past  Grand  Z.,  and  Rt.  Ex.  Companions  Hay  and 
Girven  accompanied  him  on  this  happy  occasion. 

High  rents  and  uncertainty  of  our  present  accommodation  has  caused 
three  Chapters  to  change  their  meeting  places.  The  Beaches  Chapter  has 
moved  from  Balsam  Avenue  Temple  to  the  new  Scarboro  Temple  where 
expenses  are  still  high.  It  would  seem  that  the  future  of  this  Chapter 
will  depend  on  the  ability  of  First  Principal  and  his  Companions  to 
obtain  new  members  and  to  keep  expenses  and  income  in  their  proper 
perspective. 

The  St.  Patrick  and  University  Chapters  have  moved  from  Daven- 
port Temple  to  less  expensive  quarters  in  the  new  temple  in  Thornhill. 
The  future  of  both  Chapters  would  seem  to  depend  on  whether  members 
will  travel  this  distance  and  on  the  ability  of  the  Chapter  to  obtain  new 
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members.  Three  Chapters  in  the  District  now  meet  in  this  temple  in 
Thornhill.  There  is  hope,  but  as  yet  nothing  definite  regarding  adequate 
new  accommodation  in  the  city. 

Many  of  the  Chapters  need  more  candidates  to  balance  expense  and 
income  and  to  supply  Chapter  officers,  particularly  Beaver  No.  225, 
Orient  No.  79,  St.  Paul's  No.  65,  York  No.  62  and  my  own  Chapter,  the 
mother  Chapter  of  the  District  and  city,  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  St. 
Andrew  and  St.  John  No.  4.  Beaver  Chapter  has  more  active  Past  Prin- 
cipals than  active  members.  The  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  St.  Andrew  and 
St.  John  has  exalted  several  promising  candidates  during  the  past  two 
years,  but  this  year  has  lost  the  services  of  two  very  competent  officers 
whose  employment  requires  them  to  live  outside  the  city.  An  active 
recent  Past  Principal,  on  account  of  serious  illness,  had  not  been  able  to 
attend  Chapter  this  year.  This  Chapter  is  also  badly  handicapped  from 
far  too  few  active  recent  Past  Principals.  Despite  these  difficulties  the 
Chapter  is  sound  in  other  respects  and  sufficient  new  members  would 
and  will,  I  feel,  correct  matters  in  time. 

The  out-of-town  Chapters  generally  are  in  a  prosperous  condition. 
Aurora  Chapter  No.  235  had  a  very  successful  year  and  added  several 
promising  new  members  to  its  register.  The  same  can  be  said  of  Vic- 
toria Chapter  No.  205  in  Thornhill.  Whether  this  Chapter  can  now  qualify 
as  out-of-town  is  open  to  question  with  so  many  former  city  tenants  in 
the  new  temple  in  Thorhill.  Tyrian  Chapter  No.  258,  Stouffville,  is  a 
new  Chapter  with  few  members,  but  both  past  Principals  and  members 
are  active.  All  the  past  Principals  attended  inspection  night.  Succoth 
Chapter  No.  135,  Uxbridge,  continues  to  prosper.  The  new  Masonic 
Temple  in  Uxbridge  is  a  credit  to  the  craft  in  the  town. 

The  colorful  old  King  Solomon's  Chapter  No.  8  had  a  very  successful 
year  and  so  far  appears  to  be  coping  with  the  high  rents.  St.  Alban's 
Chapter  No.  217  has  taken  in  several  new  members  this  year.  The  new 
Scarboro  Chapter  No.  263,  as  expected,  has  had  many  exaltations  with  a 
present  membership  of  over  one  hundred.  The  bylaws  have  recently  been 
approved  and  are  in  the  printers'  hands.  The  records  are  now  in  good 
order  and  about  complete.  More  members  are  needed  to  maintain  what 
has  been  accomplished. 

With  but  few  exceptions  the  First  Principals  and  Chapter  officers 
for  1962  and  1963  are  capable  and  interested.  The  quality  of  the  candi- 
dates submitted  during  the  past  year  has  been  exceptionally  good.  This 
high  quality  of  officers  and  new  members  gives  one  confidence  for  the 
future.  The  Past  Principals  in  most  Chapters  are  active  and  their  help 
appreciated  by  the  officers. 

Two  complaints  only  have  come  to  my  attention.  First,  that  meet- 
ings are  frequently  not  opened  on  time;  secondly,  that  some  presiding 
officers  depend  too  much  on  notes  during  their  work  in  the  Chapter. 

The  general  and  District  committees  on  Masonic  Instruction  have 
been  of  much  assistance.  The  work  generally  in  the  Chapters  is  good. 
Lack  of  uniformity  in  the  work  and  setting  up  the  Chapter  in  the  inter- 
mediate degrees  is  gradually  being  corrected.  The  officers  are  all  anxious 
to  improve  their  work  and  appreciate  assistance. 

During  the  year  three  regular  meetings  have  been  devoted  to  in- 
struction and  a  "District  rehearsal"  was  held. 

1.  York  Chapter  officers  with  the  assistance  of  appointed  Grand 
Chapter  officers  conferred  the  Mark  Master  Degree  in  September.  This, 
for  one  reason  or  another,  was  not  well  attended  and  accomplished  little. 

2.  Ex.  Comp.  A.  T.  Williams,  I.P.Z.,  The  Beaches  Chapter,  with  the 
assistance  of  the  I.P.Z.  of  the  District  and  Past  Principals  of  The  Beaches 
Chapter  conferred  the  M.E.M.  Degree.  The  attendance  was  good  and  the 
work  well  done.  Unfortunately  there  was  too  little  time  for  discussion 
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after  the  degree.  At  this  meeting  I  had  great  pleasure  presenting  Ex. 
Comp.  Edgar  R.  Ritcey  with  his  25-year  Past  Principal's  jewel.  Ex.  Comp. 
Ritcey  has  been  a  consistent  worker  for  this  Chapter  over  the  years. 

3.  The  H.R.A.  Degree  was  conferred  in  Tyrian  Chapter,  Stouffville, 
at  their  regular  meeting  in  March  on  two  promising  candidates  supplied 
by  Scarboro  Chapter.  One  officer  from  each  Chapter  in  the  District  took 
part  in  the  work.  Ex.  Comp.  F.  Warne  and  Ex.  Comp.  J.  C.  Mehaffy  made 
the  arrangements  for  me  and  to  them  and  all  who  contributed  and  to 
those  who  arranged  the  other  meetings  my  thanks  are  extended.  The 
work  was  well  done.  After  the  completion  of  the  degree  our  District 
chairman  on  Masonic  Instruction,  V.  Ex.  Comp.  Turnbull,  and  Rt.  Ex. 
Comp.  J.  J.  Mehaffey  at  my  request  exemplified  certain  aspects  of  the 
degree  that  needed  clarification.  The  attendance  again  was  good  and  a 
good  deal  was  accomplished. 

4.  The  "District  Rehearsal"  was  held  in  the  Chapter  room  in  Stouff- 
ville on  Saturday,  February  23.  Tyrian  Chapter  and  Richardson  Masonic 
Hall  Board  donated  these  facilities,  for  which  I  am  most  grateful.  This 
meeting  too  was  well  attended.  Too  much  was  attempted.  Only  the  H.R.A. 
and  Mark  degrees  could  be  dealt  with.  The  District  chairman  on  Masonic 
Instruction,  V.  Ex.  Comp.  James  Turnbull,  and  the  general  chairman  and 
their  committees  assisted.  At  my  request  Rt.  Ex.  Comp.  Tannahill  gave  a 
talk  on  the  procedure  and  etiquette  at  the  banquet  hour  which  was  most 
instructive  and  helpful.  My  thanks  are  extended  to  all.  This  meeting,  one 
feels,  accomplished  a  good  deal.  In  future  only  one  degree  should  be  dealt 
with  at  a  session.

Ex.  Comp.  Chatel  was  never  installed.  Ex.  Comp.  Albert  Baldwin,  I.P.Z., 
presided  throughout  the  year. 

3.  Ex.  Comp.  C.  Lome  Ford,  founder  member  and  Superintendent  of 
Works  of  the  Scarboro  Chapter,  died  in  April. 

4.  V.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  R.  McQuade,  founder  member  and  first  Z.  Au- 
rora Chapter  .1923).  Comp.  McQuade  had  remained  active  throughout 
the  years  in  the  Chapter.  The  last  meeting  before  his  death  was  my  in- 
spection when  he  took  part  in  the  work.

May  I  first 
express  my  gratitude  to  the  officers  and  members  of  the  constituent 
Chapters  of  the  District  for  their  kindness  and  support  and  to  M.  Ex. 
Comp.  C.  W.  Emmett  for  confirming  my  appointment. 

During  the  year  I  have  visited  all  Chapters  and  can  sincerely  report 
that  I  found  no  Chapter  in  the  District  incapable  of  conferring  either  of 
the  two  degrees  or  the  order  of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch.  Some  Chapters  need 
leadership  and  encouragement.  In  many  Chapters  participation  in  the 
musical  accompaniment  is  practically  non-existent. 

In  most  Chapters,  except  for  the  nights  of  installation  or  inspection, 
the  attendance  is  poor.  Sidebenchers  by  and  large  are  few  and  far  be- 
tween. This  condition  gives  no  incentive  to  either  officers  or  sidebenchers 
and  leaves  a  poor  impression  with  the  candidates.  In  the  fact  of  these 
conditions  the  loyalty  and  enthusiasm  of  the  officers  is  to  be  admired. 

The  largest  single  problem  to  be  faced  in  the  District  is  that  of 
vanishing  accommodation  and  rising  costs  of  Chapter  room  facilities.  The 
District,  now  consisting  of  some  14  Chapters,  could,  I  feel,  within 
five  years  be  reduced  to  twelve  or  even  eleven  by  force  of  circumstances. 
Basic  failure  to  obtain  Chapter  room  accommodation  within  the  ability 
of  the  Chapters  to  pay  may  well  force  two  or  more  Chapters  to  merge. 
New,  more  modern  Chapter  rooms  are  needed  within  the  city  of  Toronto. 
These  should  have  walk-in  entrances  and  elevator  facilities.  Too  many 
Companions  with  angina  or  coronary  conditions  are  barred  from  their 
Chapters  by  the  excessive  climbing  of  stairs. 

Schools  of  Instruction  have  been  held  in  all  degrees  as  follows:

The  work  at  all  Schools  of  Instruction  has  been  presented  by  mem- 
bers of  the  Ruling  Principals'  Council  of  the  District.  This  body  is  a 
tower  of  strength  in  the  District  and  needs  encouragement  and  support. 
It  forms  an  excellent  means  of  training  the  ruling  councils  of  the  con- 
stituent Chapters. 

Inspections  have  been  made  in  all  Chapters.  All  records  have  been 
found  to  be  in  good  condition.  All  newly  elected  officers  have  been  prop- 
erly installed  throughout  the  District.  In  this  connection  may  I  express 
my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  rendered  me  by  Ex.  Comp.  K.  Denison 
who  has  served  as  my  secretary. 

GEORGIAN  DISTRICT  NO.  9

In  submitting  my  report  on  the  condition  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
Georgian  District  No.  9,  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  apprecia- 
tion and  thanks  to  the  Principals  of  Georgian  District  for  permitting 
Seguin  Chapter  No.  261  to  have  the  privilege  and  honour  of  having  the 
Grand  Superintendent  this  year,  and  I  am  very  grateful  that  the  choice 
fell  upon  me.

Nov.  24 — Alberton   Chapter  No.   152   UD,  Fort  Frances,   566  miles 
return. 

On  May  14  a  joint  party  from  Shuniah  and  Fort  William  Chapters 
made  the  trip  to  Atikokan,  Ont.  After  early  evening  dinner  the  Com- 
panions adjourned  to  the  Temple  where  the  officers  capably  demonstrated 
their  competence.

Report  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

I  herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1962,  for  your  approval. 

This  year,  as  in  the  previous  year,  the  Chapter  Returns  were 
delayed,  a  few  not  having  arrived  until  the  latter  part  of  March, 
although  the  Constituent  year  ended  December  31st.  Many 
excuses  were  offered  and  accepted  as  given,  yet  if  the  Scribe's 
E.  had  closed  their  books  at  their  year  end  and  completed  their 
reports,  the  entire  work  could  have  been  completed  in  a  very 
few  days — the  Scribe  E.  Kits  having  been  mailed  from  the  Grand 
Chapter  office  on  November  15th.  A  few  of  these  kits  were 
apparently  lost  in  the  mails  and  a  further  mailing  was  promptly 
despatched,  upon  notification  being  given  to  Grand  Chapter 
office.  Then  too,  there  were  over  thirty  new  Scribes  E.  installed, 
and  not  all  were  fully  aware  of  the  Constitutional  requirements 
and  the  outgoing  Scribes  had  not  always  followed  through  in 
assisting  their  successor  in  office.  It  was  necessary  to  send  tele- 
grams and  make  numerous  telephone  calls  to  Chapters  who  had 
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failed  to  forward  their  Returns.  In  some  cases  it  was  necessary 
for  the  co-operation  of  the  Grand  First  Principal  and  the  Grand 
Superintendents  be  enlisted  to  secure  a  few  of  these  delinquent 
Chapter  Returns.  I  strongly  recommend,  and  respectfully  sug- 
gest, that  the  new  Scribes  E.  in  office,  especially,  carefully  study 
the  Grand  Chapter  Constitution,  particularly  the  "Guide  to  Scribes 
E."  Page  89  of  the  Grand  Chpater  Constitution.  Please  note,  too, 
that  the  Grand  Chapter  fiscal  year  ends  February  28th,  at  which 
time  Grand  Chapter  records  are  Audited. 

May  I  suggest  that  the  Chapter  Annual  Returns  be  forwarded 
immediately  after  the  closing  of  the  years'  work  and  the  cheque 
for  the  estimated  Per  Capita  follow,  if  it  cannot  be  attached  at 
the  time  of  mailing.  All  Annual  Returns  must  be  promptly  re- 
ceived at  Grand  Chapter  office,  and,  after  approval,  are  used  in 
the  preparation  of  the  statistical  tables,  etc.,  for  submission  to 
the  printers  for  use  at  Grand  Chapter  Convocation.  Also,  much 
information  is  required  for  the  use  of  the  various  Grand  Chapter 
Committees  in  preparing  their  reports  to  Grand  Chapter. 

Many  Chapters,  also,  do  not  report  the  newly  initiated  and 
newly  exalted  members  of  their  Chapters  until  the  Grand  Chapter 
Annual  Returns  are  received  at  Grand  Chapter,  which  further 
causes  hardship  at  a  time  when  Grand  Chapter  office  is  at  the 
busiest  time  of  its  year.  If  the  Scribes  E.  adhere  to  Section  241 
of  Grand  Chapter  Constitution  it  would  greatly  assist  in  alleviating 
this  condition. 

The  foregoing  remarks  are  in  no  manner  criticisms,  rather 
they  are  a  medium  for  bringing  to  the  attention  of  all  the  Consti- 
tuent Chapters  some  of  the  difficulties  Grand  Chapter  office  en- 
counters in  endeavouring  to  promote  prompt,  efficient  and  frater- 
nal relations  throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction. 

The  office  of  Grand  Scribe  E.  is  an  arduous  one  and  the  co- 
operation of  the  Scribes  E.,  and  other  officers,  of  many  of  the 
Constituent  Chapters  is  gratefully  acknowledged.  The  assistance 
also  of  the  Grand  Council,  other  Grand  Chapter  officers  and  of 
my  predecessor  in  office  is  deeply  appreciated.

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AUDITOR'S  FINANCIAL  STATEMENT 

Most  Excellent  Companion  Charles  William  Emmett,  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  Temple  Building,  Toronto,  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir: 

I  have  made  my  regular  examination  of  the  books  of  account  and  sup- 
porting records  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer  of  Grand 
Chapter  of  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  February  28,  1963.  From  this  examination  I 
have  prepared  the  statements  listed  below  and  I  now  present  them  to- 
gether with  my  comments  thereon. 

Exhibit  "A"— Balance  Sheet  as  at  February  28,  1963. 

Exhibit  "B1" — Comparative  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  for  the 
year  ended  February  28,  1963. 

Schedule  "1" — The  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund  as  at 
February  28,   1963. 

Schedule  "2" — The  Life  Membership  Fund — Grand  Chapter  as  at 
February  28,  1963. 

Schedule  "3" — The  Chapters'  Life  Membership  Fund  as  at  February 
28,  1963. 

COMMENTS 

The  cash  in  transit  was  deposited  in  the  bank  subsequent  to  February 
28,  1963.  The  several  bank  balances,  shown  in  Exhibit  "A"  and  Schedules 
"1,"  "2"  and  "3"  were  verified  as  at  February  28,  1963,  and  all  the  bank 
transactions  in  the  several  funds  for  the  year  then  ended  were  examined. 

The  Accounts  Receivable  from  the  various  Chapters  were  reviewed 
in  detail  and  appear  to  be  proper  charges  and  collectible. 

The  amount  due  from  the  Life  Membership  Fund  of  Grand  Chapter 
of  $1,087.58  represents  the  balance  due  on  account  of  life  membership 
dues  for  the  past  fiscal  year.  I  recommend  that  this  sum  be  transferred 
as  soon  as  the  Life  Membership  Fund  of  Grand  Chapter  has  sufficient 
cash  in  hand  to  cover  a  transfer. 

The  undipped  bond  coupons  were  examined.  The  computation  of  the 
accrued  interest  in  the  several  funds  was  checked  and  found  to  be  in 
order. 

The  investments  of  the  several  funds  are  set  out  in  detail  in  Exhibit 
"A"  and  Schedules  "1"  and  "2."  They  were  counted  on  March  22,  1963, 
and  found  to  be  in  order.  They  continue  to  be  held  in  the  place  and 
custody  authorized  by  the  Grand  Chapter. 

So  far  as  I  was  able  to  ascertain,  from  due  inquiry  of  the  officials 
concerned  and  from  the  information  presently  available,  all  known  liabili- 
ties of  the  various  funds  were  taken  up  in  the  books  of  account  as  at 
February  28,  1963,  and  are  reflected  in  the  attached  statements. 

I  note  that  expenditures  charged  to  education  for  the  year  ended 
February  28,  1963,  are  as  follows: 

Charged  to  Education  expense  $608.14 

Charged  to  Education  reserve 127.73 


$735.87 

In  addition  to  this,  your  Grand  Scribe  E.  has  computed  that  $614.87 
in  postage,  printing,  supplies  for  use  and  supplies  for  resale  has  been 
diverted  to  this  project,  making  an  overall  cost  of  the  project  to  February 
28,  1963,  of  $1,350.74. 
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Details  of  the  operations  of  the  General  Fund  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  February  28,  1963,  as  shown  by  the  books  of  account  of  the  Grand 
Scribe  E  are  set  out  in  Exhibit  "B"  and  compared  with  the  budget  for 
the  fiscal  year  under  review  as  approved  by  Grand  Chapter.  You  will 
note  that  the  year's  operations  resulted  in  a  net  expenditure  of  $2,298.10. 
In  view  of  this  situation  and  of  gradually  increasing  costs  it  would  appear 
that  Grand  Chapter  should  review  its  sources  of  revenue  with  a  view  to 
developing  new  ones  or  to  increasing  those  that  exist. 

I,  again,  recommend  that  the  acturial  requirements  of  the  Life 
Membership  Fund  of  Grand  Chapter  be  recomputed  and  that  a  system  be 
instituted  whereby  the  acturial  requirements  of  the  fund  can  be  checked 
from  time  to  time  with  a  minimum  of  effort. 

I  note  that  during  the  past  year  the  commutation  fees  for  honorary 
members  was  increased  from  $10.00  to  $20.00.  I  concur  with  this  move.  If 
$10.00  was  considered  necessary  to  produce  $0.50  in  dues  in  1947,  then 
$20.00  should  produce  $1.00  in  dues  in  1963. 

However,  I  should,  again,  like  to  point  out  that  the  $10.00  fee  that 
you  are  charging  for  life  memberships  cannot  possibly  produce  the  an- 
nual dues  of  $0.85  which  you  are  presently  drawing  from  the  Life  Mem- 
bership Fund  of  Grand  Chapter  for  each  life  member.  I,  again,  recommend 
that  the  commutation  fees  for  life  members  be  increased  to  such  a  sum 
as  will  produce  the  current  annual  dues. 

As  in  preceding  years,  interim  examinations  were  made  of  the  books 
of  account  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  tentative  interim  reports  were 
submitted  as  of  August  31,  1962,  and  November  30,  1962.  I  have  obtained 
all  the  information  and  explanations  which  I  have  required. 

My  examination  included  a  general  review  of  the  accounting  pro- 
cedures and  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  other  supporting 
evidence  as  I  considered  necessary  under  the  circumstances. 

I  recommend  that  a  review  of  the  accounting  and  statistical  records 
of  Grand  Chapter  be  undertaken  with  a  view  to  streamlining  and  mod- 
ernizing these  records  with  a  view  to  producing  the  information  required 
more  efficiently. 

In  my  opinion,  subject  to  the  qualifications  contained  in  the  fore- 
going comments,  the  attached  Balance  Sheet  and  related  statements  are 
properly  drawn  up  so  as  to  exhibit  a  true  and  correct  view  of  the  state  of 
the  financial  affairs  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of 
Canada  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  as  at  February  28,  1963,  and  the  re- 
sults of  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  according  to  the  best  of  my 
information  and  the  explanations  afforded  me  and  as  shown  by  the  books 
of  the  Grand  Chapter.

These  books 
and  records  that  have  been  so  frequently  consulted  through  past  years 
as  to  bring  about  a  gradual  deterioration  in  their  condition  and  unless 
they  are  properly  dealt  with  by  expert  bookbinders  valuable  original 
records  will  be  lost  to  enlightenment  and  interest  of  the  craft  or  no  longer 
available  for  use  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  to  other  officers  who  come 
from  time  to  time  to  consult  them,  especially  those  engaged  in  writing 
the  early  history  of  their  Chapters  for  centennial  and  other  special  oc- 
casions. 

Examples  of  records  requiring  attention  immediately  are:  Book  of 
Marks,  No.  1,  year  1797;  No.  3,  year  1800;  No.  4,  year  1805.  Jewels — 25- 
year  jewels,  begun  April,  1901,  Edwin  Smith;  50-year  jewels,  1874-1924, 
and  other  similar  records  of  jewels. 

In  some  cases  similar  records  may  be  saved  by  rebinding  if  this  is 
done  soon. 

In  the  case  of  other  records  the  best  and  perhaps  only  way  of 
preservation  is  by  the  use  of  microfilm.  Such  film  must  be  preserved  in 
metal  containers  properly  labelled. 

Examples:  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  and  Grand  Lodge,  October 
20,   1871. 

Also  badly  in  need  of  repair — Grand  Chapter,  August,  1872  (3O0 
pages),  manuscript  copy  of  33  degree  Masons  dealing  with  records  of 
Northern  Jurisdictioin  United  States  of  America.  This  book  deals  with 
Grand  Chapter  as  well  as  Consistory  and  Scottish  Rite,  contains  address 
by  T.  D.  Harington,  Grand  Z. 

To  accomplish  the  restoration   and  preservation  of  some  of  these 
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books  and  records  your  committee  suggests  that  Grand  Chapter  set  aside 
initially  for  this  purpose  a  grant  of  $200  for  the  year  1963-64  with  the 
hope  that  such  amounts  as  may  seem  warranted  by  the  Grand  Executive 
and  Grand  Chapter  in  successive  years  until  all  records  have  been  pre- 
served indefinitely. 

Furthermore  your  committee  suggests  that  the  Grand  Convocation 
in  1964  the  Archives  Committee  shows  to  the  executive  and  members  of 
Grand  Chapter  the  work  that  has  been  done  at  that  time,  giving  detailed 
account  of  the  money  that  has  been  expended  in  each  case. 

The  preceding  suggestions  and  requests  are  respectfully  submitted  to 
Grand  Executive  and  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of  On- 
tario April,  1963,  by  the  Archives  Committee  1962-63.

REPORT  OF  THE  MASONIC  INSTRUCTION  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 

During  the  past  year  the  selection  and  appointment  of  District 
Masonic  Instruction  Committees  was  completed  and  gradual  progress 
has  been  made  in  organizing  the  work  of  these  committees. 

A  meeting  of  the  District  chairmen  was  held  in  Toronto  in  Septem- 
ber when  the  general  scope  and  functions  of  the  committees  were  out- 
lined and  discussed.  It  was  agreed  that  the  members  of  the  committees 
must  first  become  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  constitution,  ritual  and 
material  dealing  with  details  of  administration  so  as  to  be  in  a  position 
to  render  service  on  such  matters  to  the  Chapters  and  the  Companions  of 
their  respective  Districts. 

Since  that  time,  in  consultation  with  the  Education  Committee  of 
Grand  Chapter,  the  General  Committee  has  issued  bulletins  answering  a 
series  of  questions  on  ritual,  constitution  and  administration  that  have 
arisen,  thus  adding  to  the  knowledge  of  the  members  of  the  District 
Committees  and  of  the  Grand  Superintendens  of  the  Districts. 

Reports  indicate  that  in  most  Districts  the  work  of.  the  committees 
has  borne  fruit.  Grand  Superintendents  have  asked  them  to  assist  at 
Chapters  and  Lodges  of  Instruction.  A  number  of  Chapters  have  invited 
the  committees  to  give  instruction  and  talks  and  have  expressed  apprecia- 
tion for  the  information  and  assistance  given. 

However,  the  work  of  the  Masonic  Instruction  Committee  has  really 
only  begun  and  it  is  but  fair  at  this  time  to  report  only  that  progress  is 
being  made.  Further  activities  are  planned  for  the  committee,  particularly 
in  the  field  of  Masonic  education,  which  it  is  felt  the  Companions  would 
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eagerly  welcome.  It  is  also  going  to  take  time  for  the  Chapters  and 
Companions  fully  to  appreciate  the  service  that  can  be  rendered  by  these 
committees  and  to  take  full  advantage  of  their  knowledge  and  willingness 
to  assist. 

In  conclusion  we  wish  to  pay  tribute  to  and  thank  the  members  of 
the  District  Committees  for  their  interest  and  cooperation.  Some  pro- 
gress has  been  made,  but  we  feel  sure  that  greater  opportunities  to  make 
a  very  worthwhile  contribution  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  lie  ahead.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONDITION  OF 

CAPITULAR  MASONRY 

To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members 
of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario: 

After  reviewing  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  and  study- 
ing statistical  tables  and  other  data  available  to  the  Committee,  the  in- 
formation gleaned  from  this  material  is  now  presented  for  the  considera- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter. 

All  are  loud  in  their  praises  of  our  Grand  First  Principal  for  his 
devotion  to  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  his  high  office.  He  has 
travelled  the  length  and  breadtn  of  the  jurisdiction  during  the  past  year 
visiting  Chapters  and  district  meetings,  presenting  jewels,  meeting  and 
mixing  with  the  Companions  and  thereby  bringing  them  inspiration  and 
encouragement.  The  Grand  H.  and  the  Grand  J.  have  accompanied  him 
on  many  occasions  and  assisted  at  several  functions,  while  the  presence 
of  Past  and  Present  Grand  Chapter  Officers  have  contributed  to  the 
success  of  the  occasions. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  it  is  evident  that  they 
have  endeavored  to  discharge  their  duties  faithfully  and  worthily  to 
represent  the  Grand  Z.  in  their  respective  Districts.  Many  District  meet- 
ings and  Lodge  and  Chapters  of  Instruction  are  reported,  and  it  would 
seem  that  they  have  striven  by  this  means  to  maintain  and  improve  the 
quality  of  the  work  throughout  the  jurisdiction.  Your  committee  regrets 
to  advise  that  no  reports  of  any  kind  were  received  from  one  Grand  Sup- 
erintendent and  it  therefore  has  little  guidance  as  to  the  present  condi- 
tion of  Capitular  Masonry  in  that  district. 

However,  from  pertinent  information  gathered  from  several  sources 
your  committee  offers  the  following  comments  and  suggestions: 

Several  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  report  a  falling  off  in  attend- 
ance, and  an  analysis  of  the  Statistical  Tables  shows  that  the  average 
attendance  dropped  from  17.1%  experienced  the  previous  year  to  16.4% 
in  1962.  A  further  analysis  reveals  that  9  Chapters  had  an  average 
attendance  of  less  than  10%  of  their  members,  one  Chapter  having  only 
6.3%.  In  all,  64  Chapters  had  attendance  less  than  the  16.4%  average 
for  the  jurisdiction.     This  is  indeed  a  most  serious  condition,  for  poor 
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attendance  usually  results  in  lack  of  interest,  indifferent  work,  unin- 
spired meetings  and  a  dearth  of  candidates,  and  is  eventually  the  prob- 
able cause  of  withdrawals  and  suspensions.  Again  it  is  urged  that 
Chapters  give  serious  consideration  to  the  matter  and  make  every  effort 
to  build  up  the  attendance.  As  has  so  often  been  recommended,  an 
active  Committee  in  each  Chapter  can  do  much  to  improve  the  situation. 

There  has  been  a  net  loss  of  67  members  during  the  year,  bringing 
our  total  membership  down  to  22,256.  Of  the  158  Chapters  in  the  juris- 
diction only  64  show  increases,  72  show  decreases  and  22  nhow  no  change. 
There  were  total  additions  of  919  composed  of  822  admis.ion,  72  joinings 
and  25  restorations.  Unfortunately,  however,  there  were  986  losses  made 
up  of  223  withdrawals,  257  suspensions,  504  deaths,  and  2  net  adjust- 
ments. While  a  net  loss  of  67  is  modest,  yet  it  is  a  trend  in  the  wrong 
direction  and  must  be  reversed. 

It  is  apparent  that  we  are  not  bringing  in  enough  new  candidates 
particularly  to  offset  the  high  loss  we  sustain  through  death  due  to  the 
higher  average  age  of  our  members.  Losses  by  death  we  cannot  prevent, 
but  something  can  be  done  about  loss  by  withdrawal  and  suspension,  and 
if  Chapters  would  but  appoint  active  membership  committees  to  encour- 
age the  Companions  to  bring  in  new  members,  and  to  follow  up  requests 
for  demits  and  members  due  for  suspension,  your  Committee  feels  sure 
that  the  number  of  admissions  would  increase  and  the  number  of  pre- 
ventable losses  be  materially  reduced. 

Of  grave  concern  to  your  Committee  is  the  large  amount  of  dues 
outstanding,  the  comparatively  few  Chapters  which  show  a  clean  bill  of 
health  or  almost  negligible  amounts  owing,  and  the  greater  number  whose 
outstanding  dues  represent  substantial  sums  of  money.  The  amount  out- 
standing is  over  $34,000.00,  and  while  this  is  down  $3,000.00  from  the 
previous  year,  it  is  still  not  a  satisfactory  condition.  It  is  also  regrettable 
to  have  to  report  that  the  number  of  members  in  arrears  —  that  is  who 
have  not  paid  dues  for  1961  and  previous  years — total  over  l,7O0.  From 
this  group  come  all  of  our  suspensions  and  undoubtedly  a  large  number 
of  withdrawals.  It  cannot  be  too  strongly  recommended  that  the  First 
Principal  and  the  Scribe  E.  of  each  Chapter  exert  every  effort  to  remedy 
the  situation. 

In  happier  vein  it  is  pleasant  to  report  that  brotherly  love  and  bene- 
volence are  practiced  when  need  requires.  While  social  and  economic 
advances  and  reforms  have  materially  reduced  the  calls  for  financial 
assistance,  yet  so-me  35  of  our  Chapters  reported  grants  and  donations 
in  addition  to  those  of  Grand  Chapter. 

Again  the  Welfare  Committee  of  the  two  Toronto  Districts  deserve 
our  admiration  and  commendation.  For  some  thirty  years  this  Com- 
mittee, without  fail  or  falter,  has  continued  its  humanitarian  work 
among  the  sick,  the  aged  and  the  under-privileged,  bringing  cheer,  com- 
fort and  service  as  only  hearts  expanded  by  benevolence  can  do.  Theirs 
is  truly  Masonic  love  and  charity  in  action. 

During  the  year,  65  jewels  for  25  year  service  as  a  Past  Z.  were 
presented,  41  jewels  for  50  Year  Membership,  2  bars  for  60  years,  and 
2  distinguished  service  awards.  It  is  gratifying  to  note  the  numbers 
who  continue  over  the  years  to  serve  their  Chapters  and  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  so  faithfully. 

Three  dedications  were  conducted,  namely  King  David  No.  262,  Bur- 
lington, Scarborough  No.  263,  Scarborough,  and   Succoth  No.   135,  Ux- 
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bridge,  at  each  of  which  the  Grand  First  Principal  presided,  attended  by 
Past  and  Present  Grand  Chapter  Officers. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Superintendents  and  of  the  Chapters  indi- 
cate that  the  paying  of  fraternal  visits  is  still  exercised  by  the  Com- 
panions; very  few  convocations,  indeed  are  without  several  visitors,  and 
inter-Chapter  visits  are  reported,  continuing  to  cement  the  bonds  of  fra- 
ternity between  the  Companions  of  our  jurisdiction  and  those  of  sister 
jurisdictions.  Inter-Chapter,  inter-district,  and  in  fact  all  visiting  should 
be  encouraged,  not  only  for  its  broadening  influence,  but  to  promote  the 
good-fellowship  and  companionship  which  are  so  much  a  part  of  our 
institution. 

Almost  every  district  and  several  Chapters  have  held  Divine  Ser- 
vices and  the  Committee  is  pleased  to  note  that  all  were  well  attended. 
Such  services  when  planned  should  have  the  loyal  support  of  every  Com- 
panion as  a  public  declaration  of  his  belief  in  and  obedience  to  the  Su- 
preme Being  as  taught  in  our  Chapters. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  pay  tribute  to  the  Scribes  E.  of  the  consti- 
tuent Chapters  who  labour  so  faithfully  and  zealously  in  the  interests  of 
their  Chapters  and  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  The  services  required  of  a 
Scribe  E.  are  manifold  and  the  duties  of  his  office  are  not  learned  over- 
night. The  efficient  discharge  of  his  responsibilities  come  only  with  time 
and  experience.  Your  Committee  is  somewhat  concerned  at  the  rather 
high  rate  of  turnover  experienced  in  the  past  few  years,  and  suggests  to 
Chapters  that  serious  consideration  be  given  to  the  implications  before 
change  is  made  in  the  office  of  Scribe  E. 

The  Grand  Superintendents  in  several  of  the  districts  report  that  the 
activities  of  the  Masonic  Instruction  Committees  are  beginning  to  pro- 
duce results,  and  express  the  feeling  that  as  the  work  of  these  Committees 
grows,  it  will  contribute  much  to  the  welfare  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

In  conclusion,  your  Committee  feels  that  while  there  are  areas  where 
attention  is  needed  as  outlined  in  this  report,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
this  jurisdiction  continues  to  serve  in  a  highly  satisfactory  manner.  We 
have  dedicated  leadership,  many  faithful  and  devoted  Companions,  a  high 
standard  of  ritualistic  work,  and  social  activities  to  foster  the  spirit  of 
fellowship  among  our  members.  With  such  leadership  and  so  many 
interested  and  loyal  Companions  in  our  Order,  Royal  Arch  Masonry  can- 
not fail  to  prosper  and  continue  to  fulfil  its  mission  in  the  years  to  come.

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REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE 

To  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Members  of  the 
Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the  Province  of 
Ontario. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  submits  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  February  28th,  1963. 

The  reports  of  the  Grand  Treasurer,  the  Auditor  and  Grand  Scribe 
E.  for  the  year  ending  February  28th,  1963,  have  been  received  by  the 
members  of  this  committee  and  these  reports  are  now  being  submitted 
to  this  grand  body  for  consideration. 

We  find  these  reports  fully  and  accurately  set  out  details  and  trans- 
actions of  the  financial  position  of  this  Grand  Chapter  for  the  fiscal  year. 
All  items  of  receipts  and  disbursements  in  respect  to  the  General  Fund, 
the  Victory  Thanksgiving  Benevolent  Fund,  the  Life  Membership  Fund 
and  Chapters'  Life  Membership  Fund  are  properly  detailed  and  these 
reports  contain  complete  schedules  of  the  securities  in  which  these  funds 
are  now  invested. 

Exhibit  A  is  a  balance  sheet  showing  all  the  assets  and  liabilities  of 
Grand  Chapter.  It  includes  the  funds  which  are  entrusted  to  and  over 
which  Grand  Chapter  has  control. 

The  amount  owing  from  the  constituent  Chapters  again  shows  a 
heavy  increase,  the  amount  owing  in  1962  was  $895.39,  this  year  the 
amount  is  $1,496.25  an  increase  of  $600.89.  This  is  too  large  an  amount 
and  we  urge  that  the  constituent  Chapters  make  their  annual  remittance 
to  Grand  Chapter  more  promptly. 

The  Comparative  Revenue  and  Expenditure  Account  marked  Exhibit 
B  indicates  that  our  expenditures  exceeded  revenues  by  an  amount  of 
$2,298.10  and  was  in  excess  of  amount  budgeted  for  by  $1,281.10.  This 
was  partially  caused  by  purchase  of  supplies  for  resale,  which  exceeded 
the  amount  budgeted  for  by  $620.00,  the  balance  of  the  excess  is  covered 
in  the  general  operating  expenses  of  Grand  Chapter.  We  are  happy  to 
record  that  the  amount  received  from  the  sale  of  Grand  Chapter  Histories 
exceeded  the  amount  budgeted  for  by  $684.00.  There  is  an  amount  of 
$1,087.58  due  from  the  Life  Membership  Fund  and  we  recommend  that 
this  amount  be  transferred  to  the  General  Fund  as  soon  as  funds  are 
available  in  the  Life  Membership  Fund. 

Our  securities  have  been  examined  and  certified  by  our  Auditor.  They 
are  held  in  a  place  and  custody  authorized  by  Grand  Chapter  and  the 
present  par  value  of  all  securities  is  $1,597.0>0. 

Your  Auditor  again  recommends  that  the  actuarial  requirements  of 
the  Life  Membership  Fund  of  Grand  Chapter  be  re-computed  and  fur- 
ther that  the  $10.00  fee  for  life  membership  be  increased  to  an  amount  to 
produce  the  current  annual  dues  and  we  concur  in  his  recommendations. 

^  Your  Committee  wishes  to  commend  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  for  the 
efficient  manner  in  which  duties  of  his  office  are  carried  out  and  recom- 
mend that  his  salary  be  increased  from  $4,800.00  to  $5,200.00  per  annum. 

We  wish  to  present  our  estimate  of  revenue  and  expenditures  for 
the  year  ending  February  28th,  1964.  In  doing  so  we  are  again  budgeting 
for  a  loss  but  feel  that  by  holding  the  line  in  our  expenses  we  hope  to 
live  within  our  proposed  budget.  We  do  feel,  however,  that  as  we  are 
living  in  an  age  of  increasing  costs  consideration  should  be  given  by 
Grand  Chapter  to  offset  this  loss  position.

Our  devotion  and  our  efforts  on  behalf  of  our  branch  of  Masonry 
must  be  wholehearted;  no  half  way  measures  will  do  if  we  are  to  be 
successful  in  our  endeavors. 

The  keystones  are  fortitude  and  desire.  Fortitude  to  carry  on  in  the 
face  of  any  or  all  adversity  and  continue  to  exert  an  influence  for  good 
toward  all  mankind. 

You  perhaps  inquire,  "Why  are  these  remarks  addressed  to  me?" 
There  is  a  good  reason,  my  Companions.  You  who  are  in  attendance  here 
and  now  are  the  strong,  firm  foundation  of  our  entire  institution.  You  are 
the  faithful,  devoted  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  are  genuinely  interested  in 
our  organization,  the  Companions  best  qualified  to  carry  the  messages 
and  inspirations  of  Grand  Chapter  back  to  your  individual  Chapters  and 
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to  see  that  the  close  ties  existing  between  each  and  every  Chapter  and 
the  Grand  Chapter  are  kept  firm  and  secure. 

We  must  continue  to  think  and  act  as  a  strong  aggressive  force  for 
good  and  this  can  only  be  accomplished  effectively  if  we  think  and  act 
together — unitedly. 

As  chairman  of  the  Membership  Committee  we  had  ample  oppor- 
tunity to  visit  many  Chapters  in  various  parts  of  our  jurisdiction.  In 
every  case  we  found  a  deep  respect  and  a  warm  regard  for  Grand  Chap- 
ter and  the  obviously  dedicated  job  its  Principals  were  doing  to  cement 
even  more  firmly  the  close  bond  which  exists  between  us. 

We  had  the  privilege  of  presenting  several  jewels,  some  for  50  years 
of  service  to  the  Royal  Craft,  others  for  25  years  of  service  as  a  Past 
Principal,  and  may  we  say  how  thrilled  and  inspired  we  were  to  be  so 
closely  associated  with  many  of  these  senior  Companions.

This  is  perhaps  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  Companions  who  have  passed  from  us  in  any  single  year  during 
our  entire  history. 

We  feel,  and  we  know  you  join  us  in  this  regard,  that  while  we 
mourn  the  passing  of  these  Companions  we  must  face  the  fact  that  new 
members  have  to  be  introduced  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  if  we  are  to 
strengthen  and  revitalize  our  institution.  Yet  it  is  well  to  remember  that 
just  to  create  new  members  for  sheer  numerical  strength  is  not  our  prime 
purpose.  The  Royal  Craft  is  a  powerful  force  for  good  in  our  communi- 
ties, in  our  lives,  and  we  must  ever  remember,  even  at  the  lowest  ebb  of 
our  earthly  fortunes,  both  as  individuals  and  members  of  the  Royal  Arch, 
that  the  Supreme  Being  will  not  let  us  falter  of  fail  if  we  have  faith  in 
Him  and  His  purpose  for  us. 

There  is  strong  evidence  that  while  we  with  all  our  human  frailties 
may  become  concerned,  God  has,  in  his  infinite  wisdom,  revealed  to  us  on 
numerous  occasions  throughout  His  Holy  Book  that  He  walks  with  us, 
that  He  is  concerned  for  us,  that  He  stands  ready  to  help  us  if  we  but 
have  faith  and  walk  in  His  ways. 

Those  who  are  in  office  have  a  deep  responsibility  and  must  realize 
that  they  are  laying  the  foundation  for  future  Companions  just  as  our 
forefathers  did  for  us. 

There  are  many  areas  we  can  suggest  as  a  means  to  develop  new 
memberships,  but  we  feel  very  sincerely  that  a  system  of  mere  me- 
chanical manipulation  is  not  the  key.  We  believe  the  real  answer  lies 
within  ourselves,  within  each  one  of  us  as  individuals — how  we  live  our 
daily  lives,  how  we  work  with  our  fellowmen  and  more  particularly  our 
Companions;  how  we  fulfill  the  Masonic  principals.  Yes,  Companions,  it's 
not  how  often  have  we  asked  a  Craft  Mason  to  join  with  us  but  how  often 
have  we  demonstrated  in  our  lives  a  reason  for  him  to  want  to  join  with 
us. 

We  have  now,  and  have  had  for  as  far  back  as  my  memory  goes,  ex- 
tremely capable  and  devoted  leadership,  men  who  are  strong  in  their 
convictions  that  the  Royal  Craft  has  a  very  real  and  challenging  place  in 
God's  plan  for  us.  Are  we  as  individuals  going  to  let  that  leadership  go 
for  nought?  Your  committee  does  not  think  so.  We  believe  that  all  signs 
point  to  a  renewal  of  interest,  a  rebirth  of  purpose,  a  rededication  of 
principal  and  if  we  hold  firm  to  our  beliefs,  to  our  faith  and  walk  for- 
ward with  our  hand  in  God's  hand  He  will  help  us  and  we  will  never 
falter  or  fail.

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CAPITULAR  REVIEW 
Annual  Review  of  the  Proceedings  of  Other  Grand  Chapters 


To  the  Most  Excellent  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Officers  and  Com- 
panions of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario. 

Most  Excellent  Sir  and  Companions: 

It  is  my  pleasure  for  the  first  time  to  present  to  Grand  Chapter  a 
review  of  more  than  fifty  Proceedings  of  Sister  Jurisdictions  in  Royal 
Arch  Masonry.  This  being  my  initial  effort,  may  I  ask  that  it  be 
judged  with  Masonic  charity,  particularly  bearing  in  mind  as  I  do  the 
marked  contribution  made  in  this  Grand  Chapter  endeavour  by  my  illus- 
trious predecessors. 

I  have  frequently  been  asked  if  these  reviews  or  report  of  the 
Fraternal  Correspondence  is  necessary  or  serves  any  useful  purpose.  I 
have  always  replied  in  the  affirmative  because  I  have  gleaned  and  learned 
much  as  a  result  of  my  perusal  and  study  of  these  reviews,  but  to  have 
had  an  opportunity  of  making  a  study  of  the  Proceedings  from  so  many 
of  our  Sister  Jurisdictions  has  been  a  most  enlightening  experience  and 
not  only  strengthens  this  opinion  but  also  gave  me  a  feeling  of  a  personal 
visitation  with  all  of  them. 

One  notices  with  great  joy  and  admiration  reference  to  so  many  out- 
standing Royal  Arch  Masons  throughout  the  world  who  have  contributed 
so  much  to  their  respective  jurisdictions  and  to  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
general.  Many  of  these  illustrious  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  personally 
known  to  your  reviewer  because  of  opportunities  heretofor  of  visiting 
their  respective  jurisdictions  and  fraternizing  with  them. 

However,  while  I  have  expressed  a  very  fixed  opinion  regarding  the 
value  of  the  Review,  yet  I  am  constrained  to  say  that  it  is  not  taken  full 
advantage  of  by  the  companions  in  our  constituent  chapters.  The  fault  for 
this,  in  my  respectful  opinion,  is  found  at  Chapter  level,  because  in  my 
judgment  many  companions  would  welcome  an  opportunity  to  gain 
knowledge  and  information  if  they  were  informed  that  Grand  Chapter 
Proceedings  could  be  obtained  on  loan  from  the  Principals  and  Scribe  E. 
of  their  respective  chapters.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  our 
Grand  First  Principal  cause  a  directive  to  be  issued  to  all  constituent 
chapters,  not  only  to  advise  that  Grand  Chapter  Proceedings  are  avail- 
able to  all  companions  but  also  urging  that  full  advantage  be  taken  of 
the  wealth  of  information  which  it  contains,  thereby  rekindling  interest 
and  enthusiasm  which,  as  a  result  of  my  review,  in  my  judgment,  has 
obviously  been  lacking  in  our  Royal  Craft  for  some  time  and  has  caused 
many  leaders  in  all  jurisdictions  to  become  disturbed.  Indeed,  it  is  de- 
pressing to  observe  that  the  leaders  in  practically  every  jurisdiction  have 
expressed  concern  because  of  the  loss  of  membership,  lack  of  leadership, 
difficulty  in  finding  officers  who  are  willing  and  able  to  undertake  the 
work,  ritualistic  and  administrative,  in  a  capable  and  efficient  manner, 
and  what  again  is  most  serious  seems  to  be  the  lack  of  solutions  to  these 
manifold  problems. 

I  have  found  many  stating  that  the  situation  is  not  isolated  to  any 
one  branch  of  Masonic  endeavour  but  surely  we  in  the  Royal  Craft  should 
obtain  little  comfort  or  solution  from  this  well-established  fact  but, 
rather,  stimulate  our  individual  endeavours  to  bring  about  a  period  of 
rejuvenation  and  not,  as  we  have  apparently  done  for  so  long,  rest  on  the 
laurels  of  the  past  and  forget  the  great  opportunities  of  a  beckoning 
future. 


It  is  more  than  obvious  to  your  reviewer  that  we  have  not  over  the 
years  listened  and  acted  upon  the  exhortations  of  many  of  my  illustrious 
predecessors.  For  instance,  reading  the  Review  by  M.E.  Comp.  Colonel 
R.  V.  Conover,  given  in  1958,  we  find  he  then  stated: 

"The  Craft  has  not  strayed  from  its  ancient  principles.  It  is  only  the 
members  who  have  faltered  and  strayed." 

And  later: 

"Obviously  if  poor  management  is  discovered  a  change  would  be  in- 
dicated. Reports  from  many  jurisdictions  indicate  a  very  low  standard  in 
the  esoteric  work.  Replacement  by  keen  enthusiastic  competent  First 
Principals  and  correspondingly,  High  Priests,  who  have  demonstrated 
their  ability  to  conduct  all  the  affairs  of  the  chapter  in  the  highest  and 
best  manner  and  who  in  addition  have  shown  their  ability  to  confer  all 
degrees  in  accordance  with  the  ritual  would  be  a  first  consideration.  Dur- 
ing the  time  an  officer  is  serving  in  the  line  he  should  be  under  the  closest 
scrutiny.  The  officer  who  falters  in  a  junior  office  ought  to  be  removed. 
Grand  Chapter  officers  who  are  called  upon  tc  inspect  must  make  honest 
reports  and  point  out  errors  not  only  in  the  conferring  of  the  degrees 
but  also  in  management." 

And  finally: 

"What  our  record  has  disclosed  is  increased  suspensions  and  demits. 
The  second  century  is  before  us.  If  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Canada  accepts  its  responsibility,  the  Royal  Craft  will  go  on 
and  on  to  greater  and  greater  service,  to  the  glory  of  God  and  the  welfare 
of  His  children.  If  it  does  not  the  future  is  bleak." 

My  review  of  56  Proceedings  from  Sister  Jurisdictions  causes  me  to 
report  that  the  conditions  which  prompted  M.E.  Comp.  Conover  to  make 
such  potent  observations  still  exist  in  that  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Pro- 
ceedings I  have  reviewed  44  report  a  lessening  of  membership  of  8,3'05, 
likewise  a  deep  concern  for  the  general  condition  of  the  Royal  Craft,  and 
only  seven  report  a  minimal  gain  of  336.  The  Grand  Chapters  of  Eng- 
land, Ireland,  Scotland,  the  Netherlands  and  the  Mark  Master  Masons  of 
England  and  Wales  do  not  publicize  membership  statistics,  although  the 
reports  indicate  that  these  Grand  Jurisdictions  are  flourishing. 

Thus  my  review  has  caused  me  to  become  more  than  ordinarily 
disturbed  because  of  what  I  have  read  and  learned  as  I  have  studied  the 
Proceedings  given  by  so  many  Grand  Jurisdictions,  and  one  of  the  solu- 
tions to  the  present  conditions  may  be  found,  I  submit  with  profound 
respect,  in  the  conclusion  of  my  address  to  Grand  Chapter  at  the  time  of 
our  centenary  convocation  when  I  said: 

"Thus,  as  we  go  our  separate  ways  let  us  leave  with  a  firm  deter- 
mination that,  seeking  the  guidance  of  the  Great  Jehovah,  we  will  re- 
dedicate  ourselves  to  those  great  principles  and  tenets  upon  which  this 
noble  institution  has  withstood  the  vicissitudes  of  time  and  season,  and 
resolve  to  make  a  more  impressive  and  individual  contribution  in  every 
phase  of  our  activities,  Masonic  or  otherwise,  so  that  our  priceless  heri- 
tage, in  an  improved  state,  may  be  transmitted  to  the  Companions  of 
tomorrow." 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  and  fraternally  submitted.

The  135th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
the  State  of  Alabama  was  held  at  Tuscaloosa  on  February  12,  1962. 

Chapters  48;  U.D.I. ;  membership  September  14,  1961—12,984;  net 
loss  164.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  expressed  concern  for  the  state  of  the 
Craft  in  that  he  stated,  in  part: 

"We  have  now  shown  a  loss  in  the  total  number  of  members  for  two 
years  consecutively.  This  is  most  disturbing,  and  I  feel  the  handwriting 
on  the  wall  should  be  for  us  to  stop,  look  and  listen.  Let  us  stop  and  take 
time  to  analyze  what  is  going  on.  After  an  analysis  of  the  causes  of  the 
decrease,  we  can  see  wherein  our  work  needs  to  receive  more  careful 
consideration.  The  report  of  the  secretary  to  the  Grand  Secretary  re- 
veals that  one  of  the  greatest  losses  came  about  through  deaths,  over 
which  we  have  no  control;  another,  because  of  suspensions  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues.  Fewer  applications  to  offset  the  loss  caused  by  death  and 
N.P.D.  has  caused  the  resulting  total  to  show  a  loss.  In  this  year  we  show 
a  loss  from  suspension  of  666,  and  if  we  had  taken  the  interest  we  could 
very  easily  have  cut  that  loss  to  at  least  half.  This  would  have  resulted 
in  a  small  percentage  gain  for  the  year.  I  feel  very  strongly  about  this 
and  believe  that  if  we  will  continue  to  back  the  Royal  Arch  Mason  Maga- 
zine and  the  committee  on  York  Rite  Public  Relations  we  will  be  able  to 
help  curb  the  tide  of  N.P.D.  The  main  reason  for  a  member  to  become 
N.P.D.  is  that  he  has  lost  interest  to  the  point  that  he  will  not  take  time 
to  send  in  his  dues,  and  also  his  companions  have  not  the  interest  to  call 
on  him  to  see  about  him.  This  all  calls  for  us  to  work  together." 

But  later,  in  an  optimistic  tone,  he  said: 

"It  has  been  my  experience  over  Alabama  since  our  last  Annual 
Convocation  to  find  men  willing  and  eager  to  learn  more  about  Masonry. 
It  now  remains  for  us,  as  members  of  the  Craft,  to  analyze  our  problems, 
qualify  ourselves  to  meet  them,  and  have  the  initiative  and  ambition  to 
put  forth  some  effort  to  teach  and  live  Masonry,  as  well  as  the  conferring 
of  degrees.  If  we  will  cooperate  with  each  other  and  work  diligently, 
then  I  have  no  fear  for  future  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Alabama 

"The  future  of  Capitular  Masonary  in  Alabama,  my  Companions,  lies 
hidden  from  mortal  sight,  but  let  us  press  forward  with  courage  and  hope, 
guided  by  wisdom,  propelled  by  strength  and  adorned  with  beauty,  and 
let  the  Angels  of  Light,  Faith,  Truth  and  Brotherly  Love  guide  our  way." 

The  Committee  on  Masonry  and  American  Citizenship  made  what  I 
believe  to  be  a  most  potent  observation  when  it  stated,  and  I  quote  in 
part: 

"We  are  but  heirs  to  the  past — heirs  to  the  rights  and  privileges 
obtained  through  the  tireless  labors  and  sacrifices  of  those  great  Masons 
and  great  Americans  who  have  gone  before  us.  Masonry  and  American 
Citizenship  complement  each  other  and  have  marched  side  by  side  since 
the  foundation  of  this  nation. 

"By  the  same  token,  we  are  trustees  of  the  future.  Whether  our  chil- 
dren and  our  children's  children  live  under  the  banner  of  Freedom  or 
wear  the  yoke  of  political  and  economic  slavery  depends  upon  how  well 
we  discharge  our  stewardship.  Idleness,  apathy,  complacency  and  lethargy 
could  destroy  us. 

"Your  committee  is  strong  in  the  belief  that  we  should  zealously 
guard  that  stewardship;  that  mere  lip  service  is  not  enough;  that  unified 
action  is  not  only  necessary  but  it  is  imperative;  that  we  should  dedicate 
ourselves  as  a  body  to  the  proposition  that  the  magnificent  efforts  of 
our  forefathers  shall  not  have  been  in  vain,  and  act  accordingly."

Many  distinguished  guests  were  received,  including  M.W.  Bro.  M.  G. 
Merner,  the  Grand  Master,  and  R.W.  Bro.  E.  H.  Rivers,  Grand  Secretary. 

The  Grand  First  Principal  reported: 

"During  my  visits  to  the  many  Chapters  I  have  addressed  the  Com- 
panions on  various  subjects,  principally  lack  of  attendance.  I  feel  some 
headway  on  that  score  has  been  made  of  late.  I  stressed  also  my  own 
belief  that  work  should  be  allotted,  as  much  as  possible,  to  those  Com- 
panions who  are  attending  the  Regular  Convocations.  Further,  that  we 
should  endeavour  to  thoroughly  instruct  all  candidates  in  the  work  of 
each  of  the  several  degrees.  I  have  urged  the  principal  officers  to  be  on 
the  alert  for  men  who  are  naturally  good  organizers.  There  are  many 
such  men  sitting  on  the  sidelines,  and  I  firmly  believe  if  they  are  asked 
to  assist  in  the  work  it  will  mutually  benefit  the  man  and  the  Chapter." 

The  report  on  "Conditions  of  Capitular  Masonry"  also  made  the  fol- 
lowing observation  of  significance: 

"It  is  also  noted  that  approximately  one-half  of  the  total  member- 
ship (1,902)  are  members  of  the  seven  Chapters  in  our  two  major  cities 
and  that  these  seven  Chapters  have  an  average  membership  per  Chapter 
of  272. 

"In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  records  of  this  and  many  other  jurisdic- 
tions clearly  indicate  a  closer  bond  of  fellowship  among  the  Companions 
of  the  smaller  Chapters  and  generally  speaking  a  far  better  record  of 
average  attendance  percentagewise  than  in  the  larger  Chapters  in  spite 
of  greater  distances  in  many  cases  for  country  members  to  travel,  we 
should  be  wise  to  consider  carefully  wether  in  the  largest  cities  we  would 
not  be  wise  to  think  rather  of  encouraging  the  chartering  of  new  Chapters 
rather  than  to  continue  piling  up  membership  in  the  present  Chapter, 
some  of  which  may  have  already  exceeded  the  optimum  of  members. 
What  is  the  optimum?  It  is  difficult,  perhaps  impossible,  to  lay  down  a 
definite  number,  but  if  we  frequently  at  our  meetings  see  fellow  mem- 
bers who  are  not  known  to  us,  whose  name  we  cannot  remember,  then 
we  should  certainly  give  some  consideration  to  the  situation. 

"It  is  suggested  that  in  addition  to  our  need  to  found  and  encourage 
new  Chapters  in  some  of  the  vacant  areas  in  the  countryside,  notably 
north  of  the  Peace  River,  and  within  fifty  miles,  both  north  and  south  of 
Edmonton,  we  should  also  consider  the  need  for  new  Chapters  in  both 
Edmonton  and  Calgary.  Thirty-five  years  ago  Edmonton  had  four  healthy 
and  vigorous  Chapters,  since  then  the  population  of  the  city  has  nearly 
tripled,  but  today  the  Royal  Arch  Masons  are  gathered  into  three  Chap- 
ters only.  Surely  nearly  800  members  would  be  ample  to  support  five  or 
six  Chapters,  with  twice  as  many  of  these  Companions  as  at  present 
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actively  working  the  degrees  to  say  nothing  of  the  fact  that  the  Com- 
panions of  two  or  three  new  Chapters  would  in  all  probability  be  a  great 
stimulus  to  bringing  the  total  number  of  Companions  in  this  one  city 
from  800  up  to  the  neighborhood  of  1,000  in  two  or  three  years." 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  cash  on  hand  and  in  bank  a  total  of 
$3,651.52.

The  welcome  extended  by  the  G.H.P.  in  his  address  is  most  worthy  of 
note  and  I  quote: 

"To  those  who  are  here  for  the  first  time,  let  me  say  that  each  and 
everyone  of  you  is  heartily  welcome.  It  is  your  right  as  a  Companion  to 
speak  on  any  subject  which  is  presented.  I  also  urge  the  delegates  to 
listen  carefully  to  the  business  of  the  Grand  Chapter  and  to  vote  as  your 
best  judgment  dictates.  Join  with  us  in  our  periods  of  rest  and  refresh- 
ment and  in  our  lighter  moments  so  that  you  may  meet  more  informally 
the  visitors  from  other  places.  Exchange  views  with  them  about  our 
Rite.  Make  friends  as  you  can  while  here  so  that  you  may  receive  in- 
creased knowledge  and  also  perhaps  be  enriched  with  life-long  friend- 
ship." 

And  finally: 

"In  conclusion,  may  I  say  that  I  am  deeply  grateful  to  those  who 
have  made  this  year  possible  for  me.  It  has  been  a  star-studded  year  and 
the  brightest  of  these  stars  has  been  the  friendliness,  courtesy  and  con- 
sideration shown  to  me  wherever  I  went. 

"Finally,  let  me  say  that  if  the  ever  widening  circles  which  radiate 
from  the  tiny  pebble  I  have  dropped  into  the  vast  sea  of  Masonry  has 
carried  some  measure  of  help  or  comfort  to  any  individual  Companion  or 
Constituent  Body  I  am  more  than  repaid  for  the  time  and  effort  involved 
in  the  pleasurable  task  of  being  your  Grand  High  Priest." 

This  Grand  Chapter  received  a  report  from  a  special  committee  and 
its  objective  is  worthy  of  the  highest  commendation.  The  report  is  too 
lengthy  to  quote  in  its  entirety  but  the  following  excerpts  should  be  of 
interest: 

"Section  22  of  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  Arizona  states  the  following  in  regards  to  the  Royal  Arch  Objectives 
Fund: 

For  each  Royal  Arch  Mason  borne  upon  its  roll  at  the  date  of  its 
annual  return,  each  chapter  shall  pay  the  sum  of  $1.50,  fifty  cents  of 
which  is  to  be  credited  to  a  special  fund  known  as  the  Royal  Arch  Objec- 
tives Fund  .  .  . 


In  view  of  the  above  your  committee  recommends  the  following: 

1.  That  the  Royal  Arch  Objectives  Fund  be  used  to  finance  college 
education  by  the  lending  to  deserving  students  funds  to  obtain  a  higher 
education  at  an  approved  college. 

2.  That  the  Royal  Arch  Objectives  Committee,  with  the  Grand  Sec- 
retary and  Grand  Treasurer  as  ex-officio  members,  be  the  committee  to 
process  said  loans. 

3.  That  the  R.A.O.  Fund  Committee  be  governed  by  the  following  in 
its  capacity  as  lender  of  the  R.A.O.  funds: 

"The  selection  of  students  to  whom  loans  may  be  made  and  of  the 
educational  institutions  to  be  attended  shall  rest  with  the  Royal  Arch 
Objectives  Fund  Committee;  however,  students  must  be  residents  of  the 
State  of  Arizona. 

"Loans  may  be  granted  for  vocational,  professional  training,  ad- 
vanced degree  or  post-graduate  work  upon  written  approval  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  committee. 

"The  maximum  loan  will  be: 

$1,000   when   one   scholastic   year   is   required   to   complete   the 

course. 
$50!0  per  year  when  two  scholastic  years  are  required  to  com- 
plete the  course. 
$500.00  each  of  last  two  years  when  three  or  four  years  are  re- 
quired to  complete  the  course. 
"The  maximum  of  loans  to  any  one  student  shall  not  exceed  $1,000. 
No  deviation  from  this  amount  will  be  permitted  without  the  approval  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Arizona. 

"Student  loanees  are  only  human,  therefore  they  must  not  be  per- 
mitted to  forget  their  obligations  to  this  fund. 

"Being  young  and  inexperienced  in  the  way  of  business  or  life's 
responsibilities,  great  care  must  be  exercised  in  promptly  securing  their 
confidence  and  cooperation,  at  the  same  time  ethically  putting  into  effect 
with  firmness  every  principle  of  honor  and  integrity.  It  is  necessary  to 
impress  upon  the  loanees: 

1.  The  committee's  interest  and  willingness  to  cooperate. 

2.  The  committee's  desire  for  confidence. 

3.  Their  moral  obligation  to  those  that  follow  and  the  important  part 
they  play  in  the  functioning  and  future  welfare  of  the  fund."

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It  is  again  significant  to  observe  the  Grand  High  Priest  reporting: 
".  .  .  As  those  of  you  who  were  present  recall,  the  present  High 
Priests  and  Kings  were  asked  to  stand  and  the  hastily  thought  up  objec- 
tive of  most  importance  was  told  them  and  the  District  Deputies  were 
told  their  duties.  I  told  them  it  would  take  help  from  all  of  them  to  put 
the  year's  work  where  it  should  be.  They  all  agreed. 

"Now,  Companions,  I  must  say  that  somewhere  along  the  line,  even 
after  letters  and  bulletins  reminding  them  throughout  the  year,  that 
some  either  forgot  their  promise  or  did  not  work  at  it,  and  I  am  sure 
that  it  is  the  latter.  But  let  me  assure  you  of  this  fact,  all  of  you,  that 
if  this  'let  John  do  it'  attitude  does  not  cease  and  we  go  to  work  and  stop 
these  suspensions,  that  the  privilege  we  have  of  assembling  here  each 
year  and  making  new  friends  and  seeing  the  old  will  not  be  a  reality.  It 
will  exist  only  as  a  dream." 

Many  distinguished  guests  from  other  jurisdictions  were  received, 
including  M.W.  Bro.  Benjamin  M.  Butt,  the  Grand  Master. 

Some  excerpts  from  the  acceptance  speech  of  the  newly  installed 
G.H.P.  should  be  noted  by  all  and  acted  upon: 

"I  am  not  one  of  those  who  can  divert  your  attention  by  a  magnetic 
personality.  I  cannot  lull  you  into  a  semi-coma  by  the  fluent  flow  of 
beautiful  diction.  None  of  these,  Companions,  can  I  do,  but  I  can  bring  to 
you  'ONE  OF  THE  GREATEST  CHALLENGES  OF  ALL  TIME,'  a  four- 
letter  word,  'WORK,'  work. 

"I  know  of  no  substitution  for  hard  work,  nor  do  I  even  know  a 
reasonable  substitute  for  it.  Only  through  hard  work  can  things  be  ac- 
complished. If  you  as  officers  of  your  Chapters  will  take  this  word  as  a 
TASK  or  CHALLENGE,  then  the  job  not  only  CAN  but  WILL  be  done. 

"As  I  see  it,  we  are  searching  for  an  excuse  for  the  complacency  of 
our  Chapters.  We  have  tried  by  comparison  to  justify  our  inner  weakness. 
But  after  all  is  said  and  done  we  must  face  facts  with  facts.  Companions, 
only  by  hard  work  can  we  restore  the  splendor  of  CAPITULAR 
MASONRY  in  Arkansas  to  its  former  glory.  The  Masonic  fraternity  as  a 
whole  is  facing  the  greatest  CHALLENGE  it  has  ever  had  to  face  in 
America. 

"Let  us  remember  that  Freemasonry  is  the  biggest,  the  oldest  and 
the  strongest  fraternal  society  in  the  world  today.  There  is  something 
about  Freemasonry  that  you  can't  define.  You  know  what  it  is,  but  it  is 
almost  impossible  to  explain  it.  It  must  touch  your  heart  before  you  can 
find  it.  .  . 

"Another  question  has  been  asked  from  time  to  time,  'What  is  wrong 
with  Masonry?'  Companions,  nothing  is  wrong  with  Masonry.  The  course 
of  Masonry  in  the  future  is  one  straight  line  from  where  we  stand  today. 
Our  aims  and  purposes  today  are  exactly  as  they  are  until  time  is  no 
more.  If  Masons  of  every  age  (ours  included)  yield  to  their  temporal  in- 
fluences and  change  our  ritual  and  usages  to  conform  to  our  ever 
changing  world  our  'Ancient  Craft  Masonry'  will  lose  much  of  its  potent 
influence  for  good. 

"And  so  the  answer  to  the  Question,  'WHAT  IS  THE  MATTER 
WITH  THE  FRATERNITY?'  is"  that  'IT  HAS  CEASED  TO  BE 
FRATERNAL.'  Companions,  all  these  auestions  can  be  answered  more 
easily  by  asking  ourselves  another  question,  'WHAT  IS  WRONG  WITH 
US?" 

"Companions,  the  place  to  practice  Masonry  is  in  the  busy  places  of 
life  where  men  meet  each  other  in  their  daily  affairs  and  where  human 
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kindness,  helpfulness  and  honesty  are  so  much  needed.  Let  your  light  so 
shine  that  Masonry  will  be  enriched  by  your  actions/' 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  total  assets  of  $46,628.63.

The  44th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  British  Columbia  with  jurisdiction  over  the  Yukon  Territory 
was  held  at  Vancouver  on  June  20,  1962. 

Two  Emergent  Convocations  were  held,  one  on  July  29,  1961,  at 
Richmond  for  the  constitution  of  Simon  Fraser  Chapter  No.  40,  and  the 
other  at  Roberts  Creek  on  September  30,  1961,  for  the  constitution  of 
Georgian  Chapter  No.  39.

The  Grand  Z.  in  his  address  reported  a  very  successful  term  of  of- 
fice but  stressed  the  importance  of  the  individual,  as  will  be  seen  from 
the  following: 

"I  would  reiterate  what  I  have  tried  to  stress  in  my  visits  through- 
out this  Grand  Jurisdiction,  that  the  well  being  and  progress  of  each 
Chapter,  and  therefore  of  Grand  Chapter,  will  be  in  direct  proportion  as 
the  fervency  and  zeal  of  every  Companion  pertains.  Make  no  mistake, 
the  foundation  of  every  institution  is  only  as  sound  as  the  individuals  of 
that  institution  make  it.  Progress  doesn't  just  happen;  it  takes  work,  and 
lots  of  it.  Thus  every  Companion  should  realize  his  duty  to  his  own 
Chapter  as  well  as  to  Grand  Chapter.  If  every  Companion  is  fervent  in 
his  duty  to  his  own  Chapter,  as  well  as  zealous  in  his  efforts  to  pro- 
mote the  happiness  of  all  men,  then  his  Chapter  will  not  only  be  on  solid 
ground,  but  this  Grand  Chapter  will  be  as  a  beacon  to  all  other  Grand 
Chapters.  We  shall  then  become  known  as  a  progressive  Grand  Chapter 
and  will  have  proved  our  worth  and  have  deserved  the  progress  we  have 
made.  Again,  Companions,  I  would  stress  that  fervency  and  zeal  be  our 
watchwords." 

And   again: 

"One  last  wish,  Companions,  and  that  is  that  today's  deliberations 
will  show  to  all  other  Grand  Chapters  and  to  the  world  in  general  that 
spirit  of  harmony  and  unanimity  that  is  so  essential  to  every  well  regu- 
lated institution." 

This  Grand  Chapter  is  to  be  congratulated  and  commended  for  its 
work  in  the  field  of  education  in  that  it  has  a  bursary  fund  originally 
started  in  1955  by  a  grant  of  $7,000  from  Grand  Chapter  funds  and  since 
1960  by  donations  from  Chapters  and  individuals.  Two  bursaries  of  $300 
were  awarded  in  1961  to  children  of  Companions  and  it  is  interesting  to 
note  that  13  applications  were  received  by  the  bursary  committee.  The 
bursary  income  account  shows  a  balance  of  $876.11,  the  bursary  capital 
account  $2,568.07,  and  bursary  investments  $15,000.

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Colorado 

The  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Colorado 
held  its  87th  Annual  Convocation  at  Denver,  on  January  25,  1962. 

Chapters  56;  Membership  January  24,  1962  7,103;  Net  loss  206.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  obviously  recognized  his  responsibilities 
during  his  term  of  office  as  will  be  noted  by  the  following  excerpts: 

"Your  Grand  High  Priest  has  had  three  objectives  this  past  year: 
To  bring  a  greater  Sense  of  Pride,  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  the  Officers 
and  Companions  of  our  Constituent  Colorado  Chapters;  to  determine 
whether  our  few  'dying'  Chapters  could  be  revived;  and  to  incite  the  Cus- 
todians of  the  Work  to  complete  their  studies  on  revision  of  our  Ritual, 
to  make  recommendations  here  for  ONE  Colorado  ritual,  and  to  make 
our  decision  today  that  we  will  have  ONE  Colorado  Ritual  hereafter — 
and  what  that  Ritual  shall  be. 

GREATER  PRIDE  IN  ROYAL  ARCH  MASONRY 

"In  my  official  visitations  to  our  Chapters  I  have  given  reasons  why 
we  should  be  proud  of  our  Order.  These  I  shall  not  reiterate  here  except 
to  state  that  no  Masonic  body,  with  the  exception  of  the  three  degrees  of 
Craft  Masonry,  has  greater  reason  for  pride  in  their  Masonic  ancestry. 
We  trace  our  degree  work  directly  to  the  beginnings  of  our  Ancient  Craft. 
Our  degrees  are  not  merely  explanatory  of  the  first  three  degrees,  they 
complete  the  first  three  when  properly  conferred.  No  Masonic  degrees 
are  more  beautiful,  more  meaningful,  or  more  necessary  to  a  Master 
Mason's  education  than  those  to  be  found  in  our  Royal  Arch.  In  order 
to  bring  a  sense  of  pride  to  our  Companions,  I  also  attempted  to  make 
the  Master  Masons  of  Colorado  more  conscious  of  the  existence  of  our 
Royal  Arch  organization. 

"Perhaps  my  methods  were  unorthodox  and,  as  such,  might  not  be 
approved  by  some  of  o-ur  York  Rite  brothers.  There  are  over  fifteen 
thousand  Scottish  Rite  members  in  Colorado  and  only  seven  thousand  in 
the  Royal  Arch.  These  Scottish  Rite  members  have  demonstrated  that 
they  not  only  have  a  desire  for  greater  Masonic  light  and  knowledge  but, 
also,  that  they  have  the  money  to  pay  for  it.  Believing  this  to  be  true, 
I  have  attended  reunions  of  three  of  our  four  Scottish  Rite  bodies.  At 
each  place  I  was  introduced  as  Grand  High  Priest  and,  on  occasion,  have 
been  invited  to  speak  to  the  class  to  explain  to  them  something  about 
the  Chapter. 

"I  wish  to  here  publicly  express  my  appreciation  to  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Inspector  General  for  Colorado,  and  my  friend  of  many  years,  C. 
Wheeler  Barnes,  for  these  opportunities  to  appear  before  Scottish  Rite 
members.  Whenever  I  was  present  at  a  Scottish  Rite  meeting  he  has 
introduced  me  as  Grand  High  Priest. 

"My  Companions,  I  wince  when  I  hear  a  Mason  of  either  Rite 
speak  in  an  uncomplimentary  manner  about  another  Masonic  Rite. 
Remember  'United  we  stand,  divided  we  fall!' 

"During  this  past  year  we  celebrated  the  one  hundredth  Anniversary 
of  Masonry  in  Colorado.  Your  Grand  High  Priest  was  privileged  to  speak 
on  behalf  of  the  York  Rite  at  the  Special  Communication  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  on  September  16,  1961.  I  thank  the  Grand  Master,  Leon  H.  Snyder 
for  this  kind  invitation. 
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"This  is  our  day  of  decision.  We  cannot  continue  with  the  confusion 
of  tongues  now  prevalent  in  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  Colorado.  Not  only 
is  our  Grand  Lecturer,  and  his  District  Lecturers,  unable  to  properly  in- 
struct the  Chapter  Officers  in  the  Ritual,  but  many  Chapters  find  it  im- 
possible to  influence  their  Companions  to  become  officers  because  of  the 
required  memorizing  of  interminable  degree  work.  Also,  if  an  officer 
accepts  a  station,  he  now  is  unlikely  to  memorize  the  work  now  used  in 
his  particular  Chapter.  He  does  not  know  whether  he  will  have  to  later 
memorize  new  work,  since  all  Chapters  have  been  advised  that  only  one 
Colorado  ritual  will  be  authorized  after  this  Convocation.  I  do  not  know 
how  long  this  Convocation  might  require,  because  of  the  necessity  of 
deciding  on  ONE  ritual  today,  but  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Grand  High 
Priest  that  this  demanding  question  shall  be  decided  before  the  87th 
Annual  Convocation  is  closed." 

This  Grand  Chapter  has  a  Committee  on  Fraternal  Correspondence 
and  its  report  is  most  revealing,  some  portions  of  which  I  quote: 

".  .  .  The  factor  of  death  is  beyond  human  control,  and  is  governed,  I 
suspect,  by  a  certain  mathematical  proportion  to  the  number  of  exalta- 
tions of  an  undetermined  year  or  small  group  of  years  previous. 

"On  the  other  hand  the  loss  by  suspension  is  a  human  factor  and 
controllable.  Almost  every  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  report  decries  this 
factor,  and  rightly  so.  Here  is  found  one  of  the  failures  of  the  Order. 
Suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  derives  from  economic  or  personal 
reasons,  and  each  case  is  individual.  Careful  examination  should  be  made 
to  determine  whether  the  exercise  of  fraternal  charity  in  the  form  of 
remission  of  dues  is  warranted. 

"But  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  fault  is  that  of  the  Chapter,  for 
the  Companion  is  lost  because,  first,  he  has  not  found  that  for  which 
he  has  been  seeking,  or  second,  he  is  persuaded  that  he  does  not  receive 
sufficient  value  from  his  expenditures  of  money  and  time. 

"Grand  High  Priests  are  in  agreement  on  one  remedy  for  this  prob- 
lem: the  taking  of  a  personal  interest  by  the  Chapter  in  each  of  the 
delinquent  companions.  This  will  be  most  effective  in  the  form  of  calls 
in  person  on  him  by  his  friends  in  the  Chapter  .  .  . 

"By  our  ritual  the  lessons  are  expounded,  the  candidates  instructed; 
on  it  we  base  our  studies  into  ethics,  or  philosophy,  or  symbolism;  without 
the  ritual  we  have  no  reason  for  being.  If  we  lack  pride  in  our  ritual 
we  can  have  no  pride  in  our  Order. 

"Steps  taken  to  improve  ritual  work  range  from  instruction  (by 
schools,  district  lecturers  or  instructors,  exemplification)  to  recognition 
(by  certificates  of  proficiency  and  similar  awards  to  restricting  the 
work  to  appointed  teams  of  qualified  ritualists). 

"Having  encouraged  good  work  and  true  work,  the  Grand  Chapters 
next  emphasize  the  necessity  of  'selling'  the  value  of  Chapter  Masonry 
to  Masons  of  the  Lodge.  I  must  reiterate  here  that  unless  we  have  a 
product  of  which  we  can  be  proud  this  'selling'  inevitably  must  fail,  leav- 
ing us  in  a  worse  condition  than  before  .  .  . 

"In  such  a  state  of  flux  in  society  as  we  have  in  the  crisis  of  history 
today,  men  tend  to  turn  their  faces  away  from  reality  to  drink  the  draft 
of  Nepenthe  and  seek  Nirvana  in  the  pleasures  of  the  moment.  Because 
some  of  the  truths  of  Today  are  frightful,  they  abandon  the  whole  search 
for  truth,  which  is  the  basis  of  Masonry.  Here,  I  believe,  can  be  found 
the  reason  why  Capitular  Masonry  seems  to  be  losing  ground  .  .  . 
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"And,  my  companions,  I  maintain  that  the  need  for  that  branch  of 
Masonry  known  as  the  Chapter  is  also  great;  for  the  great  aim  of  our 
Order  is  to  encourage  the  belief  in  and  reverence  for  the  Supreme  Being. 
This  belief  underlies  essential  humanity;  with  it  we  may  live  and  grow 
and  prosper;  without  it  we  are  doomed  and  damned. 

"It  is  our  responsibility,  our  tremendous  responsibility,  to  bring  this 
belief  and  this  faith  to  the  brethren  of  the  Lodge  and  eventually  to  the 
world.  It  is  a  heavy  responsibility,  and  it  is  a  responsibility  in  which 
we  are  failing,  largely  because  we  do  not  realize  it,  we  do  not  understand 
it,  we  do  not  teach  it  by  a  proper  exemplification  of  our  ritual. 

"It  is  the  duty  of  each  of  us  to  realize  this  mission;  it  is  the  duty 
of  each  of  us,  from  the  Grand  High  Priest  who  presides  in  the  East  to 
the  youngest  companion  who  stands  before  him  for  instruction  and  in- 
spiration, to  dedicate  ourselves  to  a  belief  in  God  and  to  an  unalterable 
determination  to  spread  this  belief  among  our  brethren  and  our  people. 

"If  we  so  dedicate  ourselves,  if  we  so  labor  in  the  vineyards  of  Ma- 
sonry and  the  world,  our  Order  will  become  strong,  and  grow,  and  prosper; 
if  we  fail,  all  our  efforts  fail,  and  I  answer  not  for  the  future  of  the 
Order,  and  of  our  Nation."

Connecticut 

The  164th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  M.E.  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Connecticut  was  held  in  the  City  of  Hartford,  May  19, 
1962. 

This  Grand  Chapter  sustained  a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  its  Grand 
High  Priest,  M.E.  Comp.  George  E.  Anderson,  on  September  21,  1961, 
and  to  it  we  extend  our  deep  condolences. 

Chapters  45;  Membership  April  15,  1962—9,639;  Net  loss  157. 

Many  distinguished  guests  from  other  Grand  Jurisdictions,  together 
with  the  Grand  Master,  M.W.  Bro.  Ernest  R.  Dayton,  were  cordially 
received  and  honored. 

The  Deputy  Grand  High  Priest,  R.E.  Laurence  G.  Farwell,  in  his 
report  dwelt  on  and  emphasized  membership  and  stated  in  part: 

"Once  more  we  must  report  a  net  loss  in  total  membership.  Our 
Grand  Secretary's  report  gives  the  detailed  figures  and  the  trend  has 
not  been  reversed. 

"The  situation  is  not  unique  or  peculiar  to  our  Grand  jurisdiction 
nor  has  any  magic  formula  been  brought  forth. 

"There  are,  however,  certain  basic  steps  which  we  will  request  be 
taken,  particularly  by  Chapter  officers. 

"Read,  reread,  learn  AND  live  up  to  the  Charge  of  the  Royal  Arch 
Degree,  especially  in  the  selection  of  new  officers. 

"Zealously  strive  for  more  Masonry  in  Men  rather  than  more  Men 
in  Masonry.  Numbers  alone  are  but  temporary — examine  the  losses  by 
demit  and  N.P.D. 

"Perfect  the  degree  work — do  a  meaningful  exemplification  for  all — 
and  close  early. 
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"Set  as  a  first  goal  that  each  and  every  Symbolic  Lodge  officer  in 
your  local  jurisdiction  be  qualified  by  Capitular  degrees.  Otherwise  he 
is  not  fully  capable  of  doing  his  work  .  .  . 

"We  recommend  competent  degree  work,  active  solicitation  of  candi- 
dates, broad  activities  and  good  hard  work  at  the  individual  level  as  the 
basis  for  sound  progress  so  vital  to  our  welfare."

The  Address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  indicates  that  he  had  enjoyed 
a  busy  term  of  office  and  put  forth  great  efforts  to  stimulate  interest  in 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  his  jurisdiction,  and  under  the  heading  "Condition 
of  the  Rite"  stated: 

"During  the  past  year  I  was  greatly  pleased  and  gratified  by  the 
improvement  in  interest  and  attendance.  The  Officers  of  the  various 
Chapters  are  to  be  especially  commended  for  the  improvement  in,  and 
excellence  of  their  degree  work.  For  this  I  believe  much  credit  should  be 
given  to  the  Grand  Lecturers." 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  a  balance  of  $2,682.48  as  of  January 
20,  1962.

District  of  Columbia 

The  95th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  District  of  Columbia  was  held  at  Washington,  on  February 
10,  1962. 

Grand  High  Priest:  M.E.  Comp.  John  B.  McCall. 

Grand  Secretary:  M.E.  Comp.  Raymond  N.  Babcock. 

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  10  active  chapters;  membership  Dec. 
31,  1961—3,885;  net  loss  116;  and  stated: 

"I  am  sorry  to  have  to  again  report  a  loss  of  membership,  which 
totaled  116,  bringing  our  membership  under  4,000,  the  first  time  since 
1918." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  reported  and  I  quote  in  part: 

"The  attendance  at  Chapter  convocations  shows  no  improvement  and 
is  still  a  problem.    I  have  been  present  when  several  Chapters  could  not 
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function  properly   due  to   the  fact  that  the  required  number   of  Com- 
panions, necessary  to  transact  business,  were  not  present. 

"It  would  be  nice  to  ignore  the  condition  of  the  Craft  in  this  juris- 
diction because  we  are  not  fond  of  speaking  of  unpleasant  or  disappoint- 
ing things,  but  the  fact  remains  that  our  Chapters  are  sadly  in  need  of 
assistance  and  encouragement.  During  the  past  several  years  there  has 
been  an  increased  lack  of  interest  in  Chapter  affairs.  I  believe  we  are 
failing  to  live  up  to  our  obligations  and  responsibilities  as  Masons  in 
all  of  the  Masonic  Bodies  and  the  time  is  here  when  we  should  all  ask 
ourselves  this  question,  'Where  have  I  failed  in  Masonry?' 

"It  has  been  said,  by  a  well-known  Mason  in  this  jurisdiction,  that 
except  for  the  activities  of  approximately  100  dedicated  men,  Masonry 
would  probably  die  of  neglect  due  to  the  passive  interest  of  its  mem- 
bers .  .  ." 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  stated,  in  part: 
"Losses  in  membership  were  again  reported  by  each  Chapter.  But 
there  were  relatively  few  dropped  for  N.P.D.  Because  of  the  limited 
availability  of  potential  members  due  to  our  small  geographical  area 
and  the  low  percentage  of  eligible  residents,  we  have  every  reason  to 
expect  that  losses  will  continue  for  sometime. 

"We  have  in  this  jurisdiction  several  Chapters  that  by  intelligent 
and  extensive  planning  of  their  convocations,  and  by  letting  the  Com- 
panions know  of  their  plans,  have  actually  increased  attendance.  They 
are  literally  recreating  among  the  Companions  a  desire  to  attend  their 
Chapters  and  take  part  in  the  proceedings.  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  some 
other  Chapters  appear  to  hold  convocations  simply  because  their  By-laws 
require  it.  No  planning,  no  interest  creating  programs  and  their  attend- 
ance shows  it. 

"For  several  years  the  constituent  Chapters  have  experienced  diffi- 
culty in  maintaining  a  full  line  of  capable  officers.  The  reluctance  to 
accept  positions  in  the  official  line  may  be  due,  in  many  cases,  to  the 
requirement  imposed  by  the  Grand  Chapter  Code  that  the  High  Priest 
elect  must  be  qualified  to  confer  all  Capitular  degrees  before  he  can  be 
installed.  In  other  cases,  the  services  of  Companions,  who  are  highly 
capable  leaders  and  administrators  but  are  poor  ritualists,  could  be  denied 
their  respective  Chapters.  I  do  not  believe  that  arbitrary  adherence  to 
this  policy  in  view  of  present  conditions  is  wise. 

"The  quality  of  degree  work  as  performed  by  some  of  the  Chapters 
of  this  jurisdiction  has  declined  steadily  during  the  past  few  years  to  the 
extent  that  the  most  generous  rating  that  could  be  given  is  'very  poor'. 
This  is  in  itself  a  major  reason  for  poor  attendance  and  for  the  non- 
return of  new  Companions."

England 

The  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  England  held 
Regular  Convocations  at  Freemasons'  Hall,  London,  on  February  14th 
and  April  26,  1962,  with  M.E.  Comp.  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Scarbrough, 
K.G.,  G.C.S.I.,  G.C.I.E.,  G.C.V.O.,  T.D.,  First  Grand  Principal,  presiding. 

One  observes  the  continued  great  contribution  being  made  by  Sir 
George  Boag,  who  is  the  President  of  the  Committee  of  General  Purposes. 
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Many  will  recall  Sir  George  Boag  who  made  a  legion  of  friends  when  he 
represented  the  First  Grand  Principal  and  his  Grand  Chapter  at  our 
Centennial  Convocation.  Your  Reviewer  and  his  wife,  when  visiting 
London  in  August  last,  were  honored  by  being  dinner  guests  of  Sir 
George  at  his  home  and  it  was  indeed  good  to  have  been  with  him. 

No  statistics  are  published  by  this  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  but  one 
observes  a  steady  flow  of  Petitions  for  new  chapters,  which  is  an  excel- 
lent barometer  upon  which  to  form  an  opinion  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry 
continues  to  flourish  in  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  England.  It  is 
particularly  interesting  and  informative  study  these  applications  and 
I  quote  two: 

"From  Companions  Victor  Louis  Ronchetti,  as  Z.,  James  George 
William  Harris,  as  H.,  Albert  Dawes,  as  J.,  and  o-thers,  for  a  Chapter  to 
be  attached  to  the  Cornucopia  Lodge,  No.  5648,  to  be  called  the  Cornu- 
copia Chapter,  and  to  meet  at  the  Abercorn  Rooms,  Liverpool  Street, 
London." 

"From  Companions  Ernest  Henry  Sims,  as  Z.,  John  Barry-Taylor, 
as  H.,  Douglas  Gordon  Bramley  Hook,  as  J.,  and  others  for  a  Chapter  to 
be  attached  to  the  Rhodes  Centenary  Lodge,  No.  7215,  to  be  called  the 
Rhodes  Centenary  Chapter,  and  to  meet  at  the  Masonic  Temple,  Wilson 
Street,  Bulawayo  (Rhodesia).' 

It  is,  I  believe,  important  to  observe  the  following  portion  of  the 
petition:  ".  .  .  and  others  for  a  Chapter  to  be  attached  to  .  .  ." — then 
the  name  of  a  Craft  Lodge.  All  petitions  are  alike  and  consequently 
Chapters  are  tied  to  or  attached  to  a  Craft  Lodge;  thus  it  has  a  splendid 
initial  reservoir  of  candidates  and  who  undoubtedly  become  interested 
because  of  activities  in  the  Craft  Lodge  and  a  resultant  pride  in  mem- 
bership which  they  would  naturally  infuse  into  the  Chapter. 

The  following  is  also  of  interest: 

INVESTITURE  OF  E.  Comp.  Major- General  Sir  ALAN  ADAIR,  Bt. 
C.B.,  C.V.O.,  D.S.O.,  M.C.,  D.L.,  P.G.S.N.,  AS  PAST  THIRD  GRAND 
PRINCIPAL. 

"The  M.E.  The  First  Grand  Principal:  Companions,  before  proceeding 
with  the  Annual  Investiture,  I  have  a  special  appointment  to  make,  that 
of  E.  Comp.  Sir  Allan  Adair,  P.G.S.N.,  as  Past  Third  Grand  Principal. 
Sir  Allan's  work  for  the  Craft  as  Assistant  Grand  Master  is  well  known 
to  you  all,  but  it  may  not  be  so  well  known  that  he  has  on  several  occa- 
sions of  emergency  acted  for  me  in  the  Installation  of  Grand  Superin- 
tendents as  well  as  of  Provincial  and  District  Grand  Masters. 

"It  has  become  a  long-standing  tradition  in  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
that  the  Third  Grand  Principal  himself  should  be  a  distinguished  Free- 
mason in  Holy  Orders  and  I  hope  that  it  will  be  possible  to  maintain  this 
tradition,  but  I  do  not  see  any  reason  why  this  should  prevent  the  appoint- 
ment to  the  past  rank  of  one  who  has  done,  and  will  I  trust  continue  for 
many  years  to  do,  such  outstanding  service  to  Masonry  generally. 

"I  will  therefore  ask  the  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  to  bring 
forward  E.  Comp.  Major-General  Sir  Allan  Adair,  so  that  I  may  formally 
invest  him  in  his  new  rank  (Loud  applause.) 

"The  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  (E.  Comp.  FRANK  W.  R. 
DOUGLAS,  P.G.S.N.)  conducted  Major-General  Sir  Allan  Adair  to  the 
dais  to  be  invested  in  the  rank  of  Past  Third  Grand  Principal." 
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E.  Comp.  Sir  Allan  Adair  will  be  remembered  by  many  when  he 
represented  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England  at  the  Centennial  Com- 
munication of  our  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Scarbrough  continues  to  be  the  First 
Grand  Principal  and  Ex.  Comp.  James  W.  Stubbs,  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 

Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales  and  the 
Dominions  and  Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown 

Regular  Quarterly  Communications  during  the  year  1962  were  held 
at  Freemasons'  Hall,  London,  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Master, 
M.W.  Bro.  The  Rt.  Hon.  Lord  Harris,  M.C.,  V.L.,  who  was  first  elected 
to  this  office  in  1954,  and  was  again  so  at  the  Quarterly  meeting  held 
on  March  13,  1962.  The  following  extract  from  the  minutes  of  that 
meeting  will,  I  believe,  be  interesting  and  informative: 

"Whereupon  the  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies  (R.W.  Bro.  H.  D. 
STILL,  P.G.W.),  proclaimed: 

"BE  IT  KNOWN  that  Most  Worshipful  Brother  THE  RIGHT  HON- 
OURABLE GEORGE  ST.  VINCENT,  BARON  HARRIS  of  Seringapatam 
and  Mysore  in  the  East  Indies,  and  of  Belmont  in  the  County  of  Kent; 
upon  whom  has  been  conferred  the  Decoration  of  the  Military  Cross;  a 
Knight  of  Justice  in  the  Grand  Priory  in  the  British  Realm  of  the  Most 
Venerable  Order  of  the  Hospital  of  St.  John  of  Jerusalem;  formerly 
Captain  in  Her  Majesty's  Territorial  Army;  Bachelor  of  Arts  of  the 
University  of  Oxford;  In  the  Commission  of  the  Peace  and  Vice- 
Lieutenant  for  the  County  of  Kent;  Past  Grand  Warden  in  the  United 
Fraternity  of  Antient,  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  England;  Past 
Grand  Scribe  Nehemiah  in  the  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons;  Grand  Master,  and  Knight  Grand  Cross,  in  the  Great  Priory  of 
the  United  Religious  and  Military  Orders  of  the  Temple,  and  of  St. 
John  of  Jerusalem,  Palestine,  Rhodes  and  Malta;  Grand  Inspector  General 
33°,  and  Inspector  General  for  Kent,  in  the  Antient  and  Accepted  Rite; 
Past  Provincial  Grand  Master  for  Kent,  and  Past  Provincial  Grand  Master 
for  Surrey,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.;  has  been  elected  Grand  Master  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Mark  Master  Masons  of  England  and  Wales,  and  the 
Dominions  and  Dependencies  of  the  British  Crown;  Whom  may  the  Great 
Overseer  of  the  Universe  long  preserve. 

"The  Most  Worshipful  Grand  Master  was  saluted,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies. 

"M.W.  GRAND  MASTER:  Brethren,  I  very  much  appreciate  your 
great  kindness  in  re-electing  me  your  Grand  Master  for  the  ensuing 
year.  As  you  have  heard,  I  have  held  the  office  since  1954,  and  I  feel 
that  by  this  time  you  must  be  tired  of  me.  (Cries  of:  'No'.)  I  under- 
stand that  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Scotland  holds  office 
for  only  four  years.  Some  of  you  may  remember  that  our  Grand  Master 
of  the  United  Grand  Lodge  of  England,  M.W.  Brother  the  Right  Hon.  the 
Earl  of  Scarbrough,  K.G.,  referred  recently  to  this.  You  have  done  me 
the  honour  of  electing  me  your  Grand  Master  ever  since  1954.  I  do 
appreciate  that.  As  you  know,  this  degree  is  very  near  to  my  heart,  and 
I  always  feel  that  the  degree  is  worthy  of  all  the  work  that  you  can 
possibly  put  into  it.  During  the  ensuing  year  I  will  do  my  utmost  to 
carry  out  my  duties.  I  am  certain  that  I  can  rely  upon  your  support.  I 
do  thank  you  for  the  support  that  you  gave  me  during  the  past  year.  I 
hope  that  the  coming  year  will  prove  to  be  a  very  happy  and  successful 
one  in  the  degree  which  we  all  have  so  very  much  at  heart.  (Applause.)" 
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The  reports  revealed  that  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Masonry  is 
healthy  and  flourishing,  and  the  Grand  Master  reported  at  the  Septem- 
ber Quarterly  Meeting: 

"I  am  glad  to  say  that  Mark  Masonry  seems  to  be  flourishing  in  all 
parts  of  the  world  and  that  interest  in  the  Mark  is  increasing  both  in 
this  country  and  overseas.  Once  more,  I  thank  you,  Brethren,  for  the 
very  great  support  which  you  have  always  given  me.  (Applause.)" 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  your  Reviewer  and  his  wife,  when  on  a  visit 
to  London  in  August,  1962,  to  meet  the  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Masonic 
Body,  Rt.  Wor.  Bro.  Lt.  Col.  J.  W.  Chitty,  M.B.E.,  when  we  were  guests 
of  Sir  George  Boag  at  a  dinner  party  given  by  him. 

Florida 

The  115th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Florida  was  held  at  Gainesville  on  May  16,  1962. 

Chapters  47;  Membership  December  31,  1961—9,626;  Net  loss  28. 

Grand  High  Priest:  M.E.  Comp.  James  Andrew  Winfield. 

Grand  Secretary:  M.E.  Comp.  John  B.  Phelps. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  stated  in  part: 
"Companions,  the  past  year  1961,  was  the  first  year  since  1942  that 
your  Grand  Chapter  has  failed  to  show  a  gain  in  membership.  Our  net 
loss  was  28  Companions,  Suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  were 
responsible  for  our  failure  to  show  a  gain.  Companions,  our  suspensions 
for  non-payment  of  dues  increased  thirty-four  percent  in  1961  over  1960. 
Later,  I  will  make  a  suggestion  that  I  believe  will  reduce  these  sus- 
pensions .  .  . 

"I  feel  that  the  following  paragraph  which  I  am  quoting  from  the 
address  of  James  Luther  Jordan,  Most  Excellent  Grand  High  Priest, 
which  was  delivered  at  the  New  Orleans  Convocation  is  pertinent.  I  am 
taking  the  liberty  of  substituting  the  word,  state,  where  'Continent'  was 
used,  and  one  year,  for  'Three  Years'. 

"'Listen  to  me!  You  are  the  leadership  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
this  state.  If  it  is  to  be  revitalized,  you  are  the  fellows  that  will  do  it. 
If  you  do  not  do  it,  then  it  won't  be  done  unless  we  have  a  lot  of  funerals 
and  some  younger  and  more  dedicated  men  grab  the  falling  torch  and  go 
out  and  do  the  job.  Your  generation  and  mine, — our  generation — ,  seems 
likely  to  bear  the  reproach  of  history  for  having  frittered  away  the 
heritage  transmitted  to  us  by  dedicated  fathers.  I  am  not  seeking  your 
plaudits  or  applause.  I  am  talking  to  you  as  frankly  and  as  bluntly  as 
I  know  how  about  the  state  of  the  Capitular  Craft  in  this  state.  I  have 
failed  to  enlist  the  aid  of  a  sufficient  number  of  you  to  carry  the  Royal 
banner  to  success.  I  can  only  pray  that  the  more  able' successors  who 
follow  will  gain  and  hold  your  support  to  the  end  that  one  year  hence  it 
will  be  a  different  story'." 

RECOMMENDATIONS 
"No.  1 — Companions,  if  I  were  limited  to  but  one  recommendation 
for  the  betterment  of  the  York  Rite,  it  would  be  for  every  Companion  to 
take  an  active  interest  in  his  Blue  Lodge.  I  know  that  we  have  so  many 
York  Rite  meeting  nights  that  it  is  hard  to  find  time  for  attending  our 
Blue  Lodges.  But,  who  will  probably  secure  a  petition  from  a  newly 
raised  Master  Mason  for  advancement  in  Masonry,  the  Masonic  Brother 
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that  he  has  observed  in  the  Lodge  on  each  night  that  he  was  receiving 
his  degree;  or  the  Brother  that  he  has  never  seen  attending  Lodge?  .  .  . 

"No.  2 — Payment  of  Dues.  I  recommend  that  every  Subordinate 
Chapter  incorporate  within  its  bylaws,  if  it  has  not  already  done  so, 
an  Article  similar  to  Article  XIII  of  the  Uniform  Code  of  By-Laws  and 
then  live  by  it.  This  Article  gives  the  Subordinate  Chapters  the  power 
to  start  action  for  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  on  all  Companions 
that  are  six  months  in  arrears,  in  their  dues.  I  know  that  most  Chapters 
have  the  policy  of  carrying  a  member  at  least  two  years  before  suspend- 
ing him  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Companions,  I  believe  that  this  is  a 
mistake.  It  takes  less  money  to  pay  one  year's  dues  than  it  does  two  or 
three,  and  it  should  be  easier  to  collect  the  one  year's  dues.  It  is  my 
opinion,  that  we  will  have  fewer  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
if  we  do  not  permit  the  Companions  to  get  so  deeply  in  debt.  If  the 
Companion  has  not  paid  his  dues  by  December  27th,  and  has  been  notified 
as  mentioned  in  Article  XIII  of  the  Uniform  Code  of  By-Laws,  let  us 
suspend  him.  Other  Masonic  organizations  operate  successfully  under 
this  policy.    Why  can't  we?" 

He  also  referred  to  a  paper  given  by  Comp.  Stephen  Beach  Dimond, 
entitled  "An  Aggressive  Masonic  Program  Against  Counter  Influences," 
part  of  which  I  quote: 

"The  Masonic  Digest,  a  California  publication,  says,  'There  are  not 
too  many  old  men  in  Masonry,  but  there  are  too  few  young  men  coming 
into  Masonry'.  I  am  concerned  about  the  life  blood  of  my  fraternity, 
about  the  shortage  of  young  men  petitioning  for  the  degrees.  Why  this 
small  percentage  of  young  men  ?  MASONRY  HAS  COMPETITION— 
The  service  and  social  clubs  fill  the  needs  of  youth,  with  their  aggres- 
sive programs  of  worthy  community  and  charitable  projects,  into  which 
are  woven  the  strong  strands  of  friendship  and  fellowship.  Everyone 
wants  to  be  on  the  winning  team,  even  at  the  sacrifice  of  some  moral 
values.  My  Companions,  it  pays  to  advertise.  I  know  that  my  fraternity 
surpasses  all  these  transitory  things,  but  it  must  gird  up  its  loins,  then 
encompass  everything  touching  on  its  members.  My  Companions,  it 
pays  to  advertise  .  .  . 

"Nothing  is  more  dreary  or  uninspiring,  to  the  sideliner,  than  the 
recitation  of  previous  meetings,  the  reading  of  communications,  the  pay- 
ing of  bills,  the  discussion  of  officers  as  to  when  and  how  to  practice, 
and  many  other  things  that  are  necessary  to  the  proper  functioning  of 
fraternal  bodies.  To  the  sideliner  they  are  of  no  import.  He  comes  for 
the  fellowship  and  brotherly  love,  which  he  must  grasp  in  the  few  minutes 
before  the  meeting  is  called  to  order,  or  at  the  coffee  break,  at  its  con- 
clusion. Can  we  wonder,  then,  why  attendance  in  Craft  Masonry  is  only 
about  6x/£%  of  its  membership?  And  we  are  following  in  its  foot- 
steps .  .  . 

"The  South  Australian  Freemason  tells  us.  'The  world  needs  men 
who  can  be  depended  upon,  who  put  others  before  themselves,  and  who 
are  not  afraid  to  stand  up  and  be  counted;  those  who  are  able  to  add 
something  to  the  uplifting  of  political  life,  something  to  the  brotherhood 
of  social  life,  something  to  the  practical  efficiency  of  spiritual  life.  Then 
we  shall  have  done  mankind1  a  service.' 

"My  Companions,  the  die  is  cast:  shall  we  sit  pensively  by  and  re- 
minisce of  the  days  of  yore  ?  Shall  we  pat  ourselves  on  the  back  because 
we  have  something  too  good  for  the  world  to  know?  No,  by  Companions, 
though  the  problems  be  weighty,  we  shall  attack  them  with  zeal  and 
ardor.     And  proudly  leave  to  our  posterity  the  knowledge  that  we  were 
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unafraid,  forthright  in  our  decisions,  forthright  in  our  actions.  —  But  Life 
marches  on  .  .  . 

"My  Companions,  the  future  impact  of  Masonry  will  depend  more 
on  its  ability  to  amend  to  changes,  than  on  any  other  factor."

The  140th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Georgia  was  held  in  Macon,  April  18th  and  19th, 
1962.

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  reported,  and  I  quote: 

"The  future  is  so  closely  related  to  the  past  and  present  that  they 
must  be  considered  in  any  plans  for  the  future. 

"As  you  will  note  from  the  statistical  report  of  the  past  ten  years, 
there  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  net  gain  and  a  steady  increase  in 
the  number  of  suspensions  until  in  these  last  two  years  there  has  been  a 
loss.  I  set  out,  as  I  would  have  in  a  private  business  of  my  own,  to  try 
to  find  the  reason.  And  this  is  what  I  found  from  personal  observation 
in  visiting  90%  of  the  chapters. 

1.  Out  of  the  hundred  and  thirty  chapters,  thirty  to  forty  are  simply 
not  able  to  open  and  confer  the  degrees;  fifty  to  sixty  can  by  reading 
part  of  the  Ritual  to  the  candidates  or  with  some  outside  help;  and  only 
thirty  to  forty  can  really  do  a  proficient  job. 

2.  With  very  few  exceptions,  the  convocations  are  so  dull  and  dead 
no  one  wants  to  attend  unless  degree  work  is  being  conferred — not  even 
the  officers.    They  had  rather  stay  home  and  watch  TV. 

3.  Masonic  Bodies  in  many  places  have  lost  their  identity  in  the 
community  and  in  most  have  forfeited  their  places  of  leadership  to  dozens 
of  civic  clubs  and  other  organizations  which  have  sprung  up  in  the  last 
twenty  or  twenty-five  years. 

"What  do  we  conclude  from  these  findings?  Simply  this!  In  our 
rush  for  numbers  we  have  been  Majoring  on  a  Minor.  Let  us  think 
more  about  Who  we  get  rather  than  How  Many.  Our  rolls  are  cluttered 
with  the  names  of  those  who  are  not  Masons  and  have  little  or  no  regard 
for  what  we  are  trying  to  do  in  the  hearts  and  lives  of  men.  Too  much 
of  the  seed  we  have  sown  has  been  sown  on  rocky  ground  and  too  little 
of  the  seed  sown  in  fertile  soil  has  been  properly  cultivated.  This  is 
aptly  shown  when  suspensions  almost  equal  exaltations.  We  are  now 
reaping  the  harvest  of  the  seed  we  have  sown. 

"What  of  the  Future  ? 

"Is  there  anything  that  we  can  about  it?  Certainly  there  is!  Let 
us  reevaluate  the  purposes  of  Masonry.     What  are  its  purposes? 
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1.  Strengthen  a  man  in  his  Moral  and  Spiritual  responsibilities. 
(Duty  to  God  and  Man).  Then  let's  confer  the  degrees  in  a  manner  that 
will  emphasize  those  duties. 

2.  Strengthen  in  him  the  desire  to  maintain  those  personal  free- 
doms that  Masonry  believes  in  and  helped  to  establish  in  this  country. 
(Duty  to  Country). 

3.  Encourage  him  to  give  expressions  to  the  desire  to  help  the 
needy  and  less  fortunate  —  by  giving  him  an  opportunity  through  the 
leadership  of  our  Masonic  Bodies.  (Duty  to  Neighbor)." 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  Balance  General  Fund  $36,472.13; 
Educational  Fund  $3,008.22;  Reserve  Fund  $76,546.80,  and  in  addition 
Bonds  General  Fund  valued  at  $171,000.00  and  Educational  Fund 
$14,500.00.

In  his  address  the  G.H.P.  welcomed  all  present  by  saying: 

"I  welcome  each  and  all  of  you  to  this  fifty-fourth  Annual  Convoca- 
tion of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Idaho.  To  you  who  are 
here  for  the  first  time,  I  extend  a  very  special  welcome  and  hope  you 
will  receive  inspiration  and  knowledge  in  the  deliberations  of  your  Grand 
Chapter,  ever  remembering  that  the  spirit  of  Freemasonry  is  the  ex- 
pression of  the  Divine  will  to  make  men  better,  to  touch  them  with  a 
new  spirit  of  toleration,  charity,  brotherhood   and  harmony." 

And  later: 

"I  am  pleased  to  report  that  cur  gain  in  membership  is  most  modest. 
Our  losses  have  been  very  high  because  of  ?,n  exceptionally  large  death 
loss  of  seventy-two,  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  of  fifty  and 
twenty-five  demits,  we  can  be  thankful  our  gain  is  ONE.  We  have 
exalted  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  Companions,  affiliated  eleven,  re- 
instated thirteen.  Our  membership  at  the  end  of  1960  was  3,046;  on  De- 
cember 31,  1961,  3,047. 

"All  Chapters  except  one  have  exalted  candidates  this  past  year. 
Mountain  Home  Chapter  No.  24  is  to  be  congratulated  by  having  exalted 
thirty  candidates. 

"I  am  confident  that  Capitular  Masonry  in  Idaho  is  on  a  firm  and 
solid  foundation.  The  Companions  are  enthusiastic  and  their  work  in 
conferring  the  degrees  is  outstanding."

—30,523;  net  loss  1,032.

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  made  some  reference  to  the 
time-consuming  demands  in  order  to  discharge  the  responsibilities  of  his 
high  and  important  office  in  that  he  stated  in  part: 

"In  order  to  adequately  represent  our  Grand  Chapter  within  and 
outside  of  Illinois  I  found  it  necessary  to  travel  almost  20,000  miles  by 
automobile,  about  8,000  miles  by  air  and  about  1,700  miles  by  rail.  I  give 
you  these  statistics  only  as  a  means  of  evaluating  the  scope  of  my  ac- 
tivities during  my  term.  This  travelling  brought  Grand  Chapter  to  many 
Chapters  who  otherwise  would  have  no  contact  with  the  Grand  High 
Priest  or  other  Grand  Officers." 

All  will,  I  feel,  be  interested  to  read  part  of  an  address  given  by 
Bro.  Clarence  P.  Schwartz,  representing  M.W.  Bro.  and  Comp.  Harold  D. 
Ross,  Grand  Master  of  Illinois,  and  I  quote: 

"I  am  sure  that  most  of  you  have  already  found  out  that  our  Grand 
Master  has  scheduled  a  conference  during  the  month  of  August  and  that 
the  name  of  the  conference  will  be  Masonic  Unity  and  that  the  leaders  of 
all  the  appendant  bodies,  those  who  predicate  their  membership  on  things 
in  the  Masonic  fraternity,  will  be  invited  and  already  have  been,  I  am 
sure,  to  sit  around  a  table  and  discuss  Masonry  in  all  of  its  phases. 

"The  time  has  long  passed,  if  it  ever  did  exist,  that  the  different 
organizations  in  the  vineyards  of  Masonry  could  go  about  their  separate 
ways  and  enjoy  success  and  flourish. 

"In  this  vast  moving  age,  atomic  age,  jet  age,  it  is  necessary  that  we 
channel  all  of  our  efforts  in  one  direction  and  that  is  unity  and,  there- 
fore, I  am  sure  that  much  good  will  come  out  of  the  conference  as 
scheduled  by  our  Grand  Masters.  I  would  also  like  to  say  to  you  that 
your  elective  Grand  Officers  in  the  Grand  Lodge  have  all  committed 
themselves  to  this  progressive  type  of  thinking. 

"We  are  now  proposing  to  do  some  things  that  we  as  Masons  would 
not  dare  think  about  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  ago.  Because  of  changing 
times  and  because  of  the  present-day  conditions  we  must  adjust  ourselves 
to  meet  these  changes. 

"The  original  pattern  of  Masonry  hasn't  changed  one  iota — it  is  the 
same  as  it  was  centuries  ago,  but  then  perhaps  we  have  not  brought 
ourselves  up-to-date."

Many  distinguished  guests  from  other  jurisdictions  and  Masonic 
bodies  were  cordially  received  and  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

It  is  again  significant  that  we  find  the  Grand  High  Priest  reporting 
in  his  address: 

"Two  meetings  that  I  attended  this  year  will  be  of  interest  to  this 
Grand  Chapter.  The  General  Grand  Chapter  held  a  regional  conference 
in  Chicago  on  November  18,  1961,  composed  of  Grand  Chapter  officers 
and  Past  Grand  officers  from  Ohio,  Illinois,  Kentucky,  Michigan,  Wis- 
consin, Minnesota  and  Missouri.  Ex.  Comp.  Roger  K.  Becker,  General 
Grand  Guard  and  P.G.H.P.  of  Indiana,  presided  at  this  meeting.  The 
General  Grand  High  Priest,  E.  A.  Martini,  was  present  and  spoke  at  the 
dinner.  I  was  honored  by  being  asked  to  deliver  a  paper  at  this  meeting. 
This  paper  was  published  in  the  York  Rite  News.  It  was  my  conclusion, 
at  the  close  of  this  conference,  that  everyone  there  was  agreed  that  we 
are  dealing  in  a  good  product  and  that  we  belive  in  it,  but  we  are  not 
agreed  on  how  to  present  it  to  the  Masonic  brethren.  We  also  were 
agreed  that  something  should  be  done,  to  stop  our  losses.  We  all  know 
the  only  methods  that  will  stop  our  losses  are  good  local  leadership,  good 
ritual,  good  costumes  and  good  timing  when  presenting  degrees.  Keep  in 
mind  that  we  are  competing  for  a  candidate's  time." 

The  Grand  Lecturer  also  reported: 

"It  is  regrettable  that  the  calendar  year  of  1961  shows  a  member- 
ship loss  and  I  remind  you  that  had  we  eliminated  approximately  one- 
half  of  our  losses  by  suspensions  and  demits  we  would  have  broken  even. 
While  we  exalted  779  during  the  year,  738  went  the  demit  and  suspension 
route  which  seldom  leads  back  to  our  door.  We  can  and  we  must  curtail 
our  losses  through  these  two  mediums.  Attention  to  detail  will  solve  most 
of  our  problems  both  ritualistically  and  statistically." 

The  newly  installed  G.H.P.  must  have  inspired  his  listeners  with  his 
acceptance  address,  part  of  which  I  quote: 

"These  are  serious  times  in  our  country  and  our  world.  Masonry  has 
never  in  its  history  had  such  a  challenge  as  we  face  today.  .  .  . 

"As  I  said,  I  don't  know  the  answer,  but  I  believe  I  do  know  the 
right  formula  to  get  the  right  answer  and  that  consists  of  a  four-letter 
word,  WORK.  Work,  not  for  you  or  me  alone,  but  together.  Let  us  look 
back  to  the  charge  in  the  Past  Master  degree,  which  said  to  us,  "Self  a 
servant,  but  still  a  master,  self  a  craftsman,  yet  a  ruler  of  the  craft.' 

"Today  let  me  ask  you,  am  I  your  servant  or  am  I  your  ruler?  Are 
you  the  servants  or  are  you  the  rulers  ?  Neither,  I  hope.  For  to  do  the 
job  before  us  we  must  have  the  courage  of  a  master  and  the  qualities  of 
a  craftsman.  I  believe  we  have  and  together  we  can  accomplish  our  job 
and  come  up  with  the  correct  answer." 

And  finally: 

"The  Masonic  Fraternity  itself  can  do  little  or  nothing,  but  we  the 
members,  working  together,  can  do  wonders.  In  order  to  get  results  we 
must  have  the  same  determination  our  forefathers  had  at  the  Boston 
Tea  Party,  at  Valley  Forge  or  the  many  historic  events  that  gave  us  the 
freedoms  we  enjoy  today. 

"These  things  cannot  be  accomplished  with  a  declining  membership, 
half-hearted  members,   Masons  by  dues   cards  only.   Each   of  you  here 
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assembled  should  promise  yourselves  to  go  back  to  your  Chapter  and  get 
things  moving,  get  to  work,  have  some  social  functions,  do  good  ritualistic 
work  and  prove  to  all  that  Masonry  is  not  dying  on  the  vine  but  that  it  is 
alive  and  active." 

The  Treasurer  reported  balance  in  general  fund  $28,937.96;  in  the 
Triennial  fund  $6,673.20,  and  securities  $46,000.

Iowa 

The  106th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Iowa  was  held  at    Fort  Dodge  April  26,  27  and  28,  1962.

Many  distinguished  guests  from  other  jurisdictions  were  in  atten- 
dance. 

Total  membership  December  31,  1962—15,718;  net  loss  206;  and  in 
this  connection  the  G.H.P.  reported: 

"I  am  very  sorry  to  report  that  we  have  a  net  loss  of  206  in  mem- 
bership, but  it  is  quite  gratifying  to  report  that  we  have  18  less  demits, 
13  less  suspensions  and  56  less  deaths  this  year.  But  we  also  had  28  less 
exaltations,  making  our  decrease  in  membership  54  less  than  last  year. 
From  the  results  of  these  figures  it  is  possible  that  Capitular  Masonry 
might  be  having  an  upward  trend. 

"If  the  207  suspensions  and  187  demits  could  have  been  kept  in  our 
Chapters  we  would  have  shown  an  increase  in  membership.  Companions, 
this  is  a  bad  situation  and  we  should  make  every  effort  to  keep  all  Com- 
panions interested  in  their  own  Chapter  so  that  this  list  of  suspensions 
and  demits  could  be  reduced." 

He  concluded  his  address  with  the  following,  surely  worthy  of  prac- 
tice: 

"The  value  of  a  smile — it  costs  nothing,  but  creates  much.  It  is  the 
rest  to  the  weary — daylight  to  the  discouraged — sunshine  to  the  sad — 
and  nature's  best  antidote  for  trouble.  It  cannot  be  bought,  begged,  bor- 
rowed or  stolen — for  it  is  something  that  is  no  earthly  good  to  anybody 
— until  it  is  given  away." 

The  report  of  Committee  on  Chartered  Chapters  records: 

"This  report  adds  another  year  of  recession  in  Capitular  Masonry  in 

Iowa.  This  recession  can  hardly  be  termed  as  the  fruits  of  our  labors. 

Are  we  fully  aware  of  what  is  transpiring  ? 

"Capitular  Masonry  is  more  essential  today  than  it  was  50  years 
ago,  because  we  have  a  heritage  to  maintain.  Just  a  few  generations  ago 
our  forefathers  in  establishing  this  heritage  found  it  most  difficult  and 
trying  to  hold  aloft  the  banner  of  Masonry  in  pride,  dignity  and  above 
all,  loyalty  in  attendance. 

"Yet  the  records  show  that  under  severe  handicaps,  not  prevalent 
today,  they  flourished  and  our  order  stands  today  as  a  memento  to  their 
untiring  labors.  To  continue  the  teachings  of  Masonry  today  is  to  ex-

press  our  trust  in  God,  in  the  church,  in  the  public  schools,  in  community 
pride  and  to  encourage  right  thinking  and  living. 

"We  seem  to  enjoy  mouthing  the  myth  that  there  just  isn't  enough 
time  for  everything  and  that  there  are  too  many  distractions.  These 
excuses  are  as  old  as  the  hills.  There  is  as  much  time  as  ever  to  do  the 
things  we  want  to  do  but  somehow  Masonry  doesn't  get  its  just  share.'' 

M.W.  Bro.  Leslie  C.  Eddy,  Grand  Master  of  Masons  in  Iowa,  struck  a 
most  significant  note  when  in  his  address  to  Grand  Chapter  he  stated,  in 
part: 

"And,  Companions,  we  do  have  many  common  problems  and  I  do  not 
believe  that  any  one  branch  of  Masonry  can  solve  them  single  handed. 
We  must  join  forces,  plan  together,  talk  together  and  above  all  we  must 
work  together  for  the  benefit  of  all  Masonry.  Nothing  is  to  be  gained  by 
pulling  in  different  directions.  We  have  one  common  goal,  that  of  making 
better  Masons  out  of  the  ones  we  now  have  and  influencing  others  by 
deed  and  action  to  become  interested  in  our  fraternity. 

"We  are  deeply  concerned  over  the  tremendous  loss  in  membership 
during  recent  years.  Blue  Lodge  Masonry  has  suffered  a  net  loss  of  3,500 
members  in  the  past  five  years.  This,  my  Companions,  is  an  average  loss 
per  year  of  TOO  members,  and  we  simply  can't  continue  in  this  same  pat- 
tern or  we  will  soon  find  ourselves  in  the  same  position  as  another 
prominent  fraternal  order  which,  not  too  many  years  ago,  had  a  mem- 
bership of  more  than  85,O0'0  and  now  has  less  than  17,000.  I  was  sorry 
to  hear  in  the  report  of  your  Grand  High  Priest  that  your  organization 
has  lost  two  hundred  and  six  members  in  the  past  year."

Ireland 

Annual  Report  of  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ireland, 
1961. 

Membership  not  recorded. 

Most  Excellent  Sydney  Hanna  in  a  letter  dated  January,  1962,  to 
Right  Excellent  Grand  Registrar  J.  O.  Harte  stated  in  part: 

"The  past  year  has  proved  a  very  memorable  one  for  Royal  Arch 
Masonry,  for  it  has  seen  the  Golden  Jubilee  celebrations  of  no  less  than 
four  of  our  District  Grand  Chapters. 

"At  the  meetings  called  to  mark  these  occasions  it  was  very  evident, 
from  the  large  numbers  of  visitors  present,  that  interest  in  our  Order  is 
increasing.  Companions  are  beginning  to  realise  the  value  of  visiting 
other  Chapters  and  are  reaping  the  benefits  and  cementing  the  ties  of  the 
companionship   inherent  in   our  ideals. 

"The  District  Grand  Kings  met  for  their  Annual  Conference  in  No- 
vember and  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  the  meetings  are  invaluable. 

"The  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  instruction  carried  out  its  mis- 
sion successfully  last  year  and  I  think  the  fact  that  several  new  clasees 
of  instruction  have  been  formed  is  the  best  tribute  that  can  be  paid  to 
its  work  for  the  revival  of  interest  in  our  ritual. 

"It   is   my   ambition   to   make   Royal   Arch   Masonry  worthy   of  its 
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position  as  the  second  largest  branch  of  the  Masonic  Order  and  this  will 
be  my  task. 

'A  Task  without  a  Vision  is  drudgery, 

A  Vision  without  a  Task  is  a  Dream, 

A  Task  with  a  Vision  is  a  Victory.' 

"Once  more  I  am  indebted  to  those  Companions  who  accompanied  me 
on  my  various  visits,  to  all  those  who  have  made  these  visits  memorable 
by  their  kindness,  courtesy  and  hospitality,  and  last  but  by  no  means 
least,  to  my  Deputy,  to  yourself,  Grand  Registrar,  and  to  the  other 
officers  of  Grand  Chapter,  not  forgetting  the  staff  in  the  office.  We 
have  indeed  a  loyal  band  to  work  for  the  furtherance  of  Royal  Arch 
Masonry." 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  stated  Convocations  of  the  Supreme 
Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ireland  are  held  in  Freemasions'  Hall, 
Dublin,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  months  of  February,  May  and 
November  and  the  third  Wednesday  in  June  at  8  p.m. 

The  reports  submitted  by  the  District  Grand  Kings  (nine  in  Ireland, 
one  South  Africa  Northern,  one  Natal,  South  Africa,  one  Southern  Cape, 
South  Africa  and  one  New  Zealand)  show  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  in 
a  healthy  condition  and  making  great  progress,  and  Ara  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  No.  348,  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  reported: 

"We,  the  members  of  Ara  Chapter,  being  No.  348  on  the  register  of 
Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Ireland,  assembled  this  twelfth 
day  of  November,  1960,  in  the  Ara  Temple,  Auckland,  New  Zealand,  at 
our  Communication  held  on  the  occasion  of  the  centenary  of  our  Chapter 
desire  to  convey  to  you  and  through  you  to  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  our 
hearty  greetings  and  this  expression  of  our  continued  loyalty  to  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  and  to  you  as  our  Most  Excellent  and  Supreme  Grand 
King. 

"We  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  the  original  constitution  of  our 
Chapter  marked  the  first  establishment  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  this 
Dominion  and  it  is  with  the  deepest  feelings  of  satisfaction  and  apprecia- 
tion that  we  contemplate  the  high  efficiency  and  noble  purpose  displayed 
in  the  management  and  control  of  our  Chapter  by  those  of  our  members 
who  have  preceded  us  down  the  years  and  the  ready  guidance  and  assist- 
ance extended  to  us  at  all  times  by  Supreme  Grand  Chapter."

Kansas 

The  97th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Kansas  was  held  in  Topeka  on  March  12  and 
13,  1962. 

Chapters  88;  membership  December  31,  1961—15,676;  net  loss  262.

The  Grand  High  Priest  cordially  welcomed  a  large  number  of  dis- 
tinguished guests,  including  the  Grand  Master,  M.W.  Bro.  John  H.  Mur- 
ray. In  his  address  he  stated  in  part: 

"I  entered  upon  this  year  with  high  hopes  that  we  would  be  able  to 
build  on  the  work  of  my  immediate  predecesors  and  stem  the  trend  to- 
ward a  loss  in  membership  and  get  'back  in  the  black.' 
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"Such  was  not  to  be.  Our  loss  in  1961  was  more  than  in  previous 
years. 

"There  are,  of  course,  reasons  for  this,  some  of  which  I  propose  to 
set  before  you  at  this  time. 

"First  of  all  we  are  an  aging  group.  Our  average  age  has  gone  up. 
Therefore  we  can  expect  that  the  death  list  will  be  bigger  each  year. 

"We  are  not  getting  young  Masons  as  candidates  for  the  Royal  Arch. 
"We  do  not,  for  the  most  part,  get  young  men  to  take  the  lodge 
degrees  as  soon  as  we  did  forty  years  ago. 

"Today  the  young  men  are  marrying  early,  often  in  their  teens, 
and  then  there  is  government  service  facing  them  even  before  they  get 
out  of  college. 

"With  early  marriage  comes  family  responsibilities.  And,  although 
their  income  is  greater,  their  'out-go'  is  also  greater  and  there  is  not 
that  opportunity  to  put  some  of  their  money  and  time  into  Masonry  as 
formerly. 

"To  offset  this  condition  the  Royal  Arch  will  have  to  be  made  so 
attractive  and  so  effective  that  it  will  fall  into  the  category  of  a  'neces- 
sity' in  Masonry,  even  as  most  young  men  feel  the  'necessity'  of  the  lodge 
in  their  lives. 

"The  officers  of  your  Grand  Chapter  cannot  stem  the  downward 
trend.  During  the  last  several  years  that  this  trend  has  been  noticeable 
we  have  had  Grand  High  Priests  of  very  high  ability  (and  in  that  group 
I  am  not  placing  myself)  who  have  worked  long,  hard  and  diligently  on 
their  task.  They  have  written  many  letters  of  encouragement  and  wis- 
dom to  the  Companions  of  Kansas  and  have  to  the  utmost  of  their  ability 
promoted  the  interests  of  Capitular  Masonry. 

"Grand  High  Priests  have  gone  from  one  end  of  the  state  to  the 
other  on  speaking  tours  and  generally  'knocked  themselves  out'  to  pro- 
mote the  Royal  Arch.  And,  again,  that  has  not  stopped  the  decline  in 
membership.  You  have  stimulated  for  a  short  time  and  then  the  'apathy' 
has  returned  and  the  next  year  brings  a  report  of  a  decline  in  member- 
ship. 

"Our  Grand  Secretary  has  gone  'overboard'  in  giving  us  publicity 
and  space  in  the  INFORMATION  BULLETINS  of  his  office,  and  yet  we 
lose  membership.  We  are  losing  membership  even  in  the  face  of  the  tre- 
mendous population  bulge  that  has  hit  us  in  the  closing  years  of  this 
century  when  by  the  law  of  averages  we  ought  to  be  growing. 

"All  the  aforementioned  facts  have  failed  to  'get  the  job  done.'  And 
during  the  past  year  I  have  reached  a  conclusion  that  has  been  building 
up  as  I've  moved  up  through  the  Grand  Line.  This  fact  has  been  made 
clear.  The  Grand  High  Priest  cannot  stop  the  downward  trend;  the 
Grand  Chapter  line  officers  cannot  stop  the  downward  trend;  the  entire 
Grand  Chapter  cannot  stop  the  downward  trend.  And  we  have  a  fine 
Grand  Chapter.  It  functions  well;  its  meetings  are  models  of  good  pro- 
cedure, of  fine  fellowship,  of  inspiring  addresses  and  of  good  fraternal 
relationship.  It's  truly  an  'Excellent'  Grand  Chapter.  But,  when  all  is 
said  and  done,  it  has  failed  to  increase  the  influence  of  Masonry  in  the 
communities  of  Kansas.  Its  share  in  the  Masonic  world  is  dying  out. 

"The  reason  for  that  'dying'  when  all  about  us  are  over  80,000  Master 
Masons  who  have  not  been  brought  into  the  Royal  Arch  is  to  be  found  in 
the  individual  Royal  Arch  Masons  who  make  up  the  eighty-eight  Chapters 
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and  the  officers  who  are  managing  the  affairs  of  over  15,500  Royal  Arch 
Masions  in  Kansas.  .  .  . 

"We  cannot  impress  candidates  and  'make'  good  Royal  Arch  Masons 
with  'unknown'  rituals.  Rituals  which  in  some  instances  cannot  be  read 
by  those  who  are  trying  to  confer  degrees  with  'book  in  hand.' 

"Many  times  words  are  mispronounced,  or  words  substituted,  which 
cloud  the  meaning  and  lessen  the  respect  of  the  intelligent  candidate  for 
the  whole  institution. 

"The  ignorant  cannot  teach  the  intelligent,  but  if  we  will  learn  our 
rituals,  then  the  'butcher,  the  baker  and  the  candle-stick  maker'  can  in- 
struct even  the  philosopher  in  the  secrets  of  the  Royal  Arch  with  dignity 
and  accuracy.  Our  rituals  are  well  and  beautifully  written  and  have  in 
them  a  philosophy  that  will  challenge  the  most  erudite  persons. 

"The  purpose  of  the  ritual  is  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  learned 
and  the  unlearned  the  means  to  instruct  and  convey  exact  meaning  that 
will  be  the  same  yesterday,  today  and  throughout  the  tomorrows  of  the 
future.  But  the  fact  still  remains  that  we  are  not  good  ritualists  in  the 
Royal  Arch.  And  the  reason  is  so  simple:  we  just  do  not  know  our  ritual 
thoroughly.  .  .  . 

"Companions,  we  have  come  to  a  point  where  we  must  decide  whether 
or  not  the  York  Rite  is  worth  saving,  whether  or  not  it  is  worth  promot- 
ing; and  if  it  is  worth  saving  and  and  worth  promoting,  then  we  must  do 
something  about  building  up  the  Royal  Arch.  A  chain  is  no  stronger  than 
its  weakest  link,  and  right  now  we  are  a  weak  link  in  the  York  Rite 
chain,  which  ought  to  give  concern  to  the  Council  and  to  the  Com- 
mandery,  but,  most  of  all,  the  Chapter  itself.  If  we  do  not  have  a  high 
sense  of  our  own  worth,  how  can  we  expect  others  to  have  that  feeling 
for  us  ? 

"Companions,  I  have  laid  the  case  before  you,  I  have  suggested  a 
method  of  helping  ourselves.  But  again,  I  must  say  that  it  is  only  as  the 
individual  Royal  Arch  Mason  is  dedicated  and  consecrated  to  the  work  of 
Masonry  will  he  be  a  good  salesman,  officer  and  ritualist. 

"Only  through  the  fervency  and  zeal  of  the  workers  now  can  you 
make  the  workers  of  the  future  full  of  that  same  zeal  and  fervency. 

"Too  many  of  us  are  tired,  too  many  of  us  are  sitting  back  and 
saying,  'Let  the  young  fellows  do  the  work.'  'I've  worked  for  ten,  twenty, 
thirty,  fifty  years,  now  let  someone  else  do  it.'  Companions,  your  work 
in  Masonry,  like  your  work  for  your  church,  is  never  done.  Only  when, 
'from  your  nerveless  grasp  shall  drop  forever  the  working  tools  of  life,' 
can  we  leave  the  firing  line." 

One  notes  with  interest  parts  of  the  report  of  Committee  on 
Chartered  Chapters  and  Chapters  U.D.  and  I  quote: 

".  .  .  We  cannot,  of  course,  stay  the  heavy  hand  of  Death,  but  it  is 
our  firm  conviction  that  we  can  reverse  the  tide  of  suspensions  and 
greatly  increase  our  exaltations  and  restorations.  These  are  a  matter  of 
personal  responsibility,  not  only  of  the  Secretary  and  High  Priest,  but  of 
every  Companion.  Note  well  the  impressive  gains  made  by  some  of  our 
Chapters,  which  clearly  demonstrates  that  competent  leadership  and 
personal  interest  on  the  part  of  the  Companions  do  have  a  salutary 
effect.  These  two  factors  are  so  essential  that  if  either  is  missing  the 
Chapter  must  inevitably  suffer.  We  do  not  presume  to  pass  judgment 
upon  the  inherent  capabilities  of  any  officer,  but  in  far  too  many  cases 
the  incoming  High  Priest  is  forced  to  fill  his  line  with  those  who  can  be 
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best  qualified.  We  urge  that  great  care  be  exercised  in  the  selection  of 
officers  and  heartily  encourage  the  inauguration  of  those  worthwhile 
programs  which  will  again  bring  to  our  Chapters  the  high  regard  of  the 
entire  community.  If  this  be  done  we  believe  Capitular  Masonry  will 
again  move  forward.  .  .  . 

"Far  too  many  of  our  Companions  have  not  joined  the  Chapter  be- 
cause of  any  deep-seated  desire  for  Masonic  Light.  Instead,  they  have 
joined  an  organization  which  has  a  prerequisite  membership  in  our 
Order.  Perhaps  an  agreement  could  be  reached  whereby  a  Companion 
would  be  required  to  maintain  his  membership  in  the  Chapter  for  a 
specified  period  before  becoming  eligible  to  continue.  This  same  mani- 
festation is  readily  apparent  in  our  lodges.  It  is  the  inescapable  obligation 
of  every  Companion  to  acquaint  himself  with  the  affairs  of  his  lodge,  for 
anything  which  affects  that  great  institution  is  immediately  reflected  in 
the  Chapter.  There  is  a  tremendous  missionary  task  to  be  accomplished 
here  and  only  we  can  do  it. 

"Lest  we  create  the  impression  that  Capitular  Masonry  is  in  danger 
of  destruction  we  hasten  to  add  that  the  problems  we  face  are  common 
to  all  organizations  from  our  Cub  Scouts  to  our  churches.  We  live  in  a 
rapidly  changing  world  and  we  must  be  amenable  to  change.  We  must 
rid  ourselves  of  our  negative  attitude  and  learn  the  virtue  of  adaptability. 
We  are  all  prone  to  associate  with  those  who  interest  us  and  it  is  the 
sincere  belief  of  this  committee  that  if  Chapter  meetings  are  given 
greater  appeal;  if  competent  officers  are  selected;  if  orderly  progres- 
sion is  maintained;  worthwhile  programs  adopted;  better  communications 
established  with  the  lodges  and  ritualistic  work  perfected,  then  the 
Companions  will  attend  and  many  of  the  problems  we  now  face  will  soon 
disappear.  .  .  ."

Priest  in  his  address  said  in  part: 

"In  this  report  of  my  activities  in  your  behalf  I  wish  to  say  that 
most  of  my  duties  have  been  very  pleasant  indeed.  However,  clear  sailing 
is  not  always  available.  I  have  had  to  do  a  few  things  I  did  not  want  to 
do.  All  in  all,  I  believe  that  this  year  will  prove  to  be  a  memorable  one  in 
the  annals  of  masonry.  A  better  understanding  among  the  different 
groups  and  rites  of  Freemasonry  has  been  reached  by  our  working  to- 
gether to  support  the  Grand  Master  in  his  program.  I  would  pray  that 
God  in  His  infinite  wisdom  would  work  in  the  minds  of  Masons  that  they 
might  realize  that  we  are  all  brothers  and  that  each  representative  group 
should  cut  out  for  itself  a  work  worthy  of  notice.  We  should  assist  other 
groups  instead  of  trying  to  take  away  from  them.  If  I  could  say  one  thing 
I  would  want  to  take  home  with  you  it  would  be  this:  'Unless  you  can 
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show  Master  Masons  that  you  are  doing  something  worthwhile  and  make 
them  believe  that  they  are  needed  and  can  contribute  something  to  the 
outcome  you  will  get  generally  just  what  you  deserve,  little  or  nothing. 
You  don't  have  to  fight  any  other  group  in  order  to  promote  your  own 
work'."

Here,  again,  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  we  find  the  G.H.P.  concerned 
with  membership  and  apparent  lessened  interest,  in  that  he  reported,  and 
I  quote: 

".  .  .  Everywhere  I  visited  I  tried  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  im- 
press the  officers  and  Companions  with  the  fact  that  unless  we  keep 
suspensions  down  to  a  minimum  we  could  not  expect  to  show  a  gain.  Our 
Grand  Scribe  and  his  Committee  on  Reinstatements  have  done  their  best 
and  our  Educational  Committee  has  tried  its  utmost  to  help  the  Chapters 
promote  Capitular  Masonry. 

"If  Royal  Arch  Masonry  is  to  succeed  in  this  state  every  Chapter 
officer  and  Companion  must  endeavor  to  do  more  than  he  has  ever  done 
before.  When  we  think  in  terms  of  our  Masonic  organizations  and  their 
success  or  failure  we  think  of  some  things  which  should  strengthen  them. 
A  disturbing  element  in  most  of  our  Chapters  over  the  state  is  atten- 
dance, or  rather  non-attendance.  I  believe  we  should  make  our  meetings 
worthwhile  attending.  We  can  improve  the  efficiency  of  our  business 
meetings,  arrange  interesting  programs  and  invite  our  ladies  and  have  a 
real  hour  of  fellowship.  Above  all,  we  should  confer  degrees  in  a  digni- 
fied manner. 

"If  we  do  these  things,  Companions,  we  become  laborers  worthy  of 
our  hire — when  our  work  can  stand  the  test  of  the  Overseer's  square. 
Producing  that  kind  of  work  demands  labor  under  the  noonday  sun  and 
not  armchair  contemplation  alone.  Let  us  seize  the  opportunity  and  go 
forward  in  1962." 

The  Grand  Secretary  in  a  report  on  a  reinstatement  program  made  a 
potent  statement  which  should  give  all  Chapters  thoughtful  study  and 
action  in  that  he  stated: 

"The  Grand  Secretary  received  a  letter  from  a  suspended  Companion 
living  in  Chicago.  He  said  he  was  74  years  of  age  and  could  not  find 
work,  although  he  wanted  to  work.  He  did  not  want  to  lose  his  Royal 
Arch  membership  but,  not  working,  he  could  not  pay  his  dues. 

"We  encourage,  we  invite,  we  ask  Master  Masons  to  sign  a  petition 
for  the  Chapter  Degrees  and  throughout  his  working  years  we  accept  his 
dues.  When  he  becomes  old,  when  he  reaches  retirement  age  and  work  is 
no  longer  there  and  his  income  reduced  we  suspend  him.  Is  it  fair?  Is  it 
right  ? 
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"I  hope  our  Grand  Chapter  and  Constituent  Chapters  will  develop  a 
program  for  the  welfare,  comfort  and  pleasure  of  our  members."

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  stated,  in  part: 

"It  was  hoped  that  we  would  at  least  hold  our  own  this  year  and 
possibly  show  a  gain,  but  such  just  wasn'  to  be;  and  the  final  returns 
show  a  loss  of  206  members.  However,  we  do  feel  that  the  coming  year 
may  show  a  gain.  Many  Chapters  which  have  been  quite  inactive  for 
several  years  seem  to  have  a  new  lease  on  life.  More  candidates,  visita- 
tions among  Chapters  and  more  active  participation  by  new,  younger 
members  seem  to  be  having  their  effect.  I  would  like  to  quote  from  a 
letter  I  received  from  one  of  our  permanent  members,  'A  close  study  of 
the  reports  of  our  Deputies  reveals  an  appalling  indifference  on  the  part 
of  officers  and  Companions  in  some  Chapters  as  to  whether  we  continue 
to  exist  or  perish.'  This  is  a  very  true  and  pertinent  statement  of  facts. 
Too  many  officers  fail  to  accept  the  responsibility  that  goes  with  any 
office  while  too  many  Companions  fail  to  attend  the  meetings.  However, 
I  am  confident  that  with  the  apparent  new  lease  on  life  of  many  Chapters 
that  the  strength  of  Capitular  Masonry  will  increase." 

The  Committee  on  Condition  of  the  Fraternity  in  its  report  stated,  in 
part: 

"We  note  with  regret  that  the  figures  on  average  attendance  (17)  is 
very  little  above  last  year  and  many  of  these  reports  note  the  absence  of 
elected  officers  in  attendance  at  the  annual  inspection.  Considering  that 
the  minimum  of  twelve  officers  should  be  present  at  inspections,  we  find 
that  our  sixty-nine  Chapters  had  a  total  of  127  elected  officers  who  failed 
to  be  present  on  the  one  convocation  of  the  year  at  which  their  attendance 
would  be  most  appreciated. 

"We  are  pleased  to  note  that  the  places  of  these  absentees  were  most 
ably  filled  by  past  officers  so  that  the  work  did  not  suffer.  If  an  officer 
feels  himself  not  in  a  position  to  fill  his  chair  to  the  credit  of  his  Chapter 
on  the  inspection  he  should  at  least  be  present  on  that  evening.  .  . 

"Your  committee  is  convinced  that  a  serious  effort  to  arouse  en- 
thusiasm among  the  officers  and  members  of  all  our  Chapters  and  to 
promote  more  careful  selection  of  officers  who  will  attend  to  their  duties 
would  be  of  more  benefit  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  the  jurisdiction  than 
efforts  to  increase  our  membership  alone."

The  Grand  Master  of  Manitoba,  M.W.  Bro.  B.  Stuart  Parker,  gave  a 
powerful  address  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  extract  therefrom: 

".  .  .  Politically,  the  nerves  of  nations  are  being  strained  to  the 
breaking  point.  We  are  dangerously  close  to  the  line  of  'intolerable  provo- 
cation,' beyond  which  lies  a  full-scale  nuclear  war.  Economically,  there 
are  many  signs  pointing  to  serious  difficulties  that  must  be  solved  in 
Canada  if  we  are  to  continue  the  unprecedented  prosperity  we  have  en- 
joyed in  recent  years.  In  these  days  that  lie  ahead  our  character  as  a 
nation  will  certainly  be  put  to  the  test.  Our  national  character  is  simply 
a  blend  of  the  individual  characters  of  all  our  citizens.  This  is  why  it  is 
of  practical  importance  to  every  Canadian  to  support  every  force  in  our 
nation  that  will  strengthen  individual  character. 

"One  of  the  great  purposes  of  Freemasonry  is  to  build  character — to 
build  spiritual  temples  of  the  souls  of  men.  I  may  not  know  the  teachings 
of  your  degrees  in  detail,  but  I  have  no  doubt  they  illustrate  and  em- 
phasize various  qualities  of  good  character.  Would  it  be  these  teachings 
and  this  great  purpose  of  our  fraternity  that  give  it  the  undoubted 
strength  it  possesses?  I  think  only  in  part.  After  all,  in  the  field  of 
spiritual  values  there  is  nothing  unique  or  exclusive  to  Freemasonry.  The 
standards  we  maintain  are  supported  as  well  by  other  organizations  in 
our  communities.  What  else  is  there  then  that  adds  to  this  vital  force  of 
Freemasonry? 

"We  should  remember  that  the  purpose  of  our  fraternity  is  to  build 
character  in  the  fellowship  of  our  brethren.  Freemasonry  is  not  a  lonely 
art.  The  principles  and  ideals  of  our  fraternity  become  real  and  alive  only 
when  they  are  communicated  in  an  atmosphere  of  brotherhood.  It  is  in 
this  brotherhood  of  Freemasonry  that  a  great  part  of  our  strength  is 
found.  Friendship  and  brotherly  love  are  part  of  the  vital  force  of  our 
fraternity. 

"One  of  the  reasons  why  we  are  determined  to  keep  attendance  at 
our  meetings  on  a  voluntary  basis  is  that  brotherhood  develops  best  be- 
tween men  who  gather  together  of  their  own  free  will  and  accord  to 
share  in  some  worthwhile  work.  One  of  the  reasons  why  we  become 
members  of  the  apparent  bodies  of  Freemasonry  is  to  widen  our  circles  of 
brotherhood — to  extend  the  ties  of  friendship  between  man  and  man. 
One  of  the  reasons  why  all  recognized  bodies  of  Freemasonry  in  this 
jurisdiction  work  alongside  each  other  in  harmony  is  that  we  are  joined 
together  in  friendship  and  brotherly  love  for  that  noble  enterprise  of 
guiding  better  men  who  will  make  better  citizens  of  our  country  and  of 
the  world  at  large.  A  noble  work  indeed." 

The  Grand  First  Principal  in  his  address  recommended  as  follows: 
"I  have  noted  during  the  election  of  officers  in  Constituent  Chapters 
that  the  constitution  was  not  fully  followed.  This  was  in  more  than  one 
Chapter.  No  official  protest  has  been  made  and  had  a  protest  been  made 
in  some  cases  I  would  have  had  no  recourse  but  to  disallow  the  election. 
The  matter  has  been  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Constitution,  Laws 
and  Jurisprudence  for  study.  Meanwhile,  I  would  recommend  to  all  First 
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Principals  that  they  carefully  handle  any  improper  motions  in  the  election 
of  officers.  The  First  Principal  is  fully  in  charge  of  his  meeting  and  not 
even  the  Grand  First  Principal  can  overrule  him  during  the  meeting; 
however,  he  can  later  disallow  any  action  he  has  taken.  .  .  . 

"August  8,  accompanied  by  M.  Ex.  Comp.  W.  J.  McGregor,  I  at- 
tended the  executive  meeting  of  the  Conference  of  Grand  Chapters  of 
Royal  Arch  Masons  in  Canada  at  Belleville,  Ontario.  The  principal  theme 
was  the  reorganization  of  the  conference  and  attempting  to  have  all 
Grand  Chapters  participate.  A  full  conference  is  to  be  held  in  1962,  fol- 
lowing the  council  meeting  at  St.  John  in  September.  The  executive  is 
attempting  to  make  changes  in  hopes  of  having  all  Grand  Chapters  par- 
ticipate. My  personal  feeling  is  this  conference  should  be  handled  by  the 
sitting  Principals  and  should  follow  Grand  Convocations  across  Canada. 
I  would  recommend  that  this  Grand  Chapter  remain  in  the  Conference 
and  that  the  Grand  First  Principal  or  another  delegate  attend  in  St. 
John."

A  number  of  distinguished  guests  from  other  jurisdictions  and 
Masonic  bodies  were  cordially  welcomed  by  the  Grand  High  Priest. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  stressed  a  continued  lack  of 
attendance  at  Chapter  level  and  his  concern  with  this  and  an  obvious 
lessening  of  interest.  Particular  attention  should  be  directed  to  the  ad- 
dress of  the  Grand  Lecturer,  excerpts  of  which  I  quote: 

"The  Grand  Chapter  is  not  going  to  be  any  stronger  than  the  sub- 
ordinate Chapters  and  the  subordinate  Chapters  are  not  going  to  be  any 
stronger  than  the  leadership  provided  by  the  High  Priests.  Let  us  look  at 
the  facts  about  our  so-called  leaders.  The  G.H.P.  at  the  regional  meet- 
ings outlined  his  plans  to  the  newly  installed  High  Priests,  who  had  just 
knelt  at  the  altar  and  taken  a  vow  that  they  would  perform  the  duties  of 
H.P.  Here  are  some  of  the  apparent  thoughts  of  those  men  at  that  time: 
to  some  it  is  the  opportunity  they  have  been  working  for,  when  they  can 
render  greater  service  to  their  Companions;  to  others,  they  are  one  step 
close  to  an  undeserved  jewel,  something  they  did  nothing  to  earn,  how- 
ever it  will  entitle  them  to  more  free  meals  and  recognition  when  they 
visit;  and  the  third  group  is  the  in-between  ones.  They  don't  even  visit 
with  other  Chapters,  free  meals  or  not,  and  they  know  they  are  not 
leaders  and  have  neither  the  time  nor  ability  to  do  a  good  job  and  still 
lack  the  intestional  fortitude  to  resign  or  drop  out,  even  knowing  it 
would  be  for  the  best  interest  of  the  Chapter.  Until  our  membership  at 
large,  most  of  whom  are  not  present  and  will  never  see  this  report, 
realize  that  but  one  type  of  man  should  be  elected  H.P.,  we  are  still  going 
to  suffer  losses. 

"For  more  than  25  years  the  Chapters  have  been  rated  on  six  points, 
which  we  believed  would  be  a  guide,  by  showing  the  weak  points  the  in-

coming  H.P.  could  take  the  necessary  steps  to  improve  his  Chapter.  To 
determine  these  ratings  a  form  was  prepared  and  sent  to  each  Secretary 
who  supplied  the  necessary  information  and  returned  it.  They  were  then 
tabulated  and  the  ratings  computed.  This  year  the  Chapters  are  not 
rated.  Why?  Because  during  the  long  period  of  time  in  which  this  form 
was  in  use  not  over  20  H.P.  were  interested  enough  to  inquire  why  their 
Chapters  earned  a  low  rating.  I'll  grant  that  many  incoming  High  Priests 
knew  without  asking  why  their  Chapters  had  a  poor  year.  Will  each  of  the 
Companions  who  are  to  serve  as  H.P.  for  the  next  12  months  please  stand. 
You  need  not  answer  this  question  audibly,  but  will  each  of  you  promise 
that  you  will  serve  your  Chapter  to  the  best  of  your  ability  and  take 
seriously  the  obligation  you  have  taken  or  are  about  to  take.  For  your 
Companions'  sake  please  say  yes  to  yourself  and  ask  for  Divine  help  to 
better  serve  your  fellow  men."

Massachusetts 

Regular  Quarterly  Convocations  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter 
of  Massachusetts,  Inc.,  were  held  in  Boston  on  March  7,  June  13,  Sep- 
tember 30,  1961,  and  the  Annual  Convocation  December  12,  1961.

The  G.H.P.  first  reported,  in  part: 

"In  this,  my  first  report  to  you,  I  have  tried  to  point  up  some  of  the 
problems  that  face  us  and  to  re-emphasize  some  of  the  solutions.  It  is 
my  sincere  feeling  that  we  must  have  much  greater  cooperation  and  sup- 
port on  the  part  of  the  individual  Chapters  if  we  are  to  grow.  I  would 
call  to  your  attention  the  fact  that  the  place  of  Grand  Chapter  and  its 
officers  is  not  a  dictatorial  situation.  This  is  your  Grand  Chapter.  We  can 
only  succeed  by  working  for  your  benefit  and  you  for  yourselves.  This 
must  be  a  cooperative  effort.  Let's  work  together,  play  together  and 
unite  in  the  promotion  of  York  Rite  Masonry." 

At  the  September  Quarterly  Convocation  the  Deputy  Grand  High 
Priest  submitted  a  most  significant  address  on  "Freemasonry  and  the 
Challenge  of  Communism"  which  unfortunately  cannot  be  fully  reported 
here  but  I  do  quote  in  part: 

DEMOCRACY 
"What  do  we  mean  by  Democracy  ?  Democracy  means  all  of  the  little 
things  of  life,  brotherhood,  understanding,  freedom  and  God.  Democracy 
is  a  promise,  a  method  of  evolution,  a  maturing  way  of  life,  a  conception 
of  human  relations  that  is  rooted  deep  in  the  hearts  and  yearnings  of 
many  races  and  peoples;  it  means  freedom  under  law — the  right  of  the 
individual  to  realize  his  own  infinite  worth  under  orderly  processes  of 
law  that  are  self-imposed  in  order  to  provide  for  and  encourage  to  the 
highest  degree  the  free  developments  of  his  own  personality.  Demorcacy, 
thus  conceived,  becomes  a  thing  of  the  spirit,  able  to  survive  because  of 
its  belief  in  the  supreme  worth  of  the  individual.  It  recognizes  the  capa- 
bilities and  creative  genius  of  the  individual  and  affords  to  each  an  op- 
portunity to  reach  the  highest  range  of  those  capabilities  within  the 
limits  of  the  highest  good.  Democracy  is  the  heart  of  America  and  we,  as 
Freemasons,  must  implant  its  ideals  and  principles  deep  in  the  hearts 
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and  minds  of  our  members.  Behind  democracy  is  freedom  and  behind 
freedom  is  the  self-control  of  persons.  Democracy  and  civilization,  if 
they  are  to  have  enduring  worth,  must  provide  for  the  fullest  expression 
of  personality  and  yet  achieve  the  art  of  living  together. 

"But  these  are  the  teachings  and  purposes  of  Freemasonry.  Demo- 
cracy came  in  with  the  beginnings  of  Freemasonry  in  the  18th  century. 
In  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  various  state  constitutions  and 
Bills  of  Rights,  all  the  work  of  early  patriotic  Freemasons,  are  to  be 
found  the  basic  truths  of  Freemasonry." 

And  again: 

"Our  own  beloved  Past  Grand  Master,  Melvin  Maynard  Johnson, 
succinctly  stated  the  position  of  Freemasonry  when  he  said: 

"  'Neither  does  Freemasonry's  continued  reiteration  that  it  does  not 
mingle  in  politics  mean  that  Freemasonry  abandons  its  advocacy  of  prin- 
ciple. Freemasonry  openly  stands  for  freedom  against  tyranny,  for  the 
worship  of  God  and  against  atheism,  for  the  right  of  each  human  in- 
dividual to  seek  the  truth,  and  against  intellectual  slavery.  Sincere  men 
who  are  not  bigots  and  not  bent  upon  the  control  and  domination  of 
other  men's  minds  will  not  differ  upon  such  principles.  They  may  differ 
as  to  the  policies  which  should  be  used  in  carrying  out  those  principles 
into  effect.  It  is  partisanship  for  or  against  policies  about  which  sincere 
men  may  honestly  differ  that  Freemasonry  abjures.' 

"Masonry  is  dedicated  to  building  within  ourselves,  in  the  shaping  of 
our  lives  and  characters,  a  Temple  of  Truth,  that  temple  which  the  Bible 
tells  us  is  holy — which  temple  we  are.  The  temple  we  are  building  and 
the  lives  we  want  all  of  our  Companions  to  live  calls  for  a  steadfast 
belief  in  the  existence,  the  perfection  and  the  fatherhood  of  Deity,  a 
conscientious  and  patriotic  acceptance  of  all  the  duties  of  citizenship  in 
the  community,  the  state  and  the  nation  in  which  we  are  privileged  to 
live." 

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address,  speaking  on  membership,  stated: 

"This  is  the  only  subject  that  I  can  think  of  that  at  the  moment  I 
would  rather  not  talk  about.  We  have  just  heard  about  our  losses  by 
death  and  in  addition  we  lost  247  by  demit  and  232  by  suspension.  Our 
exaltations  have  been  at  a  lower  ebb  than  usual  and  as  a  result  we  suf- 
fered the  worst  net  loss  in  many  a  year,  246. 

"The  situation  is,  however,  far  from  discouraging  for  we  have  truly 
'hit  the  trail'  these  past  couple  of  months  and  I  can't  help  but  feel,  with 
the  progress  already  made  and  with  the  plans  that  we  have  for  the  im- 
mediate future,  we  can  come  up  to  next  August  31  with  a  better  picture. 
All  of  this  is  dependent  on  the  complete  support  of  the  individual  Chap- 
ters. We,  as  your  elected  representatives,  can  only  plan  for  and  point  the 
way.  We  will  aid  you  in  every  way  we  can  but  you  must,  in  the  final 
analysis,  get  the  applications  signed. 

"This  year  when  we  established  the  quotas,  based  on  actual  Blue 
Lodge  applications,  we  stated  that  each  District  that  reached  or  ex- 
ceeded its  quota  would  win  a  new  hat  for  its  District  Deputy.  Therefore, 
Right  Excellent  Companion  Captain  of  the  Host,  will  you  kindly  escort 
to  the  East  R.E.  Companions  Thomas  A.  Booth,  Marvin  E.  Pierce  and 
Floyd  M.  Kline. 

"You  men  have  truly  been  leaders  among  leaders  and  I  take  great 
pleasure  in  presenting  these  gift  certificates,  each  good  for  a  new  hat. 
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Congratulations  to  each  of  you  and  to  the  Chapters  under  your  respec- 
tive jurisdictions."

Michigan 

The  114th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Michigan  was  held  in  Grand  Rapids  on  October  12  and  13, 
1962. 

The  Grand  High  Priest  welcomed  a  large  group  of  distinguished 
guests,  including  our  Grand  First  Principal,  M.E.  Comp.  Charles  W. 
Emmett.

A  study  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  reveals  that  he  had 
applied  himself  with  industry  and  his  visitations  within  his  jurisdiction 
and  elsewhere  are  worthy  of  pattern  by  many.  His  suggestions  on  Grand 
Chapter  protocol  and  procedure  were  most  timely. 

One  finds  interest  in  the  report  of  Committee  on  Public  Relations, 
indeed  its  24th  annual  one  particularly,  and  I  quote: 

"Prosperous  times  are  still  in  store  for  the  Chapter  which  uses  every 
method  to  stimulate  activity,  which  is  actually  the  life-blood  of  any  or- 
ganization. There  is  still  an  abundance  of  candidate  material  for  those 
who  desire  to  spread  the  gospel  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  This  can  be  done 
initially  by  a  greater  diversity  of  programs  and  each  High  Priest  should 
be  ready,  on  taking  office,  to  present  a  series  of  clearcut,  interesting 
programs.  Such  a  course  will  obviate  the  necessity  of  having  to  admit 
that  he  belongs  to  a  dead  organization. 

"The  progressive  High  Priest  does  not  need  to  be  told  that  he,  more 
than  any  other  factor,  is  the  measure  upon  which  the  success  or  failure 
of  his  Chapter  is  based.  Moreover,  he  doesn't  need  a  magician  to  inform 
him  that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  inveigle  a  prospective  candidate  to 
join  an  organization  which  has  little  or  nothing  to  offer."

The  114th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Mississippi 
Royal  Arch  Masons  was  held  at  Jackson  on  May  9,  1962. 

Chapters  57;  membership  December  31,  1961 — 10,605;  net  loss  122.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  expressed  concern  with  membership  in  that 
he  stated,  in  part: 


\  .  .  Suffice  it  to  say  that  the  disturbing  factor  in  our  Grand  Chap- 
ter is  that  33  of  our  Chapters  lost  members,  three  broke  even  and  22 
showed  a  gain  and  in  these  gains  only  two  were  in  two  digit  figures. 

"Suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  the  chief  cause  of  this  loss 
and  we  in  Grand  Chapter  must  find  some  way  to  assist  our  Chapters  in 
decreasing  the  losses  from  this  cause.  Perhaps  we  should  stress  the  form- 
ing of  a  'Membership  Committee'  in  each  Chapter  with  its  main  purpose 
of  helping  secure  petitions  and  the  secretary  in  collecting  dues.  It  is 
often  the  case  that  some  Companion,  other  than  the  secretary,  can  see  a 
member  and  collect  his  dues.  Therefore,  all  of  our  Chapter  officers 
should  take  an  active  part  in  this  important  duty  and  offer  the  secretary 
all  possible  help.  Also  I  fear  our  secretaries  are  waiting  until  late  in  the 
year  to  push  for  collection  of  dues.  This  important  duty  should  be  done 
in  the  first  quarter  of  the  new  year. 

"...  I  feel  a  majority  of  our  Chapters  are  not  moving  along  pro- 
gressively and  are  depending  on  a  few  Companions  for  their  ritualistic 
work.  They  are  not  dividing  this  up  among  their  members  so  that  more 
of  their  Companions  would  have  an  active  part  in  their  Chapter  and 
thereby  take  greater  interest  in  its  growth  and  progress.  I  believe  all 
Chapters  need  more  practice  work  in  our  degrees  and  thereby  improve 
their  work  which  in  turn  will  make  the  degrees  more  impressive  for  the 
candidate,  create  in  him  a  desire  to  return  and  have  his  friends  take  our 
degrees.  Greater  interest  and  more  practice  is  a  sure  cure  for  our 
troubles.  Where  this  is  found  our  Chapters  are  showing  progress.  .  . 

"Last  year  when  we  lost  members  I  was  disturbed,  but  some  Com- 
panions felt  that  I  was  unduly  alarmed.  I  was  disturbed  because  it  has 
been  my  experience  in  life  that  when  a  loss  is  shown  it  takes  more  effort 
to  recoup  that  loss  and  start  climbing  again.  Therefore  I  told  last  Grand 
Chapter  at  my  installation  that  I  would  institute  a  'Grand  Chapter 
Achievement  Award'  that  would  be  presented  to  the  Chapter  that  made 
the  greatest  gain  in  membership.  I  hoped  this  would  help  us  recover  but 
am  disappointed.  .  .  ." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Chaplain,  "Characteristics  of  a  Royal  Arch 
Mason,"  is  a  gem  of  study,  wisdom  and  information,  based  as  it  was  on 
the  words  of  Ezekial:  "They  had  the  face  of  a  man,  the  face  of  a  lion,  the 
face  of  an  ox,  and  the  face  of  an  eagle."  The  address  concluded  with  the 
following: 

"We  must  have  the  power  to  see  visions  and  dream  dreams  if  we  are 
to  accomplish  great  things  in  life,  if  we  are  to  accomplish  great  things 
for  the  Craft.  We  must  have  that  spirit  within,  the  spirit  of  God,  to 
make  it  possible  for  us  to  look  beyond  the  things  of  earth  to  the  life  that 
is  eternal.  We  cannot  build  a  great  fellowship  nor  do  a  greater  work  as 
Masons  unless  there  is  that  life  within  us  that  lifts  us  above  the  com- 
mon to  the  great,  that  lifts  our  visions  to  greater  goals  and  achievements 
toward  which  we  strive. 

"And  the  ancient  prophet  was  given  a  vision  of  a  man  of  God,  a 
member  of  the  Craft,  to  us  a  fitting  description  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 
In  the  words  of  the  vision  we  would  say  in  a  paraphrase,  'And  I  saw  a 
Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  behold  he  had  the  characteristics  of  an  open 
countenance,  courage  tempered  with  prudence,  a  perseverance  that  was 
patient  but  ploddingly  constant,  and  a  vision  and  life  that  was  both  keen 
and  lofty'."

The  116th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  the  State  of  Missouri  was  held  in  Jefferson  City  on  April  24, 
1962.

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  address  stated  in  part: 
"Every  silver  lining  has  its  cloud,  and  I  now  inform  you  that  you 
must  there  sit  as  just  and  perfect  Freemasons  while  your  Grand  High 
Priest,  gives  an  accounting  of  his  stewardship  for  the  past  year.  This  is 
required  by  Grand  Chapter  law,  and  the  same  laws  give  you  $10  per  day 
to  help  relieve  the  pain! 

"When  a  Grand  High  Priest  delivers  his  final  report  he  looks  back 
over  the  years  he  has  spent  in  line  and  particularly  the  12  months  in 
which  he  has  been  titular  head  of  the  organization.  Few,  I  am  certain, 
are  completely  satisfied  with  their  efforts. 

"Years  ago  in  my  home  town  we  had  a  Craftsman  who  worked  his 
way  up  the  commandery  line  and  before  retiring  as  commander  he  called 
several  of  the  Sir  Knights  together  and  told  them  that  it  was  not  until 
then  that  he  realized  he  had  not  prepared  himself  sufficiently  while  in 
line  to  make  a  good  commander.  He  inquired  of  them — very  seriously — if 
there  was  any  way  whereby  he  could  work  hi*  way  back  down  the  line! 

"During  the  past  year  I  have  functioned  to  the  best  of  my  ability. 
Unfortunately  for  the  Grand  Chapter  this  office  came  to  me  at  an  in- 
opportune time.  Following  the  death  of  my  father,  Ray  V.  Denslow,  on 
September  10,  I960,  both  my  personal  and  business  problems  were  in  a 
state  of  flux.  For  me  this  has  been  a  year  of  metamorphosis.  It  has  been 
a  period  of  change  for  the  Grand  Chapter  itself — a  new  Grand  Secretary, 
moving  of  the  offices,  new  Districts  and  District  Deputies,  and  no  Grand 
Lecturer." 

And  also: 

"How  should  we  combat  this  lack  of  interest  and  loss  of  member- 
ship? 

"First  of  all,  I  am  not  worried  about  the  membership  decline.  It  is 
the  lack  of  interest  that  concerns  me,  for  an  active  organization  that 
maintains  the  interest  of  its  members  will  always  gain  in  numbers.  We 
are  faced  with  two  problems — one  is  the  human  element  and  one  is 
geographic. 

"The  general  problems  and  the  human  element  face  all  of  us  in  all 
jurisdictions.  Most  of  these  can  be  cured  by  a  very  simple  formula — 
HARD  WORK!  If  your  Chapter  will  elect  responsible  officers,  organize 
and  plan,  present  good  degree  work  and  have  a  social  program,  the 
problems  of  new  candidates,  demits  and  suspensions  will  automatically 
vanish. 

LEADERSHIP 
"We  need  better  leadership  in  Capitular  Masonry  as  well  as  in  all 
other  branches  of  the  fraternity.  Unless  you  have  effective  officers  your 
Masonic  bodies  will  decay.  To  find  good  leaders  you  must  first  have  a 
broad  base  of  membership  in  your  community  from  which  to  draw.  If  you 
do  not  have  this  'leadership  pool'  then  your  first  move  is  to  interest  your 
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outstanding  citizens  in  the  York  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  Every  respected 
Protestant  citizen  of  your  community  should  be  a  York  Rite  member. 

"In  the  past  two  decades  we  have  lost  some  of  our  best  potential 
Masonic  leaders  to  service  clubs,  junior  chambers  of  commerce,  churches, 
youth  movements,  etc.,  where  often  only  one  year  of  active  service  is 
demanded  of  the  individual.  I  do  not  mean  to  imply  that  a  Masonic 
leader  cannot  be  active  in  many  other  community  activities  as  well,  but 
the  burden  an  average  York  Rite  body  places  on  the  time  of  its  officers 
would  well  preclude  a  young,  aggressive  and  talented  executive  from 
accepting  an  office  in  Freemasonry. 

"Why  is  this? 

"Most  Chapters,  Councils  and  Commanderies  insist  on  starting  a 
Companion  'at  the  bottom  of  the  line.'  In  the  case  of  the  Chapter,  for 
example,  this  means  nine  years.  Now  presume  you  offer  such  an  office  to 
an  executive  of  your  community.  Certainly  he  would  like  the  honor  of 
being  High  Priest  of  your  Chapter,  with  a  good  possibility  of  becoming 
state  or  even  national  head  of  the  organization.  However,  he  considers 
hisown  personal  life — here  you  offer  him  nine  years  of  servitude,  during 
which  time  eight  of  it  is  spent  doing  little  but  attending  hundreds  of 
meaningless  meetings — none  of  which  call  for  his  ability,  leadership  or 
imagination.  His  life  is  full  and  demanding  and  he  cannot  visualize  at- 
tending do-nothing  Chapter  meetings  for  nine  years.  The  incentive  is  not 
worth  the  goal. 

"On  the  other  hand  he  is  asked  to  accept  the  presidency  of  Rotary, 
Lions  or  to  serve  as  chairman  of  his  church  board  or  head  a  charity  drive 
for  one  year  only.  Here  is  something  he  can  'get  his  teeth  into.'  Which 
does  he  accept?  You  know  the  answer.  We  have  lost  another  potential 
leader. 

"Why  can't  your  Chapter  select  an  exceptional  leader  and  elect  him  in 
three,  two  or  even  one  year?" 

And  finally: 

"Your  most  important  committee,  perhaps,  is  your  membership  com- 
mittee. They  should  have  available  a  card  index  of  all  the  Master  Masons 
in  your  area  who  are  potential  candidates.  You  should  contact  these 
brethren  not  only  by  letter  and  promotion  material,  but  most  important 
by  a  personal  visit.  This  visit  should  be  made  by  Companions  working  in 
pairs. 

"Do  away  with  bi-monthly  meetings  if  all  you  do  is  read  the  minutes. 
It  is  your  responsibility  to  make  every  meeting  interesting  and  worth- 
while for  those  in  attendance.  In  many  instances  it  would  be  well  to  com- 
bine the  stated  meetings  of  the  Chapter,  Council  and  Commandery  so 
that  there  is  only  one  meeting  a  month  (except  for  degree  work).  After 
the  business  of  each  body  is  completed  have  a  short  but  interesting  pro- 
gram followed  by  a  refreshment  and  fellowship  period.  Join  with  other 
bodies  for  York  Rite  festivals.  Quarry  and  cave  meetings  also  prove 
popular. 

"But  whatever  you  do  START  ON  TIME  AND  CLOSE  AT  A 
REASONABLE  HOUR. 

"Today  we  have  Masonic  organizations  whose  membership  totals 
into  the  thousands.  In  groups  of  this  size  there  can  be  no  'festive  board* 
and  little  fellowship.  We  have  substituted  quantity  for  quality.  In  the 
meantime  our  service  organizations  such  as  Rotary,  Kiwanis  and  Lions 
have   appropriated   our  most   valuable   assets — the   festive   board,   good 
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fellowship  and  required  attendance.   They  moved  in  because  we  left  a 
vacuum. 

"We  can  improve  our  Chapters  by  promoting  fellowship,  becoming 
better  acquainted,  having  social  hours,  visiting  Chapters  in  nearby  towns 
and  many  other  ways.  By  bringing  the  wives  into  our  yearly  plans  we 
can  advance  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Have  carry-in  dinners  on  Chapter 
night  when  the  wives  can  attend  and  have  a  social  program  while  the 
husbands  attend  Chapter  meeting.  Confer  the  'Royal  Arch  Widow'  degree 
from  time  to  time.  Bring  the  ladies  to  the  Grand  Chapter  Convocations 
where  they  may  become  acquainted  with  other  wives  from  throughout 
the  state. 

"These,  Companions,  are  the  human  problems  which  not  only  face 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  in  our  state  but  allied  bodies  of  Freemasonry  in 
almost  all  jurisdictions.  These  are  problems  which  we  can  solve  by  a 
simple  formula— DEDICATION  AND  HARD  WORK.  .  .  . 

"In  Missouri  I  feel  that  we  are  on  the  threshold  of  even  bigger 
things.  It  will  take  time,  but  I  believe  that  eventually  the  entire  York 
Rite  will  be  merged  into  one  organization,  just  as  the  Scottish  Rite.  When 
this  happens  we  will  have  realized  the  ultimate  in  the  York  Rite  and 
through  such  an  amalgamation  our  strength  will  be  magnified  a  hun- 
dredfold. 

"Companions,  this  not  only  will  happen  but  must  happen  if  we  are 
to  hold  our  place  in  the  modern  society.  Our  first  step  is  to  combine  the 
Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Council  of  Missouri  into  one  organization.  The 
second,  of  course,  would  be  consolidate  with  the  commandery.  The  first 
step  could  be  taken  at  any  time;  the  second  will  take  a  few  years. 

"Brethren,  Companions,  Sir  Knights  and  Nobles,  united  we  stand, 
divided  we  fall.  Let's  get  to  it. 

"While  on  this  subject  I  wish  to  say  that  our  cooperation  should  also 
extend  to  the  Scottish  Rite  of  Freemasonry.  We  have  much  to  learn  from 
them.  Don't  knock  them.  Join  them!"

The  73rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter 
of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  the  State  of  Montana  was  held  at  Great  Falls 
on  June  13,  1962.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  made  some  forceful  and  significant  recom- 
mendations, among  which  were  the  following: 

"That  regulations  for  the  government  of  Constituent  Chapters  in- 
clude a  provision  as  to  attendance  and  proficiency  as  a  requirement  for 
advancement  of  officers  in  line,  such  becoming  more  exacting  as  to  the 
higher  offices,  with  definite  proficiency  in  opening,  closing  and  other 
ceremonies  and  in  the  ritual  of  the  degrees  reauired  before  election  as 
High  Priest." 
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"That  a  Committee  of  three  Past  Grand  High  Priests  be  appointed 
to  examine  the  number  of  committees  now  working  during  the  capitular 
year  as  appointed  to  serve  this  Grand  Chapter;  to  consider  consolidation 
and  reduction  in  number  of  committees  and  elimination  of  unnecessary 
ones.  I  think  we  have  gotten  too  many  committees  and  what  we  need  is 
fewer  but  more  active  ones,  since  the  Constituent  Chapters  can  each 
supervise  their  own  activities  without  so  much  unnecessary  instruction 
from  this  Grand  Chapter." 

This  Grand  Jurisdiction  adopted  a  resolution  creating  a  fund  to  be 
known  as  the  Royal  Arch  Relief  Fund  and  that  each  Companion  be  asked 
to  make  a  voluntary  contribution  each  year.

Eighteen  Past  Grand  High  Priests  were  in  attendance  and  welcomed 
by  the  G.H.P.  Many  distinguished  guests  from  various  jurisdictions  were 
received,  welcomed  and  given  Grand  Honors. 

It  is  significant  to  observe  that  the  G.H.P.  in  his  address  stated,  in 
part: 

"Companions,  I  would  not  be  too  severe  in  my  judgment  of  some 
Chapters  and  their  dormant  status,  due  primarily  to  the  natural  decline 
of  the  towns  in  which  they  are  located.  Needless  to  say  a  visit  to  many  of 
these  localities  would  reveal  empty  store  buildings  and  the  younger  gen- 
eration have  departed  to  the  larger  cities  where  more  social  activities  are 
available.  If  and  when  it  is  known  that  these  towns  have  lost  their  appeal 
for  expanded  business  or  growth,  serious  thought  should  be  given  to  in- 
duce the  remaining  Companions  to  surrender  their  charters  and  affiliate 
with  neighboring  Chapters.  Their  dormant  status  does  not  blend  well 
with  the  progress  of  active  Chapters,  nor  is  it  desirable  for  the  promotion 
of  the  Capitular  Rite.  However,  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  of  our  dedicated 
Royal  Arch  Masons  that  the  unification  of  the  York  Rite  into  a  smooth- 
operating  organization  is  our  only  salvation,  otherwise  we  will  degenerate 
beyond  redemption. 

"Companions,  I  would  not  leave  you  with  a  gloomy  or  disparaging 
thought.  There  is  a  ray  of  light  and  hope,  if  we  will  all  cooperate  and 
work  together  to  overcome  the  ever-increasing  inroads  affecting  our 
Masonic  institution.  Let  us  all  take  another  look  and  pledge  our  entire 
support  to  the  unified  York  Rite  program." 

Also  the  following  excerpt  from  the  report  of  Committee  on  Ne- 
braska Masonic  Homes  is  worthy  of  attention. 

"We  now  have  100  persons  admitted,  consisting  of  twenty-one  men 
and  seventy-nine  women.  This  is  the  largest  number  ever  admitted  and 
means  that  we  have  almost  reached  its  capacity.  Seventy  of  the  residents 
are  unable  to  go  to  the  dining  room  for  meals.  Many  of  these  are  bed 
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patients  requiring  special  care  and  services.  All  this  indicates  the  tre- 
mendous job  our  superintendent  is  doing  to  keep  such  a  large  number  of 
residents  happy  and  contented. 

"The  men  range  in  ages  from  55  to  95  years.  The  women's  ages  are 
from  63  to  99.  One  man  has  been  at  the  home  eight  years,  being  ad- 
mitted in  1953.  The  average  length  of  residence  for  the  men  is  less  than 
three  and  a  half  years. 

"Of  the  women,  one  was  admitted  in  1941,  having  been  there  twenty 
years.  However,  the  average  length  of  residence  is  less  than  five  years. 
It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  average  age  of  all  residents  is  85 
years."

However,  it  would 
appear  that  the  Annual  Convocation  was  held  on  July  1,  1962. 

The  First  Grand  Principal  is  Professor  Dr.  J.  Kok  of  Amsterdam. 
The  Grand  Scribe  Ezra  is  Comp.  K.  L.  Jacobs,  also  of  Amsterdam. 

There  are  14  Chapters  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
of  The  Netherlands,  with  a  total  membership  of  908.

The  88th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Nevada  was  held  at  Winnemucca  on  June  6,  1961.

The  Grand  High  Priest  in  his  memorial  service  said,  in  part: 

"Who  is  there  who  does  not  need  a  light  to  light  him  on  his  way  and 
who,  to  this  degree  is  poor.  Wealthy  beyond  all  computation,  sovereign 
over  the  works  of  God's  hands,  we  stand  perplexed  and  confused  amid  the 
contradictions  and  paradoxes  of  our  own  making,  not  capable  of  handling 
the  issues  of  a  single  day  without  some  light  beyond  the  light  of  our  own 
minds." 

He  also  stated  under  caption  "State  of  Craft": 

"On  the  whole  I  find  the  Craft  in  good  condition  and  most  of  the 
Chapters  are  working  hard  to  improve  their  membership  and  attendance. 
Some  of  the  Chapters  were  hard  hit  by  losses  due  to  Companions  being 
called  to  the  Grand  Chapter  above. 

"Our  Grand  Chapter  will  show  a  net  gain  of  29  for  the  year.  While 
this  is  the  greatest  numerical  gain  in  many  years,  I  trust  that  all  Com- 
panions will  keep  up  their  efforts  to  more  than  duplicate  this  gain  for 
my  successor  in  the  coming  year." 
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The  address  of  the  Grand  Orator  was  a  gem  of  Masonic  thinking 
and  wisdom  and  some  portions  I  auote  for  the  serious  contemplation  of 
all: 

"Of  necessity  we  must  use  the  utmost  care  and  discretion  in  the 
selection  of  candidates.  We  must  choose  people  who  are  qualified  to  be 
leaders  of  men  and  who  are  willing  to  take  heed  of  our  program  and  help 
us  to  sell  it  to  others.  Leadership  in  the  right  direction  is  essential  at  any 
time,  but  it  is  imperative  that  we  have  the  right  kind  of  leadership  now. 

"We  know  that  any  man  who  becomes  a  Mason  in  the  true  sense  of 
the  word  cannot  help  but  become  a  better  man  if  he  will  continue  to  live 
by  the  teachings  of  our  order.  He  is  bound  to  be  a  better  man,  a  better 
citizen,  a  morally  good  man,  yes,  a  better  cog  in  the  machinery  of  his 
community. 

"Can  you  recall  when  you  first  heard  of  Masonry?  Can  you  recall 
also  some  of  the  men  who  were  Masons  and  what  you  thought  of  them 
and  how  they  were  respected  in  the  community  ?  Masonry  was  held  up  to 
you  as  a  goal  to  attain  that  could  only  be  done  by  clean  and  upright 
living  and  high  moral  standards.  A  Mason  was  a  good  man  and  true.  .  .  . 

"The  whole  purpose  of  our  order  is  to  better  the  community  in  which 
we  live  and  to  make  the  whole  world  a  better  place  in  which  to  live.  It  is 
something  that  we  can  honestly  and  sincerely  sell  to  all  who  are  in- 
terested in  a  better  way  of  life. 

"If  there  ever  was  a  time  when  we  needed  to  get  out  and  do  our  .iob 
of  promotion  or  selling  if  you  please,  now  is  the  time.  You  and  you  and 
you  can  all  put  a  shoulder  to  the  wheel  and  help  put  our  beloved  machine 
in  motion. 

"Can  we  count  on  each  and  every  member  of  Royal  Arch  to  start 
today  in  a  program  of  furthering  our  cause?  If  the  Chapter  has  done 
something  for  you  is  it  not  fair  that  you  should  at  this  time  expend  every 
effort  to  do  something  of  decided  value  for  the  Chapter? 

"Let  us  all  go  out  from  here  and,  with  the  help  of  God,  spread  the 
seeds  that  will  bring  our  order  more  to  the  front  than  it  has  ever  been  in 
history."

It  is  important  to  observe  that  the  Grand  Z.  in  his  address,  under  the 
caption  "State  of  the  Craft",  reported: 

"From  observation  and  extensive  inquiry  during  the  past  year  it 
would  appear  that  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  Jurisdiction,  is  on  a  solid 
footing  and  generally  regarded  with  high  appreciation  by  the  Companions 
of  the  Royal  Craft  and  with  respect  by  those  outside  the  'Inner  Circle'. 
We  always  have  had  and  will  have  those  who  use  the  'Chapter'  as  a 
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means  to  an  end,  in  their  climb  up  the  ladder  toward  a  more  or  less 
illusionary  goal,  never  stopping  to  consider  the  solidity  and  permanence 
of  the  'step'  by  which  they  ascend.  These  fail  to  see  the  beauty  or  to 
appreciate  the  true  value  of  the  more  than  brotherly  companionship  to 
be  found  within  the  Chapter.  From  these  we  get  material  gain  only,  the 
'fees'  and  'dues'.    Let  these  pass  along.     Our  purpose  should  be  to — 

1st.  Choose  members  carefully,  striving  for  quality  rather  than 
quantity; 

2nd.  Confer  the  Degrees  in  the  impressive  manner  they  deserve 
by  reason  of  the  symbolical  lessons  to  be  derived  from  them; 

3rd.  Use  particular  care  in  electing  and  appointing  Officers,  choos- 
ing only  those  whom  one  is  certain  is  sincere  in  the  purpose  of  best 
serving  the  interests  of  his  Chapter; 

4th.  Stimulate  attendance.  This  last  might  seem  to  be  the  biggest 
problem  of  them  all,  in  this  and  all  other  Masonic,  or  other  fraternal 
bodies.  The  summary  seems  to  be:  Too  many  'joiners'  and  too  few 
'workers'.  It  might  also  seem  that  the  Grand  District  Superintendents 
should  give  consideration,  or  means  provided  whereby  they  can  give 
joint  consideration  and  action  to  stimulate  interest  and  attendance,  work- 
ing in  conjunction  with  the  Ex.  First  Principals  of  the  individual  Chap- 
ters.   We  hope  to  see  a  move  made  at  this  Convocation,  to  that  end."

"In  a  world  beset  by  difficulties  and  dangers,  may  we  remember 
that  Masonry  with  its  landmarks  and  teachings  offers  one  of  the  greatest 
opportunities  for  leadership  to  those  who  grope  in  darkness,  and  may  we 
ever  remember  that  eternal  vigilance  is  the  price  of  liberty. 

"We  must  remember  always  the  words  of  WOODROW  WILSON, 
'Liberty  has  never  come  from  government  .  .  .  the  history  of  liberty  is 
the  history  of  the  limitations  of  governmental  power,  not  the  increase 
of  it.' 

"Our  Masonic  institution  flourishes  only  in  the  atmosphere  of  liberty 
of  the  individual  and  the  freedom  of  his  conscience  to  choose  his  way  and 
manner  of  living,  restricted  only  by  his  own  welfare  and  the  welfare 
of  his  neighbors,  considering  always  that  Masonry  teaches  a  manner  of 
living  together  with  other  men  designed  to  promote  the  greatest  good 
for  the  greatest  number."

From  the  Grand  High  Priest's  address  we  note: 

"We  believe  that  there  has  been  much  improvement  in  the  rendition 
of  the  ritual  and  in  the  leadership  in  many  of  our  Chapters.  Perseverance 
and  continued  interest  will  bring  about  the  required  improvements  It  is 
to  be  noted  that  district  wide  cooperation  has  been  practiced  to  the  bene- 
fit of  the  Chapters.  We  have  urged  that  the  Chapters  be  particular  in 
the  practice  of  the  Masonic  dignity,  decorum,  and  standards  so  that  the 
Fraternity  may  function  on  high  and  exalted  levels. 

"I  have  pointed  out  the  fact  that  there  has  not  been  a  new  chapter 
constituted  in  our  State  in  the  past  thirty-five  years,  and  that  our  popu- 
lation has  doubled  in  this  period  while  our  own  membership  has  been 
reduced  to-  less  than  half  in  this  same  period.  It  is  my  earnest  opinion 
that  there  is  need  and  place  for  many  new  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  in  New  Jersey  at  this  time,  and  that  the  creation  of  new  chapters 
would  have  a  most  stimulating  effect  on  our  Fraternity.  Our  committee 
appointed  on  this  activity  has  done  exploratory  work.  No  concrete 
result  has  been  produced;  but  the  seed  is  planted,  and  we  can  have  high 
hopes  that  the  near  future  will  bring  gratifying  results." 

From  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Address  of  the  Grand  High 
Priest  we  note: 

"Work  well  done  is  what  produces  results  and  that  result  is  Service. 

"Service  to  Capitular  Masonry  through  exemplifying  its  ideals  and 
precepts  brings  strength  and  understanding  to  each  and  every  Companion. 
Not  only  must  we  keep  alive  and  active  that  inspiration  but  generously 
impart  it  so  that  future  generations  may  sustain  its  glorious  principles. 

"Royal  Arch  Masonry  will  continue  to  be  a  source  of  emotional  and 
moral  strength  for  the  world  on  one  condition.  That  condition  is:  our 
Fraternity  stay  prosperous — our  activities  move  forward  progressively — 
we  continue  to  increase  our  membership  by  understanding  and  friendship, 
and  finally  Royal  Arch  Companions  fulfill  their  solemn  obligations." 

It  is  also  interesting  to  observe  that  the  Fraternal  Correspondent 
reported  in  part: 

"Many  and  varied  are  the  excuses  advanced  to  account  for  losses, 
but  a  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  Officers  of  Chapters  would  seem  to 
be  the  chief  cause.  Demits  and  suspensions  are  still  a  matter  of  concern, 
and  while  recommendations  are  put  forward  in  an  endeavour  to  keep 
these  to  a  minimum,  I  wish  to  make  this  pungent  comment: 

"  'If  failure  to  pay  is  due  to  the  members  just  being  no  longer  in- 
terested the  greater  stigma  is  ours.  It  is  up  to  us  to  make  the  Chapter  so 
attractive  that  the  last  thing  a  man  and  Companion  wants  to  drop  is  his 
Chapter  membership.' "

The  65th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  New  Mexico  was  held  at  Glorieta,  on  May  21,  1962. 

A  special  convocation  was  held  on  May  27,  1961,  for  the  purpose  of 
instituting  Alamogordo  Chapter  No.  21. 

Chapters  15;  Membership  December  31,  1961—3,524;  Net  loss  24.

The  Grand  High  Priest  gave  a  most  forthright  address  and  it  is  a 
pity  that  it  cannot  be  quoted  in  full,  but  some  parts  should  cause  all  of 
us  to  take  stock  and  become  active  Royal  Arch  Masons.  Here  are  some 
extracts : 

"As  a  matter  of  comparison,  let  us  examine  the  national  figures  for 
the  years  1955  through  1960,  which  reveal  that  Capitular  Masonry 
Exalted  162,310  while  the  Scottish  Rite  initiated  255,874.  A  difference 
of  92,564  in  favor  of  the  Scottish  Rite.  In  the  year  1961  the  combined 
figures  of  the  15  chapters  in  New  Mexico  show  a  net  loss  of  24  while 
the  Scottish  Rite  shows  a  net  gain  of  55.  It  is  not  that  Scottish  Rite 
has  a  better  product  to  sell,  it  is  the  manner  in  which  a  product  is  sold 
and  delivered  that  tells  the  story. 

"How  often  have  you  heard  it  said  'Be  sure  to  take  Scottish  Rite, 
the  work  is  beautiful.'  My  Companions,  the  work  is  beautiful  and  I  enjoy 
the  Scottish  Rite  and  enjoy  working  in  one  of  the  degrees.  Members 
drive  from  all  corners  of  the  state,  and  at  their  own  expense,  to  take 
part  in  the  Degree  work  and  at  each  Re-union,  strive  to  do  a  better  job 
than  they  did  the  time  before. 

"Companions  there  is  not  a  Chapter  or  Commandery  in  the  State  of 
New  Mexico  that  can  confer  all  of  the  Degrees  and  Orders  in  the  manner 
in  which  they  should  be  presented.  Should  we  assume  or  concede  that 
all  of  the  available  talent  is  confined  to  the  Scottish  Rite? 

"In  many  instances  I  have  seen,  and  you  have  seen,  a  candidate  in 
the  York  Rite  who  was  conducted  about  the  Lodge  room,  from  station 
to  station.  Each  participant  in  the  Degree  work  carried  in  his  hand, 
and  read  from,  his  Manual.  At  the  completion  of  the  degree  work  he 
was  given  a  hearty  welcome  and  was  informed  that  he  had  now  received 
the  most  beautiful  and  impressive  Degrees  in  Masonry. 

"Companions,  the  outstanding  performance  of  a  Principal  Sojourner 
or  the  outstanding  performance  of  a  Prelate  or  any  other  officer  may 
cause  the  work  to  fall  flat  for  the  want  of  a  supporting  cast.  There  are 
no  small  part  in  any  degree  work  unless  you  alone  make  them  small." 

He  also  quoted  from  a  report  given  by  Comp.  Fred  DeVaney,  Grand 
Secretary  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Texas,  as  follows: 

".  .  .  We  have  witnessed  an  unusual  growth  of  materialism,  Com- 
munism and  Romanism  while  we  have  felt  a  steady  decline  in  influence 
and  effectiveness  of  Masonic  teachings  in  both  public  and  private  life. 

"Where  does  the  fault  lie?  Surely  it  lies  only  within  ourselves. 
Instead  of  being  builders  and  giving  to  the  world  a  single  united  mes- 
sage of  brotherly  love,  relief  and  truth,  we  are  too  busy  quibbling  among 
ourselves  over  little  fraternal  honors,  and  titles  that  are  really  quite 
unimportant,  and  waging  destructive   battles  within   our  various   Rites 
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and  Bodies.  1962  would  indeed  be  Freemasonry's  Golden  Year  of  service 
if  all  of  us  would  fall  upon  our  knees;  divest  our  hearts  and  minds  of 
all  jealousies,  and  all  ill-will,  and  re-dedicate  our  lives  to  the  great  God 
of  Eternal  Light,  We  need  to  re-call  to  mind,  and  take  to  heart,  that 
primary  Masonic  lesson.  'Peace  and  harmony  are  the  chief  strength  and 
support  of  all  well  regulated  institutions,  and  more  especially  this  of 
ours.'  .  . 

"While  in  New  Orleans  on  October  9th  through  13th,  1960  at  the 
triennial  meeting  of  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  there  were  many  lengthy 
discussions  as  to  how  to  further  Capitular  Masonry,  but  I  do  not  recall 
hearing  any  solution  as  to  how  to  promote  York  Rite  in  general. 

"The  problems  facing  York  Rite  to-day  are  not  limited  to  the  con- 
fines of  the  new  Mexico  borders  nor  do  I  limit  my  remarks  to  that  same 
area. 

"What  is  the  answer?  The  following  are  my  suggestions:  Combined 
efforts  between  all  Chapters,  Councils  and  Commanderies.  Seek  out  the 
talent  that  is  within  our  ranks.  It  is  there.  Hold  annual  or  bi-annual 
state-wide  festivals."

New  York 

The  165th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  the  State 
of  New  York  Royal  Arch  Masons  was  held  at  Albany  on  February  1st 
and  2nd,  1962. 

Chapters  211  and  1  U.D.  Membership  December  27,  1961—31,417; 
Net  loss  920. 

Grand  High  Priest:  M.E.  Comp.  William  S.  Matsunaye,  Jr. 

Grand  Secretary:  M.E.  Comp.  George  A.  Lambert. 

In  reporting  "Condition  of  the  Rite"  the  G.H.P.  stated: 
"Companions,  upon  assuming  the  office  of  Grand  High  Priest  a  year 
ago,  disturbed  by  the  problems  confronting  us,  problems  which  to  a 
greater  or  lesser  degree  will  always  confront  us,  I  advised  Grand  Chapter 
that  it  would  be  my  goal  to  'strengthen  and  hold  that  which  we  have'; 
that  using  every  method  possible  and  every  means  at  my  disposal,  I 
would  expend  every  moment  of  time  I  had  available,  to  promote, 
strengthen  and  advance  Royal  Arch  Masonry;  that  together  with  the 
Grand  Officers  and  Past  Grand  High  Priests,  I  would  work  at  the  'grass 
roots'  of  the  Craft  in  an  effort  to  rebuild  and  strengthen  as  many  of  the 
weak  and  faltering  chapters  as  possible  during  the  year. 

"With  the  invaluable  assistance  of  the  Past  Grand  High  Priests  and 
Your  Grand  Officers,  whose  efforts  in  many  instances  were  above  and 
beyond  the  call  of  duty,  we  have  carried  this  program  to  every  part  of 
the  Jurisdiction.  By  special  visitations,  rededication  and  re-consecration 
ceremonies,  anniversary  celebrations,  area  meetings  and  by  informal 
visits  with  High  Priests  and  Chapter  officers,  we  have  endeavoured  to 
implement  the  program.  By  word  and  by  letter,  we  have  sought  to  ad- 
vise, encourage  and  strengthen  those  chapters  asking  assistance  or  whose 
need  was  apparent.  Time  alone  has  limited  the  number  of  chapters 
assisted  and  there  remain  many  more  chapters  in  dire  need  of  advice, 
encouragement  and  assistance. 
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"In  my  travels  throughout  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  during  the  past 
year,  it  has  been  brought  to  my  attention  that  in  many  of  the  smaller 
chapters,  while  they  can,  with  the  assistance  of  visiting  companions, 
obtain  the  bare  necessity  of  nine  regular  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  open  the 
Chapter,  they  cannot  do  business,  receive  petitions  or  ballot  on  candi- 
dates. One  chapter  in  particular  has  had  six  petitions  for  some  months 
but  cannot  receive  or  act  on  them  because  the  size  of  the  chapter  and 
the  age  bracket  of  their  membership  makes  it  difficult  to  meet  the  con- 
stitutional requirement  necessary  for  them  to  transact  business.  It  has 
been  urged  by  many  chapters  that  for  a  chapter  to  open  and  transact 
business  only  five  of  the  nine  regular  Royal  Arch  Masons  present  need 
be  members  of  the  Chapter,  with  all  other  constitutional  requirements 
being  met. 

"It  has  also  been  suggested  that  a  change  be  made  regarding  the 
conferring  of  the  Mark  Master,  Past  Master  and  Most  Excellent  Master 
Degrees.  Some  years  ago  this  Grand  Chapter  permitted  the  conferring 
of  all  three  of  these  degrees  at  the  same  Convocation.  At  the  present 
time,  of  course,  no  more  than  two  of  these  degrees  can  be  conferred  at 
a  convocation.  Many  chapters  are  presently  meeting  only  once  a  month 
which  limits  them  to  holding  eight  to  ten  convocations  a  year.  With 
convocations  set  aside  for  rehearsals,  election  and  installation  and  per- 
haps an  official  visitation,  they  have  no  free  night  for  any  other 
activity  .  .  . 

"In  my  visits  and  re-visits  to  all  parts  of  our  Grand  Jurisdiction  this 
past  year,  I  have  discussed  with  the  Chapter  Officers  and  companions 
the  problems  confronting  them  and  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  we  must 
have  a  continuing  effort  and  program  for  the  rebuilding  and  revitalizing 
of  many  of  our  constituent  Chapters.  Changes  in  the  nature  and  develop- 
ment of  both  urban  and  rural  areas,  the  great  flux  of  the  population  and 
the  changing  habits  of  business  and^  industry  as  related  to  employment 
have  all  had  an  impact  on  the  condition  of  the  Masonic  Body  in  the  area 
affected.  In  many  instances,  especially  in  urban  areas,  it  may  be  neces- 
sary for  the  Chapter  to  re-locate  in  the  suburbs  or  move  to  an  area  most 
convenient  to  the  greatest  possible  number  of  its  members.  These  prob- 
lems, arising  from  the  rapidly  changing  environments  of  the  present 
day,  can  only  be  remedied  by  a  careful  study  and  analysis  of  the  facts 
available." 

He  also  reported: 

ROYAL  ARCH  MASON  SCHOLARSHIP  FUND 

"The  fund  was  created  at  our  last  Annual  Convocation  and  will  be 
considered  at  this  session  for  final  adoption.  The  interest  from  this  fund 
when  of  sufficient  amount  will  be  used  to  make  outright  grants  in  schol- 
arship aid  to  the  children  and  grandchildren  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  at- 
tending institutions  of  higher  learning. 

"Pending  the  final  passage  of  the  resolution  creating  the  fund,  a 
modest  campaign  for  contributions  was  undertaken  by  your  Grand  High 
Priest. 

"While  no  statewide  appeal  was  made  for  funds,  I  am  happy  to 
advise  you  that  contributions  as  of  this  date  amount  to  $5,161.30.  Of 
this  amount,  about  $2,000  was  received  from  RAMYAM,  a  former  Royal 
Arch  Mason  Youth  Program  Fund. 

"Upon  the  final  adoption  of  the  resolution  creating  this  fund,  I  urge 
all  companions  to  take  an  active  part  in  a  continuing  campaign  to  keep 
this  fund,  founded  for  such  a  worthy  purpose,  ever  growing." 
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The  highlights  of  an  address  given  by  M.E.  Comp.  Edwin  A.  Martini, 
General  Grand  High  Priest,  General  Grand  Chapter,  are  worthy  of 
note,  and  I  quote: 

"The  things  which  we  hope  to  accomplish  is  to  maintain  the  freedom 
for  which  this  great  democracy  was  established  as  well  as  the  freedom 
and  democracy  which  exists  in  all  o-f  the  free  speaking  and  free  thinking 
nations  on  this  continent,  this  hemisphere  and  the  rest  of  the  world. 
There  is  perhaps  a  parallel  between  the  decline  of  that  freedom  through- 
out the  world  and  the  decline  in  our  membership.  Somewhere  along  the 
line  we  have  lacked  enthusiasm.  It  is  difficult  to  analyze  why  our  mem- 
bership should  decrease  in  the  light  of  an  ever-increasing  population. 

"He  believes  we  must  grow  strong  in  our  objectives  and  the  purposes 
of  our  organization  before  we  can  restore  ourselves  to  the  position  we 
had  in  numbers  up  to  a  few  years  ago-.  The  day  of  the  large  Lodge  and 
the  large  Chapter  numerically  and  even  the  large  Commandery,  if  you 
will,  is  past  and  we  must  re-evaluate  the  manner  in  which  we  can  best 
accomplish  our  objectives.  It  may  mean  changing  the  location  of  our 
Chapters  and  Lodges  to  suburban  areas  where  travel  is  easier  and  where 
we  are  actually  in  the  area  in  which  people  live.  In  his  opinion  this  is 
the  only  way  in  which  we  can  attract  younger  men  into  our  ranks.  We 
have  to  set  our  sights  on  making  a  place  available  for  the  young  family 
man  to  go  in  the  evening  not  too  far  away  from  his  wife  and  children, 
That  is  exactly  where  we  were  when  Masonry  flourished." 

The  Committee  on  Masonic  Education  and  Service  reported  and  I 
quote  in  part: 

"...  If  we  are  to  succeed  there  must  be  a  realization  that  member- 
ship is  the  life  blood  of  our  organization.  We  are  children  of  a  common 
Mother  in  the  Blue  Lodge  and  then  we  are  Royal  Arch  Masons.  May 
we  link  our  arms  in  TRUE  COMPANIONSHIP  AND  SUPPORT  EACH 
OTHER  IN  ALL  OUR  EFFORTS. 

"In  most  chapters  of  this  jurisdiction  the  difference  of  ten  members 
will  fire  the  coals  of  inspiration  and  create  a  positive  atmosphere.  Add 
ten  new  members  to  every  chapter  in  this  jurisdiction  and  let  the  older 
members  show  true  companionship  by  counseling  them  in  the  work  and 
you  will  see  Royal  Arch  Masonry  shoot  upward  to  the  height  where  it 
should  be  in  membership.  New  blood!  New  thoughts!  New  inspiration! 
These  are  the  things  that  will  result  if  we  pay  due  attention  to  the  mem- 
bership problem.  Membership  is  the  one  gauge  we  have  that  tells  the 
story  of  our  stewardship  over  a  chapter  .  .  . 

"We  are  interested  in  training  leaders.  The  Brother  installed  in  the 
lowest  office  in  the  Royal  Arch  Chapter  is  starting  up  the  road  that  will 
ultimately  lead  to  a  post  of  responsibility.  He  should  be  made  aware  of 
this  so  that  he  will  bend  his  efforts  toward  learning  more  of  the  organi- 
zational matters.  A  leader  in  a  chapter  can  well  become  a  community 
leader.  Qualified  leaders  are  needed  today.  Freemasonry,  next  to  the 
church,  can  become  a  great  force  for  the  maintenance  of  peace  and  the 
building  of  proper  moral  and  spiritual  levels  in  men.  As  the  Holy  Bible 
is  the  foundation  of  the  church  so  are  its  precepts  the  governing  law  of 
Freemasonry.  Any  Freemason  should  be  happy  to  stand  up  and  be 
counted  as  such  when  he  realizes  the  rare  privilege  it  is  to  have  mem- 
bership in  this  great  fraternity  .  .  . 

"Youth  is  not  really  a  matter  of  years,  rather  it  is  an  attitude  that 
adjusts  to  and  keeps  pace  with  the  movement  of  Life.  The  youthful  in 
spirit  are  out  to  learn.     When  we  cease  to  learn  we  cease  to  grow,  and 
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ceasing  to  grow,  we  degenerate  into  fogeys  and  fossils,  and  such  out-of- 
date  survivals  can  have  no  place  in  a  forward-moving  civilization. 

"In  a  sense,  nothing  simply  does  itself.  Someone  has  to  do  every- 
thing that  is  done  .  .  .  sooner  or  later  someone  has  to  make  final  decisions. 
The  sincerest  satisfactions  in  life  come  in  doing  and  not  in  dodging  duty; 
in  meeting  and  solving  problems,  in  facing  facts,  in  being  a  dependable 
person.  And  one  of  the  great  discoveries  in  life  is  finding  a  dependable 
person."

New  Zealand 

The  70th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch 
Chapter  of  New  Zealand  was  held  at  Christchurch,  on  February  21,  1962. 

The  First  Grand  Principal:  M.E.  Comp.  Cleeve  Hillyard. 

Grand  Scribe  E.:  R.E,  Comp.  W.  G.  Webster. 

Chapters  98;  Membership  8,083;  Gain  40. 

The  First  Grand  Principal  in  his  address  emphasized  the  necessity 
of  active  younger  members  and  stated,  in  part: 

"One  of  the  most  gratifying  factors  I  have  noticed  during  my  visits 
to  Chapters,  is  the  nucleus  of  youth  prevailing  in  our  membership.  It  is 
a  desirable  and  natural  sequence  that  our  ranks  be  reinforced  with  youth, 
thus  enabling  us  to  maintain  the  numerical  strength  of  our  Order,  and 
so  preserve  our  heritage  which  is  not  only  our  duty  but  our  sacred  trust. 

"I  have  noticed  with  pleasure  the  great  spirit  of  comradeship  and 
companionship  which  undoubtedly  prevails,  not  only  while  in  the  Chap- 
ters, but  outside  the  Chapters,  often  extending  to  the  wives  and  families. 
This  is  a  very  desirable  and  healthy  factor,  and  will,  I  trust,  be  fostered 
as  much  as  possible  in  the  future." 

The  Jubilee  Scholarship  Council  reported  that  15  scholarships  had 
been  awarded  during  the  year  of  a  total  value  of  690  pounds,  which  left 
a  working  balance  of  1,506  pounds.  It  is  particularly  worthy  of  note  that 
the  report  concluded: 

"I  am  pleased  to  report  that  one  of  our  former  scholarship  pupils, 
whom  we  assisted  throughout  his  secondary  school  and  university 
studies,  has  just  been  appointed  Lecturer  in  Agriculture  at  the  University 
of  Montreal,  Canada,  where  he  hopes  to  complete  his  Ph.D.  degree.  He  is 
another  outstanding  example  of  those  who  have  appreciated  the  assistance 
given,  and  has  amply  justified  our  confidence  and  support.  We  wish  him 
every  success  in  his  new  sphere. 

"Such  examples  as  this  amply  demonstrate  the  value  of  our  jubilee 
Scholarship  Fund  and  should  inspire  us  to  continue  to  give  it  our  very 
generous  support." 

That  there  are  problems  on  membership  is  borne  out  by  the  follow- 
ing excerpt  on  this  subject: 

"In  an  attempt  to  stem  the  loss  of  membership  through  demitted 
members  or  others  who  move  from  one  District  to  another,  it  was  felt 
that  some  means  should  be  developed,  whereby  contact  could  be  made 
in  the  District  into  which  the  Comp.  moved  so  as  to  afford  contact  and 
continuity  of  Membership.  It  has  been  recognised  for  some  time  that 
quite  a  number  of  members  are  lost  to  the  Craft  due  to  their  change  in 
address  from  one  district  to  another  and  through  insufficient  interest  on 
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the  part  of  the  District  into  which  the  Comp.  moves,  in  introducing  him 
to  suitable  Chapters.  It  is  also  recognised  that  a  certain  amount  of 
financial  stress  is  placed  on  a  'moving'  Comp.  and  that  some  are  not 
anxious  to  re-join  immediately  after  their  arrival  in  a  new  District  as 
they  have  other  domestic  and  business  problems  to  cope  with  which  tend 
to  prevent  their  doing  so.  This,  the  Committee  feels,  is  the  crucial  point 
in  the  continuity  of  membership.  The  Committee  feels  that  by  a  suitable 
liaison  between  Chapters  and  the  Grand  Scribe's  Office  ,that  a  good  deal 
of  the  loss  which  now  occurs,  could  be  prevented.  A  simple  system  has 
thus  been  devolved: — 

1.  The  Chapter  to  whom  the  Comp.  belongs  and  is  moving  to  another 
District,  will  inform  the  Grand  Scribe's  Office  of  the  movement.  A 
form  will  be  provided  which  will  give  the  name  of  the  Comp.  and 
his  forwarding  address.  (This  could  also  include  some  recommenda- 
tion concerning  the  Comp.  himself.) 

2.  The  Grand  Scribe's  Office  will  use  another  form  which  will  be  sent 
to  a  Reception  Officer  in  each  Metropolitan  or  Country  area  in  which 
the  Comp.  is  to  take  up  residence.  This  form  will  have  a  small  tear- 
off  piece  attached,  which  the  Reception  Officer  will  fill  in  and  return 
to  the  Grand  Scribe,  acknowledging  the  contact. 

3.  The  Chapters  in  metropolitan  and  country  areas,  to  appoint  a  Recep- 

tion Officer  between  themselves,  whose  duty  it  will  be  to  contact  a 
new  arrival  and  acquaint  him  with  the  location,  Meeting  Dates,  Sub- 
scriptions and  other  details  of  the  Chapter,  within  the  scope  of  his 
area.  This  Reception  Officer  is  to  arrange  for  contact  with  the  new 
arrival  to  a  suitable  Chapter.  When  this  has  been  done,  he  advises 
the  Grand  Scribe  of  having  done  so. 

4.  The  Chapter  receiving  the  new  arrival  is  to  keep  in  contact  and  offer 
him  the  usual  privileges  of  a  visiting  Comp.  until  he  joins  a  Chapter 
in  that  area.  (It  is  recognised  that  the  final  selection  of  a  suitable 
Chapter  is  in  the  hands  of  the  new  arrival  himself.) 

5.  Notice  of  the  change  of  address  of  any  Comp.  leaving  a  Chapter,  is 
to  be  made  known  in  Open  Chapter  as  soon  as  the  information  is 
available.  This  gives  some  publicity  to  the  Chapter  itself,  of  such 
removal. 

6.  That  the  joining  fee  of  any  Comp.  arriving  from  another  District, 
should  be  waived,  in  other  words,  there  should  be  no  charge  for 
joining  fee." 

M.E.  Comp  Ross  Hepburn  was  installed  as  First  Grand  Principal 
and  gave  a  most  stimulating  and  educational  address,  part  of  which  is  as 
follows: 

"For  several  years  past,  Grand  Chapter  has  been  very  much  con- 
cerned about  the  related  problems  of  poor  attendance  and  loss  of  mem- 
bership in  cur  Chapters.  While  there  has  been  a  satisfactory  number  of 
candidates  joining  the  Chapters,  there  has  been  far  too  heavy  a  loss 
through  resignations  and  through  Companions  being  struck  off  for  non- 
payment of  dues. 

"These  losses  tie  up  directly  with  the  question  of  attendance  at  the 
Chapter  meetings.  The  same  problem  has  confronted  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  New  Zealand  and  also  many  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Chapters  in 
other  parts  of  the  world — but  that  is  no  reason  why  we  should  not  take 
practical  steps  to  remedy  the  situation  .  .  . 

"The  best  contribution  which  a  First  Principal^  can  make  to  the 
welfare  of  his  Chapter,  and  towards  the  success  of  his  year  of  office,  is 
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to  maintain  the  interest  of  his  Companions  and  to  increase  the  attendance 
of  his  members  at  the  meetings  of  their  own  Chapter.  A  First  Principal 
who  keeps  in  touch  with  his  Companions  between  meetings,  and  takes 
a  personal  interest  in  their  welfare,  will  be  surprised  by  their  response 
in  the  form  of  increased  attendance,  both  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the 
Chapter  and  at  instruction  meetings  and  also  on  his  official  visits. 

"My  remarks  apply  particularly  with  regard  to  newly  exalted  Com- 
panions and  to  Companions  not  in  office.  If  these  Companions  are  made 
to  feel  welcome  and  that  they  are  part  of  the  Chapter,  they  will  attend 
and  maintain  their  interest  instead  of  absenting  themselves  and  eventu- 
ally resigning  disappointed.  .  .  . 

"If  interest  and  attendance  are  to  be  maintained,  the  Chapter  must 
have  a  high  standard  of  ritual  work.  The  first  essential  is  to  impress  the 
candidates  with  the  dignity  and  importance  of  our  ceremonies,  and  the 
second  is  to  provide  meetings  which  the  Companions  feel  it  is  worthwhile 
to  attend,  and  fro-m  which  they  would  not  like  to  be  absent,  save  in  ex- 
ceptional circumstances.  The  candidates  coming  into  the  Chapters  are 
accustomed  to  a  high  standard  of  ritual  and  ceremonial  work  in  their 
Craft  Lodges,  and  all  of  them — and  especially  those  who  are  Past  Masters 
— will  inevitably  compare  the  Chapter  working  with  that  of  their  own 
Lodges  .  .  . 

"In  discussing  Royal  Arch  Masonry  with  prospective  candidates  we 
must  not  fail  to  emphasise  the  fact  that  the  Mark,  Excellent  and  Royal 
Arch  Degrees  are  part  of  Pure  Antient  Masonry,  and  are  recognised  as 
such  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  New  Zealand  and  that  no  Brother's  Masonic 
education  is  complete  without  a  knowledge  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  Too 
many  Brethren  unfortunately,  appear  to  think  that  the  three  Craft  De- 
grees constitute  the  whole,  of  Masonry.  It  is  our  duty  as  Royal  Arch 
Masons  to  correct  this  error  whenever  the  opportunity  presents  itself. 
The  Royal  Arch  is  not  a  higher  Degree — it  is  part  of  Freemasonry 
itself  .  .  . 

"Companions  who  habitually  absent  themselves  from  the  meetings 
of  their  Chapter  lose  two  of  the  greatest  benefits  which  Royal  Arch 
Masonry  has  to  offer —  namely,  the  inspiration  which  they  receive  from 
the  ritual  and  ceremonial  work,  and  the  fellowship  of  their  Companions. 
The  beauty  of  the  ritual  does  not  need  to  be  emphasised,  but  many 
Companions  are  inclined  to  forget  that  it  is  necessary  'to  keep  our  friend- 
ships in  constant  repair'.  Our  friendships  in  capitular  Masonry  are  par- 
ticularly happy  and  intimate  owing  to  the  smaller  numbers  in  our  Chap- 
ters, as  compared  with  the  Craft  Lodges;  but  we  can  maintain  these 
friendships  only  by  regular  attendance."

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  to  the  Grand  Chapter  stated,  in  part: 

"There  were  many  things  I  wanted  to  do  but  due  to  the  lack  of 
enough  hours  in  a  day  and  the  demand  of  some  of  my  time  in  performing 
my  duties  at  the  Post  Office  and  a  little  health  problem,  time  ran  out  on 
me,  so  they  had  to  be  left  undone. 
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"Through  it  all  it  was  my  wish  to  be  humble,  fair  and  just,  for  this 
great  office  carries  much  power  and  authority,  and  I  am  only  a  servant 
of  the  Craft;  I  only  hope  that  I  can  be  of  service  to  the  Craft  in  the 
years  to  come. 

"Let  us  pause  a  moment  and  ask  ourselves  two  questions.  What  did 
I  do  this  past  year  to  spread  the  story  of  Capitular  Masonry  to  our 
Brother  Masons?  Was  I  a  good  salesman?  If  your  answer  is  negative 
to  both  questions  then  why  not  pledge  yourself  here  and  now  to  be  a 
messenger  of  goodwill  and  spread  the  story  of  Capitular  Masonry  to  our 
Brother  Masons  and  to  also  be  a  much  better  salesman  from  now  on  .  .  . 

"I  find  the  biggest  problem  and  the  very  root  of  all  our  troubles  in 
Capitular  Masonry  in  North  Dakota  is  the  lack  of  interest  and  coopera- 
tion of  the  Companions  in  the  Constituent  Chapters.  Most  places  the 
Companions  do  not  attend  meetings  and  a  constitutional  number  is  not 
in  attendance  so  the  Chapter  meeting  has  to  be  calle  doff.  No  one  wants 
to  take  an  office  or  do  any  of  the  work.  The  Chapters  I  have  visited  in 
the  last  few  years  I  found  the  same  old  faces  doing  all  the  work  and 
holding  office  year  after  year.  This  is  no-t  a  healthy  situation.  These 
Companions  are  getting  older  and  won't  be  around  much  longer.  Who  is 
going  to  take  over  and  keep  the  Chapters  going  when  they  have  to  quit  or 
pass  on  to  their  reward?  How  are  we  going  to  interest  the  younger 
members  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  work  and  of  holding  office? 

"The  answers  to  this  will  have  to  come  from  the  Chapter  officers  and 
members,  for  they  are  the  only  ones  who  can  solve  these  problems,  but 
action  will  have  to  be  taken  at  once  or  all  may  be  lost  in  a  lot  of  the 
Chapters. 

"At  the  present  I  find  that  the  majority  of  the  members  are  inter- 
ested only  in  the  Shrine. 

"There  is  nothing  wrong  with  York  Rite  Masonry,  except  the  people 
selling  it."

Nova  Scotia 

The  93rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Nova  Scotia  (with  jurisdiction  over  Nova  Scotia,  Prince  Ed- 
ward Island,  and  Newfoundland)  was  held  at  Annapolis  Royal,  on  June 
23,  1962. 

Chapters  27;  Membership  December  31,  1961 — 3,021;  Net  decrease 
42,  the  first  since  1942.

The  G.H.P.  of  this  Jurisdiction  was  a  most  busy  officer  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  following  part  of  his  address: 

"I  have  to  report  again  that  I  did  no-t  visit  the  number  of  Chapters  I 
had  planned.  At  our  Annual  Convocation  I  permitted  myself  to  be 
nominated  for  a  second  term,  and  was  honoured  by  re-election.  At  the 
time  I  had  in  mind  that  I  could  do  better  than  in  my  previous  year.  On 
28  June  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Prince  Edward  Island,  A.F.  &  A.M.  elected 
me  to  the  office  of  Deputy  Grand  Master.     Under  normal  conditions  this 
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would  not  impose  duties  that  would  conflict  with  my  duties  as  Grand 
High  Priest.  For  some  time  the  Grand  Master  elect  was  ill  and  not  able 
to  be  installed  until  late  in  September.  Soon  after  his  installation  he 
took  a  turn  for  the  worse  and  in  the  latter  part  of  December  died.  This 
left  me  as  the  Deputy  Grand  Master  responsible  for  his  duties.  Since 
my  installation  I  have  been  acting  Grand  Master.  The  first  part  of  my 
programme  covering  Grand  Chapter  was  carried  out  according  to  plan, 
but  I  had  considerable  trouble  trying  to  meet  the  second  part. 

"There  was  one  bright  spot,  my  ten  days  visit  to  Newfoundland 
where  I  was  able  to  visit  all  Chapters  but  one;  I  apologize  to  Atlantic 
Chapter  No.  30,  Grand  Bank.  I  was  advised  because  of  travelling  condi- 
tions not  to  attempt  to  visit  that  Chapter.  I  am  sorry  that  I  did  not  make 
some  effort,  being  so  near  them  at  the  time." 

But,  he  went  on  to  say: 

"A  number  of  times  when  visiting  Chapters  I  was  greeted  with  the 
excuse,  'We  are  sorry  that  there  are  not  more  here  this  evening;  we 
should  have  drummed  them  up.'  I  always  informed  them  that  I  was 
not  interested  in  meeting  Companions  drummed  up  for  the  occasion.  To 
meet  the  Companions  present  was  more  pleasing  to  me  as  I  knew  I  was 
meeting  with  those  Companions  who  had  borne  the  heat  and  labour  of 
the  day,  who  had  the  good  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  at  heart.  I  feel  that 
I  had  a  good  attendance  at  each  visitation. 

The  Committee  on  the  Condition  of  the  Order  reported  in  part: 

"The  Grand  Secretary's  report  shows,  for  the  first  time  in  several 

years,  a  loss  in  membership.     Suspensions  and  demits  are  indicative  of 

the  necessity  of  a  sustained  campaign  to  create  new  companions  and  to 

retain  and  interest  the  entire  membership  in  our  great  and  noble  art  .  .  . 

"Our  Senior  Grand  High  Priest,  M.E.  Comp.  R.  V.  Harris,  although 
not  enjoying  the  best  of  health,  has  continued  to  give  inspiration  and 
guidance  whenever  called  upon  and  we  trust  and  hope  that  ere  long  he 
will  again  be  restored  to  his  usual  good  health  and  spared  for  many 
years  to  enjoy  the  esteem  and  endearment  of  all  our  Companions."

Oklahoma 

The  73rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Oklahoma  was  held  in  Bartlesville  on  April  3rd  and  4th,  1962.

Many  distinguished  guests  from  other  jurisdictions  and  Masonic 
Bodies,  including  Most.  Wor.  Bro.  Homer  E.  Barkley,  Grand  Master  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma,  were  cordially  received  and  welcomed  by 
the  Grand  High  Priest. 

A  study  of  the  address  of  the  Grand  High  Priest  revealed  that  he 
had  a  busy  tenure  of  office  and  had  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  visita- 
tions, particularly  in  his  jurisdiction.     He  also  stated: 

"Just  twelve  months  ago  I  was  honored  by  being  elected  as  your 
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Grand  High  Priest.  During  this  interim  of  time  I  have  tried  to  be  of 
service  to  this  Grand  Chapter.  Many  objectives  have  not  materialized 
and  may  not  do  so  for  many  years.  I  believe  the  Grand  Officers  are 
welded  a  little  closer  by  making  definite  assignments  to  them.  Each 
have  pledged  his  full  co-operation  in  carrying  out  a  long  time  program 
which  we  feel  will  be  a  benefit  to  Capitular  Masonry  in  Oklahoma." 

It  is  interesting  to  observe  that  the  Grand  Lecturer  reported  in 
part: 

"M.E.  Comp.  Roscoe  R.  Walcutt,  for  many  years  the  Grand  Secretary 
of  the  General  Grand  Chapter  wrote  'If  any  one  thing  is  accounting  for 
the  dangerous  situation  in  which  we  find  ourselves,  as  against  all  other 
contributing  factors,  IT  IS  THE  RENDITION  OF  THE  RITUAL.  The 
Chapter  has  gained  the  unhappy  reputation  of  doing  the  poorest  ritual- 
istic work  in  Freemasonry.'  We  fear  this  comment  applies  to  us  and 
earnestly  suggest  to  the  incoming  Grand  High  Priest  that  definite  dates 
for  Area  Meetings  and  Schools  of  Instruction  be  set  for  the  coming 
year.  We  have  a  number  of  Chapters  which  confer  our  degrees  in  such 
a  proficient  manner  as  to  give  us  pride  but,  unfortunately,  there  are 
more  who  either  can  not  confer  all  of  the  degrees  or  attempt  to  do  so 
by  violating  their  pledge  and  reading  from  the  Ritual.  Only  the  Grand 
Chapter  through  its  officers  can  correct  this  condition  and  it  can  not  be 
done  in  one  year.  When,  and  if,  the  time  ever  comes  that  each  com- 
panion present  can  proudly  recommend  a  Brother  to  his  Chapter  knowing 
that  he  will  be  pleased  with  the  work  conferred  upon  him,  we  may  expect 
Royal  Arch  Masonry  to  again  begin  to  grow  and  the  Keystone  become 
an  honored  emblem."

Oregon 

The  101st  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch 
Masons  of  Oregon  was  held  at  Portland,  on  April  11th  and  12th,  1962. 

Chapters  47;  Membership  December  31,  1961—8,186;  Loss  53.

The  G.H.P.  presented  a  stimulating  and  convincing  address  as  will  be 
seen  from  the  following  extracts  therefrom: 

"Capitular  Freemasonry  in  this  jurisdiction  lost  93  members  during 
the  year  ending  December  31,  1961.  Although  this  is  a  negative  situation, 
I  feel  that  the  overall  picture  is  heartening,  as  many  chapters  that  have 
been  dormant  are  showing  activity.  Leadership  among  the  constituent 
chapters  appears  to  be  more  inspired.  The  indications  are  that  the  pro- 
gram of  promotion  and  publicity  inaugurated  last  year,  followed  by  the 
project  of  education  as  to  what  we  represent  has  done  much  to  promote 
membership  and  enthusiasm. 

"Dormant  chapters  have  been  a  problem  for  several  years.  This 
year  action  has  been  taken  to  relieve  the  situation  in  the  case  of  two  of 
those  unfortunate  chapters.  The  death  of  a  chapter  is  a  sad  affair  and 
it  is  my  thought  that  when  a  trend  toward  dormancy  is  noted  in  a  con- 
stituent chapter  that  the  grand  chapter  should  immediately  take  steps 
to  assist  the  weakening  member  in  overcoming  the  problem  causing  the 
decay  .  .  . 
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"During  the  past  several  years  this  jurisdiction  has  spent  consider- 
able money  sending  emissaries  to  meetings  in  search  of  some  magic  for- 
mula that  would  revitalize  the  Royal  Craft.  In  this  we  must  understand 
that  the  institution  is  not  in  need  of  revitalization.  The  same  basic  pre- 
cepts have  been  good  down  through  thousands  of  years  and  if  men  have 
failed  them  it  is  no  fault  of  the  teachings.  The  fault,  if  any,  can  only 
be  with  the  teachers.  It  is  my  opinion  that  most  of  the  money  spent 
for  these  trips  could  have  been  utilized  to  good  advantage  in  this  jursidic- 
tion.  I  believe  we  have  the  ingredients  with  us  to  lift  us  to  the  proper 
level. 

"Many  papers  submitted  at  these  meetings  have  been  well  written, 
but,  for  the  most  part,  the  subject  matter  is  of  little  value.  The  fact 
remains  that  none  of  the  so-called  panaceas  have  solved  our  problems. 

"The  cnly  formula  that  appeals  to  me  is  one  bearing  the  principal 
ingredient  of  WORK  .  .  .  MASONIC  WORK.  I  find  that  the  average 
brother  in  the  Symbolic  Lodge  is  disappointed,  in  that  Masonry  seems  to 
stop  with  the  conferral  of  degrees.  If  he  proceeds  further,  he  is  dis- 
appointed at  the  end  of  every  section.  The  degrees  are  fine,  but  when 
they  are  over,  the  new  brother  is  like  a  voyager  in  the  night  who  has 
had  the  experience  of  one  short  day  of  light,  only  to  have  the  darkness 
of  night  close  its  folds  tightly  about  him  again. 

"The  rulers  of  Freemasonry  seem  to  have  reached  a  point  where 
they  are  more  interested  in  the  impressiveness  of  numbers,  rather  than 
in  MASONIC  DEEDS  .  .  . 

"There  was  never  greater  need  for  masonic  deeds  and  works.  We 
need  inspired  masonic  leaders  who  believe  and  project  themselves  into 
the  purpose  of  Freemasonry  .  .  .  not  those  who  go  about  mourning  about 
the  political  situations  in  the  world.  We  are  a  religious  brotherhood  and 
not  a  political  institution,  although  we  have  those  who  would  subvert  our 
purpose  to  their  own  ends.  ,  We  are  an  institution  dedicated  to  the  moral 
and  spiritual  values  of  men.  It  is  our  strict  charge  to  keep  a  light  burn- 
ing in  a  darkened  world. 

"My  companions,  the  magic  formula  for  the  advancement  of  Free- 
masonry lies  within  our  hearts,  whatever  be  our  jurisdiction,  lodge, 
chapter  or  community.  It  lies  in  our  unselfishness  to  the  great  cause  of 
humanity  within  reach  of  our  own  doorsteps." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Orator  was  most  challenging  in  that  he 
stated,  "No  organization  without  a  positive  project  has  prospered."  And 
then  he  set  a  project  as  follows: 

"The  project  we  propose  is  a  2'00-room  Royal  Arch  Convalescent  Hos- 
pital. This  Royal  Arch  Convalescent  Hospital  will  not  be  just  another 
rest  home.  We  believe  it  will  be  unique  because  in  addition  to  qualified 
medical  and  care,  the  patient  will  enjoy  complete  privacy  with  pleasant 
surroundings.  In  addition  to  this,  and  the  feature  which  sets  this  con- 
valescent hospital  so  far  ahead  of  anything  yet  proposed,  is  a  mass  com- 
munication system  with  individual  speakers  in  every  room  enabling  the 
patient  to  listen,  at  his  convenience,  to  the  reading  of  the  entire  Holv 
Bible." 

The  Grand  Orator  then  submitted  complete  plans  and  costs  of  such 
a  project  and  how  it  could  be  financed.

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Pennsylvania 

Quarterly  Communication  of  the  Grand  Holy  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Pennsylvania  and  Masonic  Jurisdiction  Thereunto  Belonging  was  held  at 
Philadelphia,  March  2,  1961.

The  Grand  Secretary  reported  number  of  Chapters  148;  number  of 
Mark  Lodge  2.  Chapter  membership  as  of  December  27,  1960 — 39,943,  a 
net  loss  of  623;  membership  of  the  2  Mark  Lodges  67. 

Further  Quarterly  Communications  were  held  on  June  8th,  Sept. 
7th  and  Dec.  7th,  1961  and  full  reports  submitted  at  the  latter. 

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  obviously  had  given  unstintingly  of  his  time 
and  talents  but  expressed  concern  with  the  condition  of  some  chapters  in 
that  he  stated,  and  I  quote: 

"Many  of  our  Chapters  are  indeed  active  and  on  a  sound  foundation, 
as  noted  from  the  visitation  reports  received  from  the  Deputies.  Unfor- 
tunately many  of  the  reports  indicate  that  such  is  not  the  case  and  many 
Chapters  are  dormant.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  largely  due  to  poor  lead- 
ership, lack  of  sincere  interest  and  complacency  existing  among  their 
officers.  Hence,  each  Deputy  must  redouble  his  efforts  to  instill  in  the 
heart  and  mind  of  all  the  Officers  of  the  Chapters  in  his  District  a 
sincere  desire  to  fulfill  the  obligations  they  have  assumed.  It  is  also  the 
inherent  duty  of  each  Deputy  to  assist  the  Chapters,  whenever  and 
wherever  necessary,  in  the  ritualistic  work  and  also  assist  in  planning 
the  activities  when  deemed  necessary.  I  am  deeply  grateful  for  the 
assistance  and  support  I  have  received  from  the  Deputies." 

And  again: 

"I  sadly  relate  that  the  membership  in  our  Chapters  is  still  on  the 
decline.  I  am  most  fearful  that  at  the  end  of  the  year,  when  the  final 
tally  is  made,  Pennsylvania  will  again  show  a  loss.  We  active  and 
Capitular  Masons  in  this  Jurisdiction  should  make  every  possible  effort 
to  combat  this  damaging  and  embarrassing  situation  and  do  all  in  our 
power  to  stem  the  losses  so  that  we  may,  for  the  first  time  in  several 
years,  show  a  gain  in  1962. 

"I  am  equally  concerned  —  possibly  more  so,  as  should  be  each  and 
every  officer  of  our  constituent  Chapters  —  about  the  very  poor  atten- 
dance at  our  Chapter  meetings.  When  the  attendance  is  increased,  so 
proportionately  will  petitions  be  increased  in  numbers;  but  I  am  fearful 
that  increased  attendance  will  not  be  possible  unless  the  meetings  are 
made  more  attractive  and  interesting.  I  will  continue  to  advocate,  as  I 
have  during  the  past  year  while  visiting  the  many  Chapters,  that  our 
meetings  should  be  better  planned  and  much  consideration  be  given  to 
extracurricular  activities  at  the  Chapter  meetings.  I  am  positive  that  in 
each  and  every  Chapter  will  be  found  Companions  who  would  be  most 
willing,  if  asked,  to  provide  a  suitable  program  which  would  be  interest- 
ing, educational  and  worthwhile. 

"With  these  thoughts  in  mind,  I  strongly  recommend  that  the  newly 
elected  High  Priest  of  each  of  the  Chapters  should  appoint  a  program 
committee  to  assist  the  officers  in  accomplishing  this  end.  Once  we 
reactivate  and  reinterest  the  members  we  have  on  our  rolls,  and  only 
then,  will  Capitular  Masonry  move  forward.  I  am  equally  as  positive 
that  this  cannot  be  accomplished  in  a  single  year;  but  if  each  succeeding 
officer  will  follow  through  with  such  efforts,  the  goal  will  be  accomp- 
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lished  by  steadfast  determination.  Companions,  there  are  so  many, 
many  things  to  be  done  to  further  this  end  and  we  must  utilize  our  utmost 
ability  to  accomplish  this  purpose.  It  CAN  be  done;  it  must  be  done — 
even  the  impossible,  but  that  will  take  a  little  longer. 

"The  question  is  often  asked,  fWhat  is  happening  to  York  Rite 
Masonry?'  Are  we  losing  our  position  as  Freemasons  in  our  Communi- 
ties? If  Freemasonry  is  losing  ground  today  in  any  part  of  this  free 
world,  I  say  to  you  Companion,  that  it  is  because  Masons  have  stopped 
living  like  Masons.  It  is  because  we  have  turned  our  backs  on  the  Great 
Light  in  Masonry  that  rests  on  the  altar  in  the  center  of  our  activities. 
We  are  forcibly  taught  in  Masonry  that  God  is  ever  on  the  side  of  the 
right,  and  if  our  cause  is  just,  He  will  see  us  safely  through.  I  fear  that 
too  many  men  today  possessing  the  proud  title  of  'Mason'  are  not  con- 
cerned with  what  God's  Holy  Word  teaches.  You  cannot  be  a  true  Mason 
and  disregard  the  laws  of  the  land.  If  there  is  a  group  of  people  in 
America  who  should  live  by  the  laws  of  the  land,  it  is  the  Freemasons, 
for  we  are  taught  from  the  very  beginning  of  our  Masonic  career  that 
we  should  obey  these  laws,  yielding  allegience  to  the  authorities  who 
afford  us  protection.  If  we  are  losing  our  influence,  it  is  for  reasons 
such  as  these. 

"If  we  follow  the  plan  that  the  Great  Architect  of  the  Universe  has 
designed  for  us,  we  shall  give  freely  of  our  time,  our  sustenance  and  our 
influence  to  make  this  a  better  world  in  which  to  live."

The  Grand  Z.  in  his  address  makes  many  potent  observations  and 
some  are  as  follows: 

"During  the  past  year  it  has  been  a  pleasure  to  meet  with  Com- 
panions of  several  of  our  Chapters.  As  Grand  First  Principal  I  was 
anxious  to  get  first  hand  information  on  the  general  condition  of  Capi- 
tular Masonry  in  our  Province.  There  was  much  to  encourage  and  in- 
spire, much  to  admire  and  instruct  and  much  food  for  thought.  Due 
credit  must  be  given  to  the  stalwart  band  of  older  Companions  who  are 
always  ready  to  aid  and  assist  younger  members  with  wise  counsel  and 
encouragement.  The  Scribes  "E" — many  of  whom  have  had  years  of 
experience  in  office — are  hard  working,  dedicated  men.  Some  indeed 
are  veritable  foundation  stones,  bearing  the  whole  fabric  of  the  Chapter 
on  their  shoulders.  Not  only  are  they  fathers-confessor  to  the  chief 
officers  but  jacks-of-all  trades,  doing  various  chores  which  rightly 
belong  to  other  offices.  This  situation,  though  poses  a  threat  to  the  very 
existence  of  the  Chapter  for  the  simple  reason  the  other  officers  would 
not  fulfil  the  duties  pertaining  to  their  particular  offices  and  in  fact 
would  not  even  be  aware  of  them  if  they  have  been  allowed  to  become 
the  duties  of  Scribe  "E".    Would  it  perhaps  be  a  noble  act  of  self-sacrifice 
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on  the  part  of  officers  of  a  Chapter  to  promote  the  custom  of  limiting 
the  term  for  which  any  one  member  could  serve  as  Scribe  "E"? 

"I  opine  that  Ritual  Work  is  given  a  prominence  to  which  it  is  not 
entitled.  The  main  purpose  of  our  Order  is  not  the  training  of  Thespians, 
but  the  teaching  and  practice  of  priceless  principles.  Yet  in  so  many 
places  have  I  felt  that  Companions  considered  a  member  who  is  not  a 
good  ritualist  could  not  be  a  good  officer.  Can  we  not  put  things  in  their 
proper  perspective?  Let  our  officers  look  to  the  teaching  and  practice 
of  our  tenets  and  principles  as  the  PRIME  duty  pertaining  to  their  offices 
and  let  memorizing  of  the  ritual  take  a  secondary  place. 

"...  To  assist  the  Grand  Z  in  his  relations  with  the  constituent 
chapters,  Superintendents  of  Districts  are  appointed  as  his  personal 
representatives  whose  chief  duty  it  is  to  report  to  him.  This  office  of 
Superintendent  has  one  unfortunate  fault.  It  acts  somewhat  as  a  block 
between  the  Chapter  and  Grand  Chapter  and  reports  of  conditions  do 
not  reach  the  Grand  Z  until  he  reads  or  hears  read  the  written  annual 
report  of  each  Superintendent  at  Convocation.  These  annual  reports, 
being  published  in  the  Proceedings,  do  not  contain  references  to  any  con- 
ditions which  lack  cause  for  jubilation  and  so  Grand  Chapter  is  deprived 
of  the  opportunity  of  giving  counsel  and  assistance  to  the  Chapter  con- 
cerned .  .  . 

"I  have  given  previously  my  impressions  of  some  aspects  of  the 
State  of  the  Order.  It  is  fitting  then  that  I  offer  some  suggestions  by 
way  of  remedy. 

"To  provide  a  reservoir  of  ideas  I  have  appointed  M.E.  Comp.  J.  H.  A. 
Morecraft  Chairman  of  a  Committee  of  Education  with  power  to  select 
his  own  members — the  Committee  to  sit  at  will  for  a  period  of  three 
years,  reporting  to  the  Grand  Z  on  request.  It  is  the  intention  that  this 
Committee  will  develop  machinery  to  aid  and  assist  chapters  and  indivi- 
dual Co-mpanions  in  the  matter  of  Capitular  education — the  precept  and 
example  of  our  tenets  and  principles. 

"Several  territories,  while  well  populated  with  Craft  Lodge  members, 
are  without  conveniently  located  Chapters.  For  some  time  I  have  been 
endeavouring  to  arrange  for  the  appointment  of  an  enthusiastic  Com- 
panion who  could  undertake  Extension  work.  This  appointment  will  not 
be  long  delayed. 

"Your  three  Grand  Principals  are  of  one  mind  in  wishing  all  Grand 
Chapter  Officers  to  be  enthusiastically  interested  in  the  welfare  and 
progress  of  our  Royal  Craft  in  our  Province.  To  this  end  we  consider 
specific  duties  should  be  allotted  to  them  with  required  attendance  at 
periodic  business  meetings." 

The  Report  of  Committee  on  State  of  the  Order  states  in  part: 
"It  is  regretted  that  there  is  a  dearth  of  candidates  for  membership 
in  Capitular  Masonry.  A  concerted  effort  should  be  made  by  all  mem- 
bers of  Chapters  to  interest  Master  Masons  to  advance  in  Masonic 
knowledge.  In  spite  of  this  lack  of  candidates,  this  Committee  believes 
and  recommends  that  Chapters  should  work  all  the  degrees  throughout 
the  year  .  .  . 

"One  District  Superintendent  has  reported  that  his  district  believes 
inter  Chapter  visitations  to  be  a  desirable  thing  but  has  a  fear  of  rising 
costs  resulting  from  these  visits,  particularly  in  Montreal.  This  is  to  be 
regretted  because  this  Committee  feels  that  visitations  of  this  nature 
could  supply  much  needed  inspiration  which  could  result  in  better  work 
and  possibly  more  candidates.  We  trust  this  problem  will  be  further 
discussed  and  resolved."

One  observes  with  interest  that  the  G.H.P.  in  his  address  stated  in 
part: 

"It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  visit  Chapter  meetings  which  have  been 
twofold  in  nature.  Moral  Instruction  and  Social  Activities.  The  first 
is  most  important  and  is  accomplished  in  the  Chapter  room,  the  latter  is 
of  equal  importance  for  it  is  at  these  social  times  that  we  are  able  to 
unite  in  expressing  happiness  and  good  fellowship. 

"I  strongly  urge  to  those  responsible  for  the  activities  of  the  Chap- 
ter that  much  thought  be  given  to  the  organization  of  meetings,  start  on 
time,  dispatch  with  the  business  on  hand,  and  that  some  portion  of  the 
evening  may  be  given  to  the  Companions  for  an  opportunity  to  fraternize 
with  one  another. 

Although  I  have  witnessed  some  good  classes  of  candidates  there  is  a 
dire  need  to  increase  our  membership  more,  as  I  have  stated  many  times 
all  Chapters  should  avail  themselves  of  the  outstanding  promotional 
pamphlets  that  are  available  through  the  General  Grand  Chapter,  these 
pamphlets  are  great  sales  tools  for  presentation  to  prospective  candidates 
for  the  degrees  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  The  cost  of  these  pamphlets  are 
extremely  small  and  urge  each  Chapter  to  have  a  supply  on  hand  for 
use  with  their  membership  committee." 

Truly,  the  Grand  Lecturer  spoke  words  of  wisdom  when  he  reported: 
"As  the  background  of  our  Capitular  degrees  is  generally  based  upon 

the  Holy  Writings  it  would  seem  appropriate  before  ending  this  report 

to  refer  briefly  to  some  of  its  teachings. 

"  'And  it  came  to  pass  that  night  that  the  word  of  the  LORD  came 
unto  Nathan,  "Go  and  tell  my  servant  David,"  thus  saith  the  LORD. 
Shalt  thou  build  me  a  house  for  me  to  dwell  in?  When  your  days  are 
fulfilled  I  will  raise  up  your  son  after  you.  He  shall  build  a  house  for 
my  name.' 

"No  greater  wisdom  can  be  spoken  about  the  link  between  genera- 
tions. The  miracle  by  which  life  is  renewed,  let  those  who  have  learned 
to  live,  guide  those  who  are  learning.  Masons  as  men  give  themselves 
to  the  things  they  believe  in,  but  often  find  they  must  quit  with  their 
temples  still  unbuilt.  Instead  they  may  teach  those  coming  after  to 
achieve  what  they  aspired  to.  All  of  us  are  following  after  generations 
that  prepared  the  way  for  us.  We  build  on  foundations  they  laid.  We 
reap  where  they  sowed.  All  the  riches  of  the  past  have  been  handed  to 
us,  and  along  with  them  the  blueprints  for  temples  only  we  can  erect. 
We  must  decide.  Do  we  continue  their  desires,  or  do  we  start  all  over? 
We  must  remember  that  we  decide  not  for  ourselves  alone,  but  as 
stewards  for  generations  yet  unborn," 
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A  goodly  number  of  distinguished  guests  were  cordially  received  by 
the  G.H.P.  including  M.E.  Comp.  Leonard  E.  Smith,  representing  M.W. 
Grand  Master  J.  Stafford  Allen,  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Rhode  Island.

The  39th  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  Royal  Arch  Masons 
of  Saskatchewan  was  held  at  Prince  Albert,  on  May  30,  1962.

It  is  interesting  and  significant  to  note  that  in  his  address  the  Grand 
Z.  stated,  in  part: 

"During  my  visits  to  the  Constituent  Chapters  and  to  Sister  Juris- 
dictions it  has  again  been  most  forcibly  brought  to  my  attention  the 
tremendous  pressure  under  which  humanity  is  working.  We  have  the 
shorter  week  of  work,  but  we  are  hard  pressed  to  do  all  we  are  asked  to 
do.  We,  theoretically,  have  our  leisure  hours  when  we  are  supposed  to 
relax.  In  practice  things  are  different  and  the  so-called  leisure  does  not 
exist.  The  community  organizations,  Home  and  School,  charitable,  Ser- 
vice Clubs  and  others  are  all  worthy,  but  they  all  take  time.  That  may 
be  one  of  the  reasons  our  attendance  is  not  what  it  should  be.  As  an 
organization  it  is  impossible  to  say  where  to  draw  the  line,  where  to 
stop.  But,  my  Companions,  I  have  noted  that  whatever  the  organization 
is,  except  K.C.,  somewhere  in  the  front  rank  you  will  find  a  Mason  or  a 
Lady  with  Masonic  affiliations.  In  other  words,  our  Masonic  teaching 
has  not  been  in  vain.  We  did  not  spend  our  time  for  nought.  Capitular 
Masonry  on  the  whole  is  flourishing  in  Saskatchewan.  We  have  a  few 
spots  which  will  need  help  urgently,  and  I  am  always  ready  to  assist 
where  needed.  I  believe  that  by  timely  action  a  lot  can  be  done  to  remedy 
this  state  of  affairs." 

The  report  of  the  Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  has  this  to  say  on 
membership,  and  I  quote: 

"This  is  a  matter  of  great  importance  and  where  last  year  we  had  a 
loss  of  22,  this  year  shows  a  greater  loss.  We  have  to  make  an  effort 
in  the  coming  year  to  get  more  members.  Royal  Arch  Masonry  has  a 
lot  to  offer  and  we  should  try  and  give  a  big  effort  to  increasing  our 
membership.  True  we  do  have  stiff  competition  from  other  organizations 
such  as  service  clubs,  tele-vision  and  sports."

Scotland 

The  Supreme  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland  held  its  regular 
Quarterly  Meetings  during  1962  under  the  direction  of  the  Grand  Z.    The 
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Rt.  Hon.  The  Earl  of  Galloway  will  be  remembered  in  our  jurisdiction 
and  held  in  high  esteem  in  our  Grand  Chapter  as  an  Honorary  Past 
Grand  First  Principal,  an  honor  bestowed  when  he  was  our  guest  at  our 
Grand  Chapter  Centennial  Celebration. 

Your  Reviewer  found  the  reports  of  Scotland  most  inspiring  and  in- 
formative and  again  it  is  regrettable  that  space  precludes  only  some 
references.  At  the  meeting  held  on  March  21,  1962,  The  Rt.  Hon.  The 
Earl  of  Galloway  was  re-elected  Most  Excellent  First  Grand  Principal 
and  I  quote  from  the  report  of  the  Installation: 

"M.E.  Companion  F.  E.  C.  Holdsworth,  Grand  Director  of  Cere- 
monies, then  announced  'I  hereby  proclaim  Most  Excellent  Companion 
The  Right  Honourable  Randolph  Algernon  Ronald  Stewart,  Twelfth  Earl 
of  Galloway;  Baron  Stewart  of  Garlies,  late  Colonel  of  the  7th  Battalion 
The  King's  Own  Scottish  Borderers;  Her  Majesty's  Lieutenant  and 
Justice  of  the  Peace  for  the  Stewartry  of  Kirkcudbright;  Right  Wor- 
shipful Past  Grand  Master  Mason  of  Scotland;  duly  re-installed  as  Most 
Excellent  First  Grand  Principal,  and  I  call  upon  all  Royal  Arch  Masons 
throughout  the  world  who  owe  allegiance  to  the  Supreme  Grand  Royal 
Arch  Chapter  of  Scotland,  to  pay  due  obedience  to  their  newly  re-installed 
First  Grand  Principal,  in  token  whereof  I  now  call  on  the  Companions 
present,  as  their  representatives,  to  signify  that  loyalty  and  obedience 
by  saluting  him  three  times  in  the  Royal  Arch  Degree,  taking  their  time 
from  me.'  The  Companions  thereafter  saluted  the  M.E.  First  Grand 
Principal." 

Following  this  Quarterly  Meeting  a  banquet  was  held  for  the  cele- 
bration of  the  Festival  of  the  Vernal  Equinox.  The  Toast  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  was  proposed  by  Comp.  Admiral  Sir  Frederick  Dalrymple- 
Hamilton  and  is  a  masterpiece  of  wisdom  and  information,  some  parts 
of  which  I  quote: 

"...  but  on  more  than  one  occasion  the  proposers  of  this  toast  have 
delighted  in  the  fact  that  Supreme  Grand  Chapter  and  Grand  Lodge 
were  both  in  very  happy  relations  with  each  other.  In  this  sentiment  I 
can  quite  easily  concur,  but  it  struck  me  to  add  to  that,  that  it  would  be 
a  pretty  poor  look-out  for  the  Craft  in  general  if  they  were  not.  We  are 
all  Freemasons,  we  were  all  initiated  in  the  same  way,  we  all  aspire  to 
the  same  ideals  in  Masonry  and  we  all  know  the  Proverb — I  think  I  have 
got  it  right — 'A  house  divided  against  itself  cannot  stand,'  and,  though  a 
Mason  may  quite  lawfully  build  a  house,  I  take  it,  it  is  no  part  of  his 
business  to  pull  it  down.  As  all  our  distinguished  Brethren  in  Grand 
Lodge  are  also  distinguished  Companions  and  vice  versa  I  cannot  see  why 
the  alliance  should  ever  be  insecure.  In  fact,  I  should  expect  it  to  go  on 
in  this  country  as  long  as  Masonry  persists. 

"In  recent  years,  it  has  been  the  policy  of  both  Grand  Lodge  and 
Grand  Chapter  to  further  the  cause  of  Masonry  overseas  by  visitations 
to  daughter  Lodges  and  Chapters  for  which  they  are  responsible,  in  fact, 
what  I,  as  a  Naval  Officer  would  describe,  as  showing  the  flag  in  a  big 
way,  and  a  very  good  thing  to  do  .  .  . 

"Now  it  is  different.  These  contacts,  I  should  say,  are  quite  invalu- 
able. They  are  the  rain  that  waters  the  plant  of  Freemasonry  and  forces 
it  to  grow  and  flourish  in  other  parts  of  the  world  where  it  has  not  been 
before.  Particularly  in  the  troubled  Continent  of  Africa,  where  accord- 
ing to  our  Year  Book,  there  are  190  Lodges  under  the  Scottish  Constitu- 
tion. The  first  of  these  was  constituted  in  the  year  1860,  over  a  hundred 
years  ago.  Since  the  end  of  the  last  war,  77  new  Lodges  have  been 
consecrated  in  Africa,  40  of  which  have  been  consecrated  in  the  last 
seven  years.     This  is  pretty  good  going  and  seems  to  show  that  Free- 
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masonry  is  making  rapid  progress  in  all  parts  of  what,  until  recently, 
was  country  under  British  sovereignty  but  is  now  independent.  It  is  also 
making  progress  in  those  countries  which  are  not  independent  but  I  think 
very  shortly  will  be,  and  so  it  cannot  be  denied  that  Masonic  influence 
must  be  strong  in  those  parts  of  the  Continent  where  it  is  most  needed. 
For  that  we  may  well  be  indebted  to  a  series  of  Past  Grand  Zs  and 
Grand  Masters  who  have  spent  a  great  deal  of  time  and  energy  in  visiting 
all  the  earlier  Lodges  and  Chapters." 

The  devotion  to  duty  of  the  First  Grand  Principal  is  best  shown  by 
the  following  extract  from  his  reply: 

"Now,  Companions,  during  the  past  year  Supreme  Grand  Chapter 
has  carried  out  many  activities  in  Scotland  and  overseas.  On  the  evening 
following  the  Vernal  Equinox  last  year  we  installed  the  new  Grand 
Superintendent  of  Lanarkshire  (Middle  Ward)  in  Motherwell.  In  April, 
we  attended  the  Centenary  of  Chapter  Shamrock  and  Thistle,  No.  87,  in 
Glasgow  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  we  went  to  Carnoustie  for  the 
Centenary  of  the  Province  of  Angus  and  Mearns.  In  May  we  dedicated 
the  Vault  of  Chapter  Stevenston  Thistle  and  Rose  in  Stevenston.  In 
September  we  attended  the  Jubilee  at  Buckie  of  the  Chapter,  and  we  re- 
installed the  Grand  Superintendent  of  Dumfriesshire  in  Dumfries.  In 
October  we  installed  the  Grand  Superintendents  of  Glasgow,  and  Fife 
and  Kinross  in  Glasgow  and  Dunfermline  respectively,  and  in  February 
we  also  consecrated  a  new  Chapter  in  Teheran  and  a  new  District  Grand 
Chapter  in  Beirut. 

"Companions,  in  January  and  February  of  this  year,  Grand  Scribe 
Ezra  and  I  visited  our  Chapters  in  India,  Pakistan,  Persia  and  the 
Lebanon.  A  full  account  of  our  journey  is  appearing  in  the  printed  Pro- 
ceedings, but  I  feel  I  must  just  for  a  few  moments  take  up  your  time  by 
referring  to  what  was  indeed  a  truly  memorable  tour." 

It  was  interesting  to  note  the  addresses  given  by  so  many  visitors 
from  overseas  and,  again,  I  only  wish  space  was  available  to  refer  to  all, 
but  I  must,  I  feel,  quote  from  one  given  by  M.E.  Comp.  The  Hon.  A.  F. 
Odulana,  M.P.,  from  Nigeria,  namely: 

"We,  in  Nigeria,  had  the  happy  experience  of  receiving  the  First 
Grand  Principal  and  Grand  Scribe  E.  The  interests  of  Supreme  Grand 
Chapter  are  part  of  Lord  Galloway's  daily  life.  His  extensive  overseas 
tours  are  proof  of  that.  One  appeal  I  would  make  to  you  in  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter.  You  read  in  your  papers  about  Nigeria  with  its  popula- 
tion of  33  millions  (when  the  census  results  are  known  it  will  probably 
be  found  there  are  50  millions),  but  there  are  only  some  ten  or  twelve 
Lodges  and  only  three  Chapters.  Companions  we  should  have  more  be- 
cause we  in  Nigeria  have  one  idealogy  we  can  all  share,  that  is  Free- 
masonry. Whether  you  like  it  or  not  the  hope  of  this  confused  world  is 
the  practice  of  Masonic  principles  and  if  it  would  maintain  its  place  as 
the  hope  of  this  confused  world  then  Freemasonry  must  grow  wider 
and  deeper  in  every  part  of  the  world.  The  number  of  Chapters  must 
grow.  So  we  who  come  here,  it  may  be  from  Sierra  Leone,  or  Nigeria 
or  Ghana  come  to  learn  and  to  see  what  you  are  doing  and  tonight  I 
am  particularly  gratified  by  what  I  have  seen  and  when  I  go  home  I  will 
tell  my  Companions  of  my  experiences  and  of  the  lessons  I  have  learned. 
Companion  Dr.  Buchan  is  no  stranger  to  us.  His  is  a  household  name; 
The  Earl  of  Galloway,  of  course,  is  our  Supreme  Grand  Father  in  Nigeria. 
We  know  The  Earl  of  Eglinton  and  Winton  as  the  Past  Grand  Master 
rather  than  as  the  Deputy  First  Grand  Principal.  He,  too,  has  been  in 
Nigeria.  M.E.  Companion  Laird  is  known  to  each  one  of  us  as  a  coun- 
sellor, a  friend  and  one  who  has  our  interests  close  to  his  heart.  His 
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visit  to  Nigeria  will  not  be  forgotten  by  us.  These  know  our  needs  and 
I  am  appealing  to  them  tonight  to  do  all  that  they  can  to  see  that 
Nigeria  is  not  left  alone.  In  this  sublime  institution  so  far  we  have  been 
able  to  make  a  regular  advancement.  You  have  helped  us  to  maintain 
the  principles  and  tenets  of  Freemasonry  and  to  see  it  grow  wider  and 
deeper." 

This  Proceedings  concludes  with  a  most  interesting  and  informative 
report  by  the  First  Grand  Principal  on  his  visit  to  the  Royal  Arch  Com- 
panions in  Pakistan,  India,  Iran  and  Lebanon. 

Your  Reviewer  and  his  wife  remember  with  joy  and  thankfulness  the 
great  hospitality  of  M.E.  Comp.  Willie  Laird  and  Mrs.  Laird  when  we 
were  visitors  in  Edinborough  in  August,  1962,  also  not  forgetting  the 
beautiful  bouquet  of  flowers  from  the  Earl  of  Galloway  and  the  Supreme 
Grand  Chapter  of  Scotland  which  arrived  for  my  wife  less  than  an  hour 
after  arriving  at  our  hotel.  I  also  was  thrilled  with  a  tour,  under  the 
guidance  of  M.E.  Comp.  Laird,  through  the  Royal  Arch  Freemasons'  Hall, 
an  experience  never  to  be  forgotten.  (Willie — I  repeat,  thanks  so  very 
much  and  we  are  proud  that  you  are  a  member  of  our  Grand  Chapter.) 

Tennessee 

The  133rd  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Tennessee  was  held  in  Nashville,  on  March  26th 
and  27th,  1962,

Here  again  we  find  that  the  G.H.P.  felt  that  Chapter  Officers  and 
Companions  had  not  accepted  individual  responsibilities,  and  that  he 
was  forthright  about  it  when  he  reported : 

"It  has  been  said:  'Freemasonry  today  lies  in  the  hand  of  the  Modern 
Man,  largely  as  an  unused  tool,  capable  of  great  achievements  for  God, 
for  Country,  for  Mankind,  but  doing  very  little.' 

"We  have  the  finest  system  of  morality  of  any  Fraternity  in  the 
World.  We  are  handling  its  business  in  a  slipshod  manner.  In  many 
instances  we  work  hard  to  get  candidates,  and  as  soon  as  they  are  made 
members  we  forget  them.  We  have  too  many  meetings  and  many  of 
them  are  conducted  in  such  manner  that  they  fail  to  attract  the  mem- 
bers and  very  few  attend  the  meetings.  In  many  cases  the  work  is  con- 
ferred in  a  haphazard  manner;  thereby  the  candidates  do  not  get  the 
lesson  intended  for  them.  Many  never  return.  We  pay  little  or  no 
attention  to  our  visitors.  We  as  Masons  should  take  a  more  active  part 
in  civic  affairs. 

"Ask  yourself  this  question:  Would  it  make  any  difference  to  my 
home  town  if  my  Chapter  went  out  of  existence? 

"Today  in  our  Chapters  we  find  one  Companion  trying  to  do  six  to  a 
dozen  jobs,  and  getting  very  little  help. 

"Less  than  20%  of  our  Blue  Lodge  Masons  of  Tennessee  belong  to 
the  York  Rite.  There  is  gold  in  our  backyard,  if  we  will  take  the  time 
and  have  the  inclination  to  mine  it. 

We  may  not  be  able  to  whip  the  World,  but  if  we  in  Tennessee,  in 
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our  local  Chapters  will  go  to  work  as  we  should,  with  every  High  Priest, 
King  and  Scribe  resolved  to  devote  a  year's  work  in  his  Chapter,  I  believe 
that  we  could  get  our  Chapters  above  low-gear  and  more  fully  justify 
our  existence.  It  is  your  ball  to  carry.  You  have  been  elected  High 
Priest,  King  and  Scribe,  chosen  by  your  Chapter  to  lead.  Think  about 
that.  Are  you  doing  the  job?  One,  two  or  three  years  from  now  some- 
one may  pin  a  jewel  on  you.  Can  you  look  them  in  the  eye  and  say:  'I 
did  my  very  best'?" 

And  later  on: 

"To  me,  our  greatest  error  is  that  we  forget  we  are  a  band  of 
Brothers  or  Companions.  What  have  you  done  during  the  last  year  to 
help  a  Companion? 

"Have  you  ever  thought  about  the  five  points  of  Fellowship? 

"Have  you  ever  listened  to  the  High  Priest's  charge  to  practice  out 
of  the  Chapter  the  things  taught  in  it? 

"Have  you  taken  a  few  minutes  to  be  a  Companion  to  a  Companion?"

Texas 

The  112th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Royal  Arch  Chapter  of 
Texas  was  held  at  Waco,  on  December  4th  and  5th,  1961.

This  Proceedings  opens  with  a  photograph  of  a  very  large  and  beau- 
tiful home  for  aged  Masons  owned,  operated  and  maintained  by  the  Royal 
Arch  Masons  of  Texas,  at  Arlington,  Texas. 

The  G.H.P.  stated,  in  part,  in  his  address,  and  I  quote: 

"Man  cannot  live  unto  himself  alone.  Our  dependency  upon  each 
other  calls  for  a  meeting  of  the  minds  with  which  we  have  all  been 
endued  by  our  Heavenly  Father.  Here  we  can  communicate,  one  with 
the  other,  discuss  our  progress  and  or  so  called  problems  and  difficulties 
and,  with  the  tenets  of  Freemasonry  as  our  guide,  arrive  at  solutions 
and  conclusions  of  benefit  to  us  all.  May  all  of  our  deliberations  be 
turned  to  the  welfare,  not  of  us  as  individuals,  but  of  the  Craft  as  a 
whole. 

STATE  OF  THE  ORDER 

"For  the  second  straight  year  our  Grand  Secretary  will  report  a  net 
loss  in  membership,  for  this  past  year — 232.  This,  coupled  with  the  last 
year's  326  means  that  in  two  years  we  have  suffered  a  net  loss  of  558. 
This,  in  my  opinion  is  not  alarming,  representing  as  it  does  only  slightly 
over  1%,  but  it  does  indicate  that  we  need  to  be  more  objective,  more 
realistic  and  more  enthusiastic  in  the  promotion  of  our  Royal  Art.  Our 
aim  is  'to  dispense  true  Masonic  light  and  knowledge  to  all  less  informed 
Brethren,'  and  it  is  important  that  we  not  only  invite  our  Brethren  to 
join  with  us  but  that  we  also  make  sure  we  carry  out  this  obligation  by 
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impressively  conferring  our  beautiful  degrees.  There  was  a  slight  im- 
provement this  past  year  in  the  number  of  suspensions,  not  much,  but 
encouraging.  For  the  past  two  years  2,240  suspensions  were  reported, 
while  only  705  were  reinstated,  leaving  a  net  loss  from  this  cause  of  1,535. 
In  an  effort  to  secure  reinstatement  of  suspended  members,  I  have  sent 
out  over  1,000  personal  letters  urging  reinstatement,  but  the  results  have 
been  disappointing  although  there  was  some  response.  Many  of  our 
smaller  communities  are  suffering  from  the  shift  in  our  population  from 
rural  to  urban  and  it  is  still  going  on.  This  is  leaving  some  of  our  smaller 
Chapters  with  but  few  resident  members  to  carry  on  the  work.  Never- 
theless, many  of  these  Chapters,  handicapped  as  they  are,  continue  to 
carry  on  for  the  best  interest  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry.  The  burden  is  on 
the  larger  cities  to  make  up  for  the  lesser  activity  we  can  expect  from 
Chapters  in  the  small  communities.  Many  of  our  large  Chapters  have 
accepted  this  challenge  and  from  the  activity  going  on  since  June  24th,  I 
am  hoping  that  the  trend  of  the  past  two  years  will  be  reversed." 

The  Grand  Master  of  Texas,  M.W.  Bro.  W.  G.  Proctor,  in  his  address 
to  Grand  Chapter  has  this  to  say,  and  I  quote  in  part: 

"I  said  some  things  here  in  the  Council  today  that  has  reference  to 
my  'Awake  and  Rededicate.'  You  have  some  language  in  your  Chapter 
that  it  would  be  well  for  all  of  us  to  think  just  a  little;  and  that  is  to 
lead  the  blind  by  a  way  that  they  do  not  know.  'Lead  them  in  paths  they 
have  not  known.  Make  darkness  light  before  them  and  crooked  things 
straight.  These  things  to  do  unto  them  are  not  forsake  them.'  You 
and  I  and  every  man  in  this  room,  when  we  go  home  and  walk  down  the 
streets  of  our  town,  people  look  on  us  and  say,  'There  goes  a  man  that 
belongs  to  the  Masons,  and  he  is  trying  in  this  little  community  where 
he  lives  to  make  crooked  things  straight.'  He  is  trying  to  make  darkness 
light  before  these  people.  The  only  way  in  this  world  that  you  and  I 
can  give  that  kind  of  impression  out  there  is  to  do  like  Brother  Leo  Hart 
said,  'Live  our  Masonry  day  by  day.'  If  you  do  that,  you  are  first  going 
to  have  to  awake  and  rededicate  yourselves  to  these  principles." 

The  address  of  the  Grand  Orator  is  a  masterpiece  and  some  of  his 
"Gems  of  Wisdom"  should  be  remembered,  and  I  quote: 

"Masonry  is  the  activity  of  closely  united,  selected  men  who,  em- 
ploying symbolical  forms  borrowed  principally  from  the  mason's  trade 
and  from  architecture,  work  for  the  welfare  of  mankind;  seeking  by 
means  of  fraternity,  and  through  the  teaching  instrumentalities  of  ritual, 
to  build  in  each  man,  and  in  society  at  large,  a  communal  life  which  is 
not  inadequately  described  as  a  Holy  Temple  of  Human  Souls.  Time, 
my  Companions,  has  shown  that  Masonry  is  founded  upon  righteousness, 
justice,  character,  and  above  all,  FAITH  in  God  and  our  fellow  man. 
Faith  in  God  because  what  we  have  seen  teaches  us  to  trust  the  great 
Creator  of  heaven  and  earth  for  all  we  have  NOT  seen,  for  we  walk  by 
Faith,  not  by  sight. 

"Surely  the  way  of  Masonry  is  wise.  Instead  of  becoming  only  one 
more  factor  in  a  world  of  factional  feud,  it  seeks  to  remove  all  hostility 
which  may  arise  from  social,  national  or  religious  differences.  Not  a 
party,  not  a  sect,  not  a  cult;  it  is  a  great  order  of  men  selected,  initiated, 
sworn  and  trained  to  make  reason  and  the  will  of  God  prevail.  It  is  true, 
Masonry  is  not  a  religion;  but  my  friends  it  is  religious,  a  worship  in 
which  all  men  may  unite  that  each  may  share  the  faith  of  all. 

"While  Masonry  is  not  a  church  it  has  religiously  preserved  things 
of  highest  importance  to  the  church.  Among  them  the  right  of  each 
individual  soul  to  its  own  religious  faith.     Beyond  the  facts  of  faith  it 


does  not  go;  emphasis  rests  upon  two  extremely  simple  and  profound 
principles  —  the  Fatherhood  of  God  and  the  Brotherhood  of  man  .  .  . 

"You  no  doubt  will  recall  that  of  the  56  signers  of  the  Declaration 
of  Independence  32  were  Masons,  and  that  26  of  the  39  signers  of  the 
Constitution  were  Masons.  Companions,  how  very  much  we  owe  to  those 
men  so  greatly  endowed  with  faith,  courage,  wisdom  and  far  sighted 
knowledge  and  understanding;  for  their  deep  devotion  to  the  great  prin- 
ciples of  Freemasonry;  for  their  fidelity  to  a  sacred  trust.  A  rich  heri- 
tage is  ours;  what  a  wonderful  privilege  to  live  in  a  land  of  liberty  and 
freedom,  yet  I  wonder  if  we  fully  appreciate  this  great  blessing  or  do  we 
just  take  it  as  a  matter  of  course.  Yes,  I  also  wonder  just  what  those 
Masons  would  think  and  say  if  they  could  look  in  upon  this  country  today 
and  observe  just  what  has  happened  to  it. 

"My  Companions,  what  a  tremendous  responsibility  rests  upon  us  as 
American  citizens,  as  Masons.  Let  us  get  America  back  on  the  Masonic 
track  and  keep  it  there  .  .  . 

"Often  we  hear  the  question:  What  is  wrong  with  Masonry  and  why 
are  we  losing  in  strength  and  numbers?  I  may  not  have  the  correct  an- 
swer, you  may  not  agree  with  me  but  in  my  humble  opinion  there  is 
nothing  wrong  with  Masonry,  its  teachings  or  ideals;  they  are  the  same 
as  they  have  always  been;  the  trouble  lies  with  YOU  and  ME  my  Com- 
panions." 

I  am  also  glad  to  quote  the  following  excerpt  by  the  Grand  Chapter 
Reviewer: 

"The  Capitular  Review  by  Rt.  Ex.  Benjamin  Scott  is  one  of  the  most 
exhaustive  and  complete  issued  anywhere  in  the  Capitular  World,  and 
we  are  happy  to  note  that  it  is  printed  separately  and  given  wide  circula- 
tion in  addition  to  being  included  in  the  volume  of  proceedings.  He  finds 
interesting  paragraphs  to  quote  from  almost  every  Grand  Z.  or  G.H.P., 
and  it  certainly  would  be  a  shame  for  such  a  piece  of  work  to  be  buried 
in  the  proceedings  volume  and  read  by  very  few,  as  is  done  in  many 
jurisdictions."

The  Grand  High  Priest  reported  in  part: 

"I  am  happy  to  report  that  generally  our  constituent  chapters  are 
in  good  financial  condition;  progress  is  being  made  with  good  leadership. 
It  is  our  desire  to  see  more  progressive  action  taken  to  interest  Master 
Masons  in  our  York  Rite  activities.  Use  your  Royal  Arch  Magazine  as 
an  introduction  to  these  Masons  to  stir  an  interest  in  what  the  craft 
stands  for  and  why  they  should  join  our  ranks  .  .  . 
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"We,  as  Masons,  are  proud  of  our  Masonic  order.  We  are  rightfully 
proud  that  we  are  members  of  the  greatest  fraternity  in  the  world.  Let 
us  show  our  appreciation  by  serving  and  giving  freely  of  our  time  and 
worldly  goods.  A  small  contribution  each  year  can  be  the  means  of  some 
boy  or  girl  realizing  that  great  ambition  of  becoming  great  in  their 
chosen  profession." 

One  notes  with  interest  that  M.W.  Bro.  Glenn  V.  Culp,  Grand  Master 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  in  an  address  to  Grand  Chapter  stated  in 
part: 

"Previous  to  this  meeting  you  have  asked  the  question  why  the 
decline  in  Masonic  memberships  throughout  the  country.  There  are 
many  reasons  that  could  be  numerated,  and  when  I  attended  the  Grand 
Masters'  Conference  in  Washington,  D.C.  last  February,  this  posed  a 
very  important  subject  for  discussion.  We  are  in  competition  today, 
more  than  ever  with  the  television,  with  the  radio,  but  more  particularly 
we  are  in  competition  with  the  economic  condition  of  our  country.  It 
was  brought  out  at  this  conference  that  young  men  today  are  faced  with 
the  position  of  trying  to  provide  a  livelihood  for  their  families  against 
a  background  of  increased  taxation,  increased  uncertainty  of  wages,  and 
certainly  because  of  the  war  conditions  of  carrying  our  men  overseas 
and  back  again  during  the  past  decade  or  so  we  are  facing  an  increased 
population  in  new-born  children  that  is  certainly  giving  the  young  men 
something  more  to  think  about  than  trying  to  get  petitions."

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  and  referring  to  "Condition  of  the  Order" 
stated : 

"Financially  the  Order  is  sound  with  a  budgetary  gain  of  over  $800 
and  investment  gain  exceeding  $900.  This,  however,  is  of  little  consola- 
tion as  again  we  had  a  loss  in  membership  in  spite  of  the  stress  made 
during  the  District  meetings  early  last  fall  and  through  the  monthly 
Newsletter.  Surely  we  had  more  candidates  this  year  but  still  nowhere 
near  enough  to  overcome  the  losses  due  to  deaths,  demits  and  suspensions. 
Our  Grand  Secretary  will  give  us  actual  figures  in  his  report  which  were 
not  available  to  me  as  I  was  preparing  this  report. 

"I  appreciate  the  efforts  of  many  for  the  increase  in  candidates  this 
year,  but  let's  look  also  to  our  losses.  Deaths  are  inevitable,  but  with  con- 
certed efforts  on  the  part  of  the  officers,  through  personal  contacts, 
some  of  the  other  losses  might  be  avoided.  We  still  must,  however, 
greatly  increase  our  efforts  to  share  more  Masonic  Light  with  our  Blue 
Lodge   Brothers. 
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"Some  of  our  constituent  Chapters  are  bordering  on  thin  financial 
ice.  This  is  due  not  only  to  lack  of  candidates  but  excessive  and  uncon- 
trolled expenses  and  poor  business  management.  I  suggest  that  each  High 
Priest  and  Secretary  review  the  financial  standing,  income  and  expenses 
over  the  last  several  years  and  take  immediate  steps  to  improve  them."

Many  distinguished  guests  from  other  jurisdictions  were  present  and 
cordially  welcomed  by  the  G.H.P.  The  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario  was  represented  by  M.E.  Comp.  J.  L.  House,  whose 
inspiring  address  in  behalf  of  the  guests  is  fully  recorded  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings. 

The  G.H.P.  reported  on  "Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry  in  Virginia" 
as  follows: 

"For  this  part  of  my  report  I  would  like  to  quote  from  the  report  of 
a  Grand  High  Priest  who  served  several  years  ago:  'I  have  found  con- 
siderable lack  of  knowledge  of  the  Digest  on  the  part  of  many  of  the 
officers  of  the  Subordinate  Chapters.  We  cannot  expect  the  membership 
as  a  whole  to  be  familiar  with  the  Digest  but  certainly  the  officers  of 
the  various  Chapters  should  have  a  working  knowledge  of  the  laws  by 
which  they  governed.'  Companions,  I  am  sorry  to  say  that  this  condi- 
tion still  prevails  today  and  possibly  to  a  greater  extent.  The  ritualistic 
work  that  I  was  privileged  to  witness  was  not  as  good  as  it  should  have 
been  and  left  much  to  be  desired.  In  all  of  my  visits  I  stressed  the  Schools 
of  Instruction  as  the  means  of  improving  this  part  of  the  program.  I 
know  that  our  Grand  Lecturer,  Most  Excellent  Companion  John  Parker, 
is  doing  a  marvelous  job  in  getting  around  to  the  Chapters  and  working 
with  the  Companions,  but  some  of  our  Chapters  have  been  going  down 
for  so  many  years  that  it  is  going  to  take  time  to  get  them  back  to  where 
they  were  at  one  time.  Companion  Parker  needs  all  of  the  assistance  we 
can  give  him." 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

"Companions,  it  is  my  most  earnest  recommendations  that  you  return 
to  your  respective  Chapters  so  stirred  up  with  enthusiasm  and  zeal  for 
the  Royal  Craft  that  you  will  do  everything  within  your  power  to  awaken 
your  Companions  to  the  duties  that  lie  ahead — go  to  the  Blue  Lodges, 
secure  the  petitions  from  the  newly  raised  brethren,  elect  them  and  confer 
the  degrees  in  an  impressive  and  dignified  manner  that  will  so  impress 
the  candidate  that  he  will  become  an  enthusiastic  member  of  your  Chap- 
ter. I  was  present  at  the  annual  meeting  of  a  Chapter  not  long  ago  when 
the  names  of  those  exalted  during  the  year  were  read  and  the  High  Priest 
asked  them  to  stand  as  their  names  were  called.  Only  one  Companion 
stood  but  11  had  been  exalted.  Companions,  we  can,  we  will  and  we  MUST 
get  busy  to  keep  the  'grim  reaper'  from  putting  us  out  of  business.  The 
deaths  reported  in  our  Chapters  have  increased  from  283  in  1954  to  a 
total  of  377  in  1960.  The  number  of  Chapters  that  have  reported  more 
than  10  deaths  in  any  one  year  increased  from  six  in  1954  to  11  in  1960. 
The  number  of  Chapters  that  have  reported  no  deaths  decreased  from  10 
in  1954  to  seven  in  1960.  There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
Chapters  in  the  state  from  76  in  1954  to  81  in  1960.  So  you  can  see  that 
we  must  'get  on  the  ball'  if  we  are  going  to  survive." 

The  Grand  Treasurer  reported  cash  and  securities  totalling  $31,- 
153.03,  also  a  balance  in  the  W.  J.  Hubard  Memorial  Loan  Fund  of  $16,- 
752.66.

Washington 

The  78th  Annual  Convocation  of  the  Most  Excellent  Grand  Chapter 
Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Washington  was  held  at  Wenatchee  on  May  24  and 
2.5,    1962.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  stated  and  I  quote: 

"Whatever  else  may  be  the  result  of  our  labors  during  this  past  year 
I  feel  that  one  important  aim  has  been  achieved,  Chapters  and  Grand 
Officers  working  together  with  a  unity  of  purpose.  Our  Grand  Officers 
began  the  year  with  definite  responsibilities,  and  I  believe  they  have  dis- 
charged those  responsibilities  with  great  credit.  Never  have  I  worked 
with  a  finer,  more  dedicated  group  of  men  and  I  feel  that  whatever 
measure  of  success  we  have  attained  has  been  due  to  their  efforts.  It  has 
been  our  aim  to  be  an  organization  of  service,  stressing  the  values  of 
cooperation  and  fellowship  and  the  necessity  of  proper  financing. 

"In  our  efforts  I  believe  we  have  succeeded  in  bringing  better  co- 
operation and  understanding  with  some  of  the  other  Masonic  Bodies, 
and  I  earnestly  pray  that  work  to  further  this  goal  may  be  continued 
each  year  by  every  York  Rite  Body  as  the  need  for  it  is  great. 

"Have  I  succeeded  in  my  labors  as  your  Grand  High  Priest?  I  really 
don't  know.  Time  and  you  will  be  the  judge  of  that,  but  I  sincerely  be- 
lieve that  we  have  made  progress  and  I  might  also  say,  very  humbly, 
that  I  believe  a  good  foundation  has  been  laid  upon  which  others  might 
build. 

"It  has  been  customary  each  year  for  a  report  such  as  mine  to  dwell 
upon  the  increase  or  decrease  of  membership  in  the  Grand  Chapter.  In 
that  respect  may  I  say  that  I  have  never  been  interested  in  increasing 
our  membership  for  numbers  alone.  My  main  objective  has  been  to  bring 
to  our  entire  membership  a  more  definite  realization  of  our  responsibility 
as  Royal  Arch  Masons  to  all  humanity  and  of  the  opportunity  that  we 
now  possess  to  chart  a  course  that  will  result  in  the  application  of  real 
Masonic  principles  and  show  to  the  world  their  true  values.  Some  may 
define  that  course  as  charity  applied.  That,  too,  is  the  way  that  I  define 
it.  Not  a  charity  of  lip  service,  but  one  to  be  measured  and  used  as  God 
intended.  Have  we  succeeded  in  this  task?  That  question  will  soon  be 
yours  to  answer. 

".  .  .  But  I  would  like  to  believe  as  we  relinquish  our  stations  to 
those  who  follow  that  our  fraternity  has  been  drawn  a  little  closer  to- 
gether, the  bonds  of  fellowship  just  a  bit  tighter  and  the  knowledge  of  our 
obligations  to  our  Supreme  Master,  to  His  children  and  to  the  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  a  little  bit  greater.  All  of  this  to  the  end  that  we  may  say 
to  ourselves  and  as  set  forth  in  the  Ritual,  'We  have  worked  for  the  good 
of  humanity.'  If  this  Grand  Chapter  makes  those  words  come  alive  and 
true,  then  I  could  say  this  has  truly  been  a  year  of  progress  for  Royal 
Arch  Masonry  and  with  pleasure  and  a  faith  in  the  future  join  the  ranks 
of  those  Most  Excellent  Companions  who  have  served  you  well  in  the 
past.  .  . 
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"I  would  conclude  my  report  with  an  admonition  sustained  by  ob- 
servation. To  me  Masonry  lacks  two  important  things,  cooperation  and 
leadership,  cooperation  with  the  bodies  and  leadership  within  the  bodies.  I 
mention  these  frankly  because  I  realize  my  own  limitations.  I  regret  the 
lack  of  cooperation  existing  between  the  York  Rite  Bodies  and  I  regret 
the  lack  of  cooperation  existing  between  the  two  great  Rites.  We  have 
made  some  progress  but  we  still  have  far  to  go.  The  outside  world  con- 
siders all  Masons,  regardless  of  body  or  rite,  as  one  organization  and  it's 
way  past  the  time  that  we  should  do  the  same. 

"I  mentioned  leadership  because  leadership  is  an  important  requisite. 
It  is  not  confined  to  any  particular  geographical  location,  it's  where  you 
find  it,  search  for  it.  He  may  be  sitting  on  the  sidelines  or  he  may  even  be 
a  new  member,  but  he  is  there  somewhere.  The  man  you  start  is  the  man 
who  later  rules,  the  time  for  continuity  in  office  is  past,  measure  your 
men,  find  your  leaders  and  you  will  build  the  greatest  Masonic  organiza- 
tion that  we  have  ever  had." 

The  Grand  Historian  submitted  a  most  interesting  report  and  his 
research  caused  him  to  say,  in  part: 

"While  I  was  trying  to  find  some  topic  that  would  be  of  interest  to 
you  at  this  Grand  Convocation  I  had  the  idea  to  write  the  other  Grand 
Chapters  for  information  on  how  and  what  they  were  doing.  I  will  read 
you  the  letter. 

"Forty-three  answers  were  received  from  the  various  states.  Michi- 
gan, Nevada,  New  York,  Wisconsin  and  Arizona  did  not  answer. 

"Speaking  generally  of  the  letters  I  believe  that  almost  every  effort 
we  have  made  in  Washington  to  gain  members  has  been  used  or  is  being 
used  by  some  of  the  other  Grand  Chapters — spring  and  fall  festivals, 
membership  committee,  letters  from  the  Grand  Chapter  to  newly  made 
Master  Masons,  York  Rite  literature.  These  and  many  more  ideas  have 
been  tried,  but,  Companions,  37  of  the  42  states  that  answered  are  losing 
members.  The  reasons  for  loss  are  reasons  we  all  have  heard  dozens  of 
times:  poor  ritualistic  work,  High  Priest  won't  work,  meetings  too  long, 
members  are  asleep,  Grand  Chapters  do  not  help,  officers  have  lead  in 
their  pants,  too  many  other  interests. 

"There  seems  to  be  no  concrete  form  for  success  as  there  is  no  plan 
to  avoid  failure  .  .  . 

"Almost  all  the  answers  stressed  the  belief  that  plain  hard  work 
would  solve  the  problem.  I  ask  you,  Companions,  what  group  of  workmen 
could  complete  a  bridge  or  building  without  a  plan,  without  a  blueprint, 
without  a  goal  to  achieve  ?  Surely  now  we  have  a  plan  and  a  goal." 

This  Grand  Chapter  now  assesses  each  Companion  $1  as  a  contribu- 
tion to  its  Royal  Arch  Masons  Children's  Heart  Foundation.

The  G.H.P.  in  his  address  was  another  who  expressed  concern  about 
loss  in  membership  in  that  he  stated: 

"I  am  sorry  to  report  this,  but  the  state  of  Royal  Arch  Masonry  in 
Wisconsin  is  not  too  pleasing. 

"The  problem  of  recurring  new  losses  year  after  year  has  been  a 
source  of  great  worry  to  your  Grand  Officers  for  a  number  of  years  now. 

"We  can  find  little  consolation  in  the  fact  that  the  same  thing  is 
taking  place  in  some  of  the  other  Grand  Bodies  and  also  in  other  Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

"It  is  time  for  all  of  us  to  give  this  some  serious  thought  and  then  it 
is  a  MUST  that  we  do  something  about  it. 

"Let  me  give  you  the  gains  and  losses  for  the  past  five  years:

"It  is  time  to  realize  that  Royal  Arch  Masonry  needs  the  candidate, 
the  candidate  does  not  need  Royal  Arch  Masonry. 

"I  do  not  want  to  leave  the  impression  that  no  progress  has  been 
made,  for  it  has.  We  have  some  Chapters  who  are  very  active  and  the 
rolls  of  their  membership  show  it  can  be  done,  but  they  cannot  carry  the 
load  for  all  of  us. 

"I  think  if  we  all  re-dedicate  ourselves  to  the  task  that  must  be  done 
we  can  soon  have  the  problem  under  control." 

The  following  extract  from  his  address  is  also  interesting: 

GERMAN  SPEAKING  CHAPTER 

"Progress  is  being  made  by  this  Chapter.  They  now  have  their  new 
Ritual  from  Germany  and  are  hard  at  work  getting  the  degree  work  down 
to  perfection. 

"They  are  using  the  German  translation  of  the  General  Grand  Chap- 
ter Ritual." 

And  again: 

"It  was  my  pleasure,  along  with  several  of  our  Grand  officers  and 
other  Companions,  to  travel  to  a  farm  in  lower  Juneau  County  and  enjoy 
the  first  conferring  of  the  Royal  Arch  Degree  in  an  outdoor  Temple  by 
the  officers  of  W.  D.  Niles  Chapter  No.  104. 

"The  temperature  was  high  as  the  Companions  sat  in  the  grass  looking 
down  on  the  outdoor  lodge  rooms  with  the  bales  of  hay  for  chairs  and 
altar.  As  we  looked  around  we  could  see  the  Sentry  on  the  top  of  the  hill 
guarding  against  the  approach  of  cowans  and  eavesdroppers.  The  rough 
and  rugged  road,  the  unsafe  bridge  across  the  stream  that  the  candidates 
traveled  made  a  perfect  setup  for  the  conferral  of  this  degree. 

"The  wonderful  meal  served  afterwards,  cooked  in  an  old  barn,  and 
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the  companionship  that  followed  sitting  around  eating  with  your  plate  in 
your  lap  made  this  an  outstanding  day. 

"The  Companions  of  W.  D.  Niles  are  to  be  complimented  for  the  fine 
work  they  did  in  putting  on  this  degree  in  the  great  out-of-doors.  Let's 
do  it  again."
